Tab editor Rick Manning denies rumors 
that he’s planning to hire Scott Farmelant, 
the former Cambridge Chronicle reporter 
who says he was fired in part for his tough 
reporting on Cambridge Mayor Ken 
Reeves. (Reeves is in hot 
water for the way he’s han- 
dled his city expense ac- 
count.) Farmelant says he 
hasn’t been told anything 
along those lines, either. 

But two sources in the 
Tab newsroom say they’ve 
heard a deal to bring 
Farmelant aboard might be 
in the works. “Inside the 
Tab, the feeling was he’d 
really kicked our butt on 
these Ken Reeves stories,” 
says one of those sources. 

Such a move would be 





completely unrelated to his very strong 
and good coverage of the mayor’s situa- 
tion,” he says. “We’re continuing, without 
missing a beat, our hard-edged coverage 
of the mayor. We’re going to let the paper 
speak for itself.” 

A former colleague of Farmelant’s, Kate 
Schultz, who now works in advertising in 
New York City, calls Farmelant an out- 
standing investigative reporter whose ag- 
gressive, sometimes rude style did not 
mesh well with a paper that saw its mis-

friendly.” 

I think the Chronicle isn’t 
really the kind of paper that 
can accommodate a reporter 
like Scott,” Schultz says. “If I 
had to take sides, I think I’d 
take Scott’s,” she adds — 
but she calls Breneman “a re- 
ally honorable guy” who she 
believes probably became fed 
up with Farmelant’s “hyper- 
active” style. 

Responds Farmelant: “I 
was hired by [former pub- 
lisher] Vicki Ogden to be an

interesting, to say the least. 
Both the Tab newspapers 
and the Chronicle are 
owned by Community 
Newspaper Company, the Fidelity Capital 
subsidiary that operates 82 suburban pa- 
pers, most of them weeklies, in the Boston 
area. 

Meanwhile, Chronicle editor John Bren- 
eman says he’s angry at items in the Globe 
and the Herald that reported Farmelant 
was fired because of the Reeves stories. 

“We fired Scott for reasons that are

| when his term ends in 1998. “It’s impor- 
tant to be honest to the people who work 
for me so that they can factor my deci- 
sion into their own personal plans for the 
future.” 

But don’t call it Delahunt’s last hurrah. 
On Tuesday night, he held a $125-a-head 
fundraiser at Anthony’s Pier Four, to add 
| to the more than $75,000 already stock- 
piled by his campaign committee. Many 
political insiders are predicting that De- 
lahunt — who emerged in 1975 as the 
state’s first “reform DA” — will soon set 
his sights on a campaign for Congress, at- 
torney general, or governor. 

“I'd like to stay in government,” De- 
lahunt tells the Phoenix. “I'd like to hold 
office. But I’m realistic. It became very 
| clear in the aftermath of the elections that 
if you are middle-class, which I am, and 
| you don’t have resources, then you can’t 
participate. The threshold predicate is to 
be able to raise sufficient funds and have 
enough resources so that you’re in a posi- 
tion to make an intelligent decision.” 

And Delahunt’s fundraising event came 
| just in time — less than a month before 
| new campaign-finance laws will take ef- 
| fect. After January 1, he and other poten- 
| tial candidates for state office will be pro- 
hibited from accepting individual contribu- 
tions of more than $500, or $200 from 
lobbyists. The current limit is $1000 from 
| citizens or lobbyists. 
| “Back when I was in the legislature,” re- 
calls Delahunt, who served as a state repre- 
| sentative from 1972 to 1975, “I co-spon- 
| sored and helped draft the Campaign Fi- 
| nance Reform Act, where we lowered the 
| limit from $3000 to $1000. I understand 
the intent and the rationale of lowering it to 
$500 — money is bad and it has a corro- 
| sive influence — but one of the side effects 

is that it has become increasingly difficult, 
| if not well-nigh impossible, for the middle

that’s what I did. They tried 
the shoe on, and it didn’t fit.” 


Even though the Boston Globe is owned 
by the New York Times, the Globe’s just- 
announced on-line initiative is likely to 
bear a greater resemblance to the one pro- 
duced by the San Jose Mercury News than 
to the Times’s much-criticized venture. 
And that’s good news for cybernauts, since 
the San Jose service, Mercury Center, just 
may be the best on-line paper in the world 


class to participate in electoral politics as a 
candidate. The people who have access are 
the people of sizeable wealth.” 

Delahunt says that, in his role as a 
member of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee, he’ll be leading the charge next year 
for a new reform: overall spending limits. 
“I think it’s time for us to be bold and to 
take the initiative in terms of working out, 
along with the Republican State Commit- 
tee, a voluntary spending limit in the gen- 
eral election. I intend to make a proposal 
along these lines, but I haven’t refined it 
yet. But it will be sometime early next year, 
far before the next statewide election. I 
think what the parties can do is they can 
begin the process of restoring people’s 
confidence in the system.” 

Delahunt won’t say whether he’s inter- 
ested in succeeding Bay State congress- 
men such as Gerry Studds (D-Cohasset) 
or Joe Moakley (D-South Boston) if they 
retire in 1996 or 1998, or whether he’d 
prefer to succeed Attorney General Scott 
Harshbarger in ’98, or run for governor 
that year. “I think it’s important for some- 
one like myself to initially make the deter- 
mination that it’s feasible,” Delahunt says, 
“to ask people for their hard support rep- 
resented by dollars and cents. If it’s there, 
anything is possible.”

Says Abrahams, “The camera would cut 
away to an intense close-up of her face as 
she lifted a spoonful of soup, and the cap- 
tion would read, MARILYN VOS SAVANT, 
WORLD’S HIGHEST 1Q.” 

Abrahams says he believes AIR 
has found, in vos Savant, “the ultimate 
soup eater.” 

The press release for the December 14 
event (at which a “time caplet” will be 
buried) claims that vos Savant will be con- 
ducting some form of experiment by eat- 
ing the soup. The Phoenix phoned her 
New York City office to ask what that ex- 
periment might be. 

“To gain a better understanding of the 
nature of the cosmos,” she explained. 

And is there a “smart” way to eat alpha- 
bet soup? 

“Yes. You spoon it into your mouth.

David Brudnoy is home, feeling healthy, 
and itching to get back to work. The host 
of the city’s top-rated radio talk show (on 
WBZ, AM 1030) was discharged this past 
Sunday from Spaulding Rehabilitation 
Hospital, where he was undergoing physi- 
cal therapy for AIDS-related neuropathy 
in his feet, a nerve condition that made it | 
impossible for him to walk without assis- 
tance. Almost immediately, he says, he 
went out to dinner with friends, walking 
two and a half blocks with a cane and a 
light foot brace. 

That Brudnoy is even up and about | 
seems almost miraculous, given that he was | 
near death when he entered Massachusetts | 
General Hospital with a viral infection on | 
October 24. Brudnoy, 54, was in a coma | 
for more than a week before | 
he began responding to 
treatment. After he recov- | 
ered, he revealed in an inter- | 
view with the Boston Globe 
that he is gay and has AIDS. 
That prompted the Boston | 
Herald to reprint large | 
chunks of the interview with 
scant attribution, and to ac- 
cuse the Globe of threaten- 
ing to reveal that Brudnoy 
had AIDS whether he coop- 
erated or not. Both Brudnoy 
and the Globe have denied 
the Herald’s accusations 
(“Don’t Quote Me,” News, 
November 17). 

Brudnoy says he’s ready to 
go back on the air now. But 
he adds that evening radio ratings are tra- 
ditionally low during the holidays (his 
show is broadcast Monday through Friday 
from 7 p.m. to midnight), and that station 
management wants “to get the biggest 
splash out of it.” Look for Brudnoy to re- 
turn to the air shortly after January 1. 

And even though Brudnoy intends to re- 
sume all of his various jobs (which include | 
reviewing movies for the Tab and Channel 
4, and teaching media criticism at BU), he | 
insists he’s going to pace himself. “Good | 
nutrition, good rest, and a balanced ap- | 
proach to life will make it work,” he says.

GOP CONGRESS: 
HOW GREEN? 


Last month’s Republican congressional | 
sweep quickened the heart rates of envi- | 
ronmentalists nationwide. But the fear of a 
second coming of environmental wrecking 
ball James Watt — the Reagan administra- | 
tion’s anti-environmental secretary of the | 
Interior — is unfounded. At least that’s 
the line coming from industry lobbyists. 

Some of the same lobbying operations | 
that advanced industry’s agenda through the 
Reagan years are now saying companies | 
should resist the temptation to dismantle en- | 
vironmental regulations. In the current issue | 
of the industry-trade newsletter Clean Air | 
News, Ernie Rosenberg, a lobbyist for Occi- 
dental Petroleum, says companies should 
focus less on eliminating rules and more on 
initiating so-called procedural relief. 

One of the expected targets of such re- 
lief would be the Clean Air Act — in par- | 
ticular, deadlines set by the US Environ- | 
mental Protection Agency for reducing | 
ozone-depleting air pollution. New Jersey | 
Republican Governor Christine Whitman 
has already echoed increasingly loud Belt- 
way grumbling, calling for the new | 
Congress to relax those deadlines. Her 
reason: few states can meet them. 

That doesn’t wash with Robert Russell , 
a staff attorney for the Boston-based Con- 
servation Law Foundation (CLF). 

“That’s self-serving rhetoric,” Russell | 
says. “Few states have tried to meet them. | 
It’s their own failure not to take the Clean | 
Air Act seriously.” 

Noting that Massachusetts is behind | 
schedule on its 1999 deadline to comply 
with Clean Air Act limits, Russell says a | 
state’s inaction is no excuse for a funda- | 
mental change in the law. And that’s why | 
the CLF has already filed suit against the | 
EPA to ensure that it doesn’t bow to pres- 
sure to ease the limits imposed by the law. 

Russell also isn’t comforted by the con- | 
solatory words of industry lobbyists. “The 
rhetoric is something to be concerned 
about,” he says. “I think we have to be 
more vigilant.”

“Miracle on Lansdowne Street” this 

Tuesday did anything quite as news- 

worthy as Hole leader Courtney 
Love at this fall’s Lansdowne 
Street party. Nobody trashed the 
Phoenix on stage, dragged a local 
musician’s name through the mud, 
stripped to his/her undies, or fell over. 
Maybe next year. But the event did raise a 
chunk of cash for Kids at Risk and other 
Boston charities. 

And we did get to see one band lay into 
another on stage. It happened that UK hot 
properties Radiohead were playing Axis at 
the same time Simple Minds were doing a 
less-than-spectacular comeback set at 
Avalon, and Radiohead frontman Thom 
York noticed the irony: “Well, you can see 
a brand-new band, or you can 
see a band that reached their 
peak 10 years ago and are 
driving ’round in limos be- 
cause they think they ought to. 
No, their first couple of al- 
bums were really good, But 10 
years from now, if we’re doing 
that’. . . shit!” 

I’d say York had it right. 
Even-though the first couple of 
Simple Minds albums were in- 
deed listenable in a 
Bowie/Roxy bandwagon way, 
they owe much of their suc- 
cess to a song (“Don’t You 
Forget About Me”) that 
proved smarmy enough to 
serve as the official theme 
from The Breakfast Club. 
Their Avalon set seemed as 
relevant to new music as, say, 
the reunion show that Foghat 
were playing at the Hard Rock 
Café at exactly the same time. 
We got rock-star posturing 
from Jim Kerr, a clap-along 
version of the big hit, and a 
hopelessly misfiring, hip-ca- 
chet cover of the Velvet Un- 
derground’s “White Light/ 
White Heat.” (Attention all 
bands: if you can’t convince us 
that you’ve shot heroin, don’t 
cover that song. If you don’t 


other songs around.) 

Time will tell whether Radiohead will be 
remembered for more than “Creep,” but 
they had a lot more going for them, merging 
vintage Brit-pop melodies with that grunge 
guitar that the kids love nowadays. (On the 
other hand, the stripped-down setting made 
their occasional ELO resemblances a lot 
harder to avoid.) The bottom line: in the 
"80s, B-level alternative bands sounded like 
Simple Minds; in the ’90s, they sound like 
Radiohead. Things have gotten better. 

On the other hand, the closing set offered 
a choice between a critically admired, artisti- 
cally valid "90s band (Grant Lee Buffalo) 
and a cheap-shot dance-rock band from the 
"80s (Big Audio), and the cheap-shot ’80s 
band had the edge. Many critics and musi- 
cians seem to swear by GLB’s brand of pop 
intensity, but I’m not one of them. I hear the 
well-crafted tunes and the intelligence, but I 
also hear leader Grant Lee Phillips’s vocal 
histrionics, which gave the debut single 
“Fuzzy” a definite scrape-on-blackboard ef- 
fect. Fortunately they’ve been developing a 
harder edge, so the Axis set opened with 
some potent glitter-garage rockers before 





The event reviewed above took place after 
the Phoenix Arts section went to press. 
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the less accessible tunes took over. 

Big Audio (formerly Big Audio Dyna- 
mite, formerly BAD II) may never have the 
power or relevance of Mick Jones’s former 
band, the Clash, but they have the next best 
thing: a roomful of cheap thrills, which 
come off better live than on disc. Playing 
mainly songs from their decade-old debut 
and the current Columbia album 
Higher Power (and playing loud), 
Big Audio served up a spirited mix 
of chunky rock guitar, samples, and whop- 
ping funk backbeat, with a live DJ segueing 
between the songs. And Jones can still turn 
a memorable tune, as the current single 
“Looking for a Song” makes clear. 

Aside from a three-song solo set by Ran- 
cid’s Lars Frederiksen, a batch of local 
bands rounded out the bill. Tracy Bonham 
continued to live up to her critical buzz; G. 
Love & Special Sauce left me scratching 
my head about theirs. Janet LaValley’s all- 
new solo material isn’t always up to Tribe’s

level just yet (the radio hit “Dirigible” is a | 


leftover Tribe song), but the guys kick hard 
and her voice and stage presence are in- 
tact. Cliffs of Dooneen are always at their 
best in an acoustic-band setting. At Axis 
they recast old tunes, introduced new ones, 
and did a fine, surprising cover of Talking 
Heads’ “Psycho Killer.” 

That leaves the night’s two highlights, the 
Dambuilders and Aimee Mann. The 
Dambuilders took the chaotic part of their 
Encendedor album (on EastWest) and ran 
with it, opening with the first side in its en- 
tirety and closing with Dave Derby setting 
his bass on fire and swinging it over drum- 
mer Kevin March’s head. Accompanied by 
guitarist/producer Jon Brion, Mann played 
her current single “That’s Just The Way You

THE ABUSE EXCUSE 
AND THE COURTS 


Catherine Salmon’s review, “No Ex- 
cuse” (Arts, November 18), gives well- 
deserved credit to Alan Dershowitz 
and his new book, The Abuse Excuse, 
in which he decries the attack on tradi- 
tional norms of right and wrong, as ex- 
pressed by the legal system. On the 
other hand, his book is an example of 
the tendency of attorneys to support 
the status quo and resist change. 

What Dershowitz is concerned 
about is the clash between traditional 
religious-legal morality and the “sci- 
entific-psychological” model that is 
slowly replacing it. Is the psychologi- 
cal model any less arbitrary? 

The public is fascinated by TV talk 
shows, which usually have a psycho- 
logical expert who is deferred to for 
the “correct” interpretation and solu- 
tion. Who or what gives the psycholo- 
gist or psychiatrist the knowledge, 
skill, or right to determine what is ac- 
ceptable behavior? 

The courts themselves have ceded 
some power to institutional psychia- 
try. Professor Dershowitz would re- 
duce the rate of moral degeneracy by 
helping rid the courts and the country 
of these purveyors of correct behav- 
ior. As Thomas Szasz says in The 
Manufacture of Madness, institutional 
psychiatry has simply replaced the In- 
quisition with a new set of arbitrary 
and capricious rules.

McGOVERN AND THE

Here’s one Baby Boomer who 
doesn’t have time to waste worrying 
about poor old George McGovern 
(“Role Model,” News, November 
25).

Republicans rap Weld for 
sucking up to Democrats

ill Weld’s historic re-elec- 

tion victory — 71 percent 

of the vote in a Democrat- 

ic state — has fueled 

speculation that he might 
run for national office. But now many Re- 
publican lawmakers on Beacon Hill are 
blaming the governor, whom they’ve rarely 
criticized in the past, for failing to bring 
more members of the Grand Old Party 
into the state legislature. 

Weld did not use his re-election cam- 
paign to help his party. And his filing of a 
pay-raise bill for legislators last week will 
serve to cement his already strong rela- 
tions with former rivals such as Senate 
President Billy Bulger (D-South Boston) 
and House Speaker Charlie Flaherty (D- 
North Cambridge). As indicated by Re- 
publican Treasurer Joe Malone’s very pub- 
lic disagreement with Weld’s pay-raise 
plan, GOP unity under Weld has begun to 
crack. 

In a year when Republicans gained out- 
right control of 15 state legislatiye bodies, 
and made substantial gains in many other 
states, Massachusetts gained only one Re- 
publican seat in the State Senate, and lost 


one House seat, leaving overwhelming 
Democratic majorities in place. A number 
of leading Republicans expressed to the 
Phoenix their disappointment with Weld 
on the condition that they not be identi- 
fied. But some took the rare step of openly 
criticizing Weld and Lieutenant Governor 
Paul Cellucci. 

“I’m not sure they ever made the case 
publicly for a legislature that would share 
their view,” says Second Assistant Minori- 
ty Leader Ed Teague, of Yarmouth Port, 
who’s believed to have the votes to become 
the next House Republican leader in Jan- 
uary. He notes that Weld made Mark 
Roosevelt’s liberal voting record in the leg- 
islature the “cornerstone” of his campaign 
— but adds Weld should have used that 
theme against Democrats in general. “Un- 
fortunately,” Teague says, “he never made 
the leap to saying that Mark’s legislative 
behavior was typical of the Democratic 
House and Senate.” 

Adds State Senator-elect Bob Hedlund, 
of Weymouth, the only Republican to de- 
feat a Democratic Senate incumbent: “It’s 
even more amazing when you consider the 
margin Weld won with.” Hedlund believes 
the 27 Republican candidates for State 
Senate were “excellent” candidates, and 
that “makes it even more curious.” 
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“We campaigned like crazy,” Weld in- 
sists. “Cellucci and I were out every single 
night. I thought that our advertising would 
have brought some of them in.” 

But Weld’s deeds have spoken louder 
than his words. Senator Arthur Chase, of 
Worcester, points to the huge gap between 
Weld’s performance on Election Day and 
the lack of success experienced by Repub-

lican legislative candidates. Indeed, Chase, 
who’s vacating his seat after an unsuccess- 
ful race for secretary of state (he lost to 
Democrat Bill Galvin), will be replaced by 
Worcester Democrat Bob Bernstein next 

month.

[Weld] was unable or unwilling to pull a

team of Republicans along with him, 
Chase says. “While the whole country 
went Republican, we end up with a Senate 
| that is only 25 percent Republican.” 

Chase notes that his party’s inability to 
| gain the one-third minority it would need 
| in the Senate to uphold the governor’s 
| veto power “could end up limiting the 
| structural changes the governor talked 
about and wants to make.” Republicans 
now have 10 senators to face off against 
30 Democrats in the Senate. In the 
House, there will be 35 Republicans and 
125 Democrats. 

Other party leaders are even more blunt, 
if less public, in their comments. 

“The governor is weaker today than he 
was before the election,” says one Republi- 
can source. “People can say all they want 
about a 71 percent mandate. He’s a lame 
duck. It’s going to be difficult for him to 
lead the state at all. If the governor gets 
really involved in a presidential race, it’s 
going to be difficult for him to leave the 
state because he doesn’t even have a veto 
in the Senate. He probably set the Repub- 
lican Party back six years. This was our 
best shot and opportunity, I consider my- 
self a Weld loyalist, but that’s where I’m 
coming from.” 

“Bill Weld was the loser,” echoes anoth- 
er Republican. “He didn’t bring one fuck- 
ing new member in. He didn’t lift a finger. 
Every other Republican governor did it. 
His presidential line was going to be that 
we don’t have gridlock, that we can work 
with Democrats.” 

“If that’s true,” responds First Assistant 
Minority Leader Walter DeFilippi, a state 
representative from West Springfield, 
“then he made a serious mistake, because 
it’s now a Republican Congress.” DeFilip- 
pi insists that he, for one, does not blame 
Weld for his party’s inability to elect more 
legislators, saying, “I thought that he made 
the points that he definitely needed more 
seats in order to get a veto-proof Senate.” 
Even DeFilippi, though, laments, “They 
only needed four more seats, which was 
doable.” 


” 


Weld’s growing alliance with the Demo- 
cratic leadership could also have an enor- 
mous impact on the Republicans’ most im- 
portant rivalry — the one between Paul 
Cellucci and Joe Malone, both of whom 
have expressed gubernatorial ambitions. 
Says one Republican source: “Cellucci is 
the one who, in the long term, is probably 
most damaged by all this. He’s going to try 
to become governor. I think he’d have a 
difficult time winning the Republican pri- 
mary at this point.” 

This simmering battle has not gone un- 
noticed by legislative Democrats. Noting 
that Malone has taken pains to distance

himself from Weld’s embrace of Bulger, 
State Senator Bill Keating (D-Sharon), 
who'll be returning to Beacon Hill despite 
losing his bid to oust Bulger as Senate 
president, says, “You wonder if Joe Malone 
had been the standard-bearer instead of 
Weld, if that would have made a difference 
for the Republicans on Election Day.” 

Malone is also considering a challenge to 
Democratic US Senator John Kerry in 
1996. Weld and Cellucci had been warm 
on that idea, especially since a senatorial 
victory (or a thrashing at the hands of Ker- 
ry’s aggressive campaign style) could take 
Malone out of the 98 governor’s race. 

But last Friday, in a speech before the

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Republican Middlesex Club, Weld offered 
a subtle slap at Malone by trumpeting the 
Kennedy-battered Republican, Mitt Rom- 
ney, for the Kerry seat. Weld said, “Once 
again I will predict: Mitt Romney is going 
to the US Senate.” 


‘A slap in the face’ 

When Weld ran for governor in 1990, 
he made political hay by criticizing Bulger, 
who is unpopular with many voters out- 
side his own district, for what has often 
been perceived as his authoritarian rule of 
the Senate. 

Four years ago Weld brought 14 GOP 
senators in with 
him, and they 
sustained his 
veto power. But 
in 1992 Demo- 
crats reduced the 
number of Re- 
publican sena- 
tors to nine. And 
during Weld’s 
term, he and Bul- 
ger have trans- 
formed their for- 
merly adversarial 
relationship into 
a strong political 
alliance. 

As voters went 
to the polls last 
month, Weld 
campaigned with 
Bulger in South 
Boston, an event 
that was covered 
widely in Election Day broadcast news re- 
ports. Their tacit endorsement of each 
other has Republicans expressing outrage. 

“People are bullshit,” says a Republican 
source. “No one will tell you. But it was 
rubbing salt in the wound.” This source 
says, “Do anything with Bulger on any 
other day of the year. But do not do it on 
Election Day.” 

Says another: “It was a slap in the face 
to all the candidates out there who were 
running against the way the Senate is be- 
ing run. The governor really cleansed Bul- 
ger. He legitimized him, and made it easi- 
er for Senate Democrats to win re-elec- 
tion.” This Republican suggested that

declared war on the legislature. We were | 
saying for months and months, “The wave | 
is coming.’

“That wave,” notes another Republican 
source, “brought in Flaherty and Bulger.” 
Hedlund, the incoming Republican who 
defeated Senator Brian McDonald (D- 


Weymouth), a Bulger loyalist, believes he | 
won in part because “the Bulger issue hurt | 
McDonald.” As for the effect of Weld’s | 
Election Day love-in with Bulger on his | 
and other Republicans’ candidacies for | 
State Senate, Hedlund says, “I don’t think | 


it helped.” 

But Weld strategist John Moffitt says 
that when assessing the party’s lack of 
progress on Election Day, the critics ought 
to look in the mirror. 

“If Bulger was looking to support him 
[Weld], why should he not have taken that 
support?” he asks. Moffitt disagrees with 
Bob Hedlund’s favorable characterization 
of GOP Senate candidates: “You can’t 
take weak candidates — and many of 
these people were not strong candidates 
— and expect that anyone is going to 
sweep them into office. Bill Weld has spent 
more time trying to elect people into the 
state legislature than any Republican gov- 
ernor in the history of Massachusetts. He 
could have done more, but in my opinion 
it wouldn’t have changed the outcome.” 

The results of some of Weld’s efforts to 
unseat Democratic lawmakers, however, 
border on the pathetic. For example: 
Weld’s public proclamations that he would 
unseat State Representative Joe McIntyre 
(D-New Bedford) because of MclIntyre’s 
opposition to the death penalty. McIntyre, 
chairman of the House Criminal Justice 
Committee, held a hearing on Weld’s bill 
to reinstate the death penalty last July 1. 
Weld and Cellucci showed up to testify for 
the bill, only to be outmaneuvered by 
McIntyre, who had recruited Bobby Joe 
Leaster to confront the governor and lieu- 


tenant governor.

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Leaster, of Boston’s South End, spent 
15 years in prison for a murder he did not 
commit. After Weld and Cellucci spewed 
their pro-capital-punishment rhetoric, 
Leaster stood up in front of them, remind- 
ing them that had there been a death 
penalty in Massachusetts when he was 
falsely convicted, he’d have been murdered 
by the state. On July 26, despite a public 
prediction by Weld that he had the votes, 
the House of Representatives defeated the 
death-penalty bill, 86 to 70. An embar- 
rassed Weld soon targeted McIntyre for 
defeat. 

After the September primary, Weld 
campaigned for McIntyre’s Republican 
opponent, Ivo Almeida. Weld told the 
Boston Globe that McIntyre was at the top 
of his hit list, charging that McIntyre had 
“consistently put the rights of criminals 
above their victims.” He told New Bed- 
ford’s Standard-Times, “I can’t think of 
any other race that has quite the emotion- 
al vigor of this one. This is a special one 
to us.” 

Cellucci, for his part, claimed that “Joe 
McIntyre is a friend of defendants, not a 
friend of victims in this state.” 

When the dust settled, McIntyre won 
with 72 percent to Almeida’s 28 percent 
— a margin even greater than Weld’s vic- 
tory over Mark Roosevelt. 


Dwindling priorities 

Weld’s inability to unseat McIntyre and 
other legislators will be remembered each 
time he tries to resurrect death-penalty 
legislation — a major plank of his re-elec- 
tion campaign. Although a wide majority 
of voters favor capital punishment, the use 
of the death penalty as a campaign 
issue failed to eject a single incum- 
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be very similar to what it’s been over the 
last couple of years. The configuration is 
almost identical.” 

“I really don’t think it’s going to 
change,” agrees human-services lobbyist 
Judy Meredith. “There’s no impetus for 
drastic change. He’s pledged not to run 
again. Is he going to try to build a national 
career and image as someone who can 
work with Democrats? It would behoove 
the governor if he’s going for national 
stature. Rather than, like in Washington, 
where all sides posture, concerned about 
credit and who won or who lost. He could 
stand out. This Speaker, Senate president, 
and governor know how to work together.” 

Boston Mayor Tommy Menino, too, 
praises the strong teamwork forged by 
Weld, Flaherty, and Bulger. “I’m a big be- 
liever that you have to work together,” he 
says. “You can have the adversarial role, 
but there’s a time when you say, ‘How do 
you reach common ground?’ ” 


Weld I versus Weld Il 

Sue Tracy sees a difference between 
Weld I and Weld II, noting that Weld in 
his first term emphasized lower taxes and 
other fiscal issues, which were not cause 
for much divisiveness. If Weld’s re-elec- 
tion rhetoric is to be believed, he’s now 
prepared to spend much of his time ad- 
vancing a conservative social agenda. 

“It will be interesting to see how this 
legislature responds to Weld’s right-wing 
side, the welfare-bashing, death-penalty, 
teach-prisoners-to-bust-rocks mentality,” 
she says. “We'll see how these two cham- 
bers respond to Weld’s push and if they’ll 
push back. Phase two of the Weld agenda 
is not about fiscal stability but about an 
ideological path and his positioning for a 
presidential bid. His task is to make him- 
self more conservative.” 

And though Weld’s recent call for a leg- 
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bent politician in Massachusetts. Re- 
publican US Senate candidate Mitt 
Romney used it against Ted 
Kennedy. Janis Berry used it against 
Democratic Attorney General Scott 
Harshbarger. Both lost by wide mar- 
gins. Even Gerry Malone, the pro- 
death-penalty Democrat who made 
capital punishment a centerpiece of 
his campaign to unseat Suffolk 
County’s Republican district attor- 
ney, Ralph Martin, failed:to elicit 
support from voters. In each case, 
the winner was an opponent of the 
death penalty. 

Although Weld pledged during his 
campaign to continue fighting for 
capital punishment, his unsuccessful 
grandstanding against McIntyre will 
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likely bolster the backbones of death- 


| penalty opponents. Simply put, 
| Democratic legislators do not fear 
| Weld. 


“I think they didn’t fear him be- 
fore,” says Moffitt in defense of 
Weld. “They don’t fear him now. Ev- 








erybody running wins on their own.” 

But retiring State Representative 
Sue Tracy (D-Brighton), who direct- 
ed the Democratic State Commit- 
tee’s coordinated campaign on behalf of 
legislative and other candidates, says that 
last month’s election results emboldened 
State House Democrats. “At a time when 
the rest of the country was singing the Re- 
publicans’ song,” she says, “we really did 
it. It’s almost as though Weld is the aber- 
ration, the place where people feel it’s 
okay to go astray. A Democrat who voted 
for Weld can say, ‘See, I’m not in lock 
step. I voted for a Republican.’ ” 

“We're cruising up into what I think is 
going to be a fascinating time politically,” 
Tracy says, explaining that Democrats 
don’t see the same need to work with 
Weld that they did four years ago, when 
the state faced a fiscal crisis. 

Indeed, Senate Ways and Means Chair- 
man Tom Birmingham (D-Chelsea) be- 
lieves legislative Democrats received a 
mandate of sorts. “I think there is general 
satisfaction with the way the state govern- 
ment has been run since 1991,” he says. “I 
don’t want to overstate it, because there’s 
always a certain level of dissatisfaction. 
But there’s an absence of strong disap- 
proval with what we’ve been doing the last 
couple of years. We have been able to 
forge a bipartisan consensus.” 

Birmingham, in fact, defends Weld 
against his Republican critics, saying, 
“The Republicans have complained about 
there being a lack of coattails. My percep- 
tion is that the governor did work to try 
and unseat Democratic legislators, but 
you can’t pull a rabbit out of a hat. I don’t 
think he’s been weakened. I think it will 
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Weld had no one else to turn to. 


islative pay raise may appear out of step 
with his conservative rhetoric, Tracy be- 
lieves it has as much to do with placating 
disgruntled Republican lawmakers as it 
does with pleasing the Democrats. “The 
salary level definitely turns off the Republi- 
cans and makes it hard for them to recruit 
candidates,” she says. “They don’t want to 
come up here for $30,000 a year. When 
your party is about business and making 
money, about downsizing government, it’s 
hard to say you’re going to spend your 
next two years in-the legislature for 
$30,000.” 

Weld underscored her point last Friday, 
at a Republican luncheon at Anthony’s 
Pier Four. A party activist told Weld that 
she thought he had been “snookered” by 
the Democratic leadership into proposing 
a legislative pay raise. Weld insisted, “This 
was my idea. It wasn’t even their idea. 
We’re gonna get some businesspeople in 
the legislature.” 

By early this week, the pressure on Weld 
from GOP activists and talk-radio allies 
had become so intense that the governor 
suggested he might not sign the pay-raise 
bill. Though Weld’s stated reason for balk- 
ing was the House’s crafting of the legisla- 
tion as an appropriations bill (potentially 
making it repeal-proof), Weld is now in a 
Catch-22 where he loses political capital 
no matter what he does. 

Tracy also says that, despite his pay- 
raise gambit, Weld continues to have some 
glaring weaknesses on Beacon Hill. “Weld

“It is always a pleasure to come in and “get 
away” from work, but the best part is that I also 
enjoy being around the people that train at Jae 
Kim’s. Most people that stay at the school are 
also dedicated to being the best they possibly 
can and the interaction amongst the members 
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works with the leadership, but not with the 
members,” she says, explaining that he 
doesn’t meet with regional caucuses of 
legislators, or spend much time getting to 
know rank-and-file members. This leaves 
Weld at an important disadvantage. With 
no significant Republican membership, no 
ties to the members at large, and no fear 
factor among Democrats, Weld is almost 
entirely dependent on the Democratic 
leadership to enact his agenda. 

A case in point is Weld’s veto, last sum- 
mer, of Democratic welfare-reform legisla- 
tion. Weld said it wasn’t punitive enough 
to welfare recipients, and he exercised his 
line-item veto to cancel all welfare funding 
after February 1995. The House overrode 
his veto, and he was nearly overridden by 
the Senate. 

Weld was able to stave off the Senate 
override by reaching out to two liberals, 
Senators Dianne Wilkerson (D-Roxbury) 
and Lois Pines (D-Newton), providing a 
clear example of why, having failed to 
elect more Republicans, he needs to de- 
velop more working relationships beyond 
leadership. 

Last week, after Pines threatened to join 
other Democrats in the override, Weld 
agreed to the Pines-Wilkerson demands 
for a milder reform plan. But that plan was 
declared dead on arrival by the Democrat- 
ic leadership. Thus, the stage is set for a 
showdown early next year, as the clock 
ticks on funding for welfare. 

Despite the chaos, Weld’s odd alliance 
with Pines and Wilkerson could help his 
apparent national ambitions. With next 
year’s legislature working under the threat 
of all welfare recipients’ being cut off as of 
March 1, the showdown could attract na- 
tional attention. 


Governor Bulger? 

Weld’s dependence on the Democratic 
leadership coincides with a strong rebound 
by Billy Bulger, who in the past year has 
squashed the challenge by Bill Keating to 
his presidency and maintained a veto- 
proof, Democratic-controlled chamber 
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dominated by his loyalists. 

Keating, who was re-elected in his own 
district by a two-to-one margin despite a 
disadvantageous redistricting scheme con- 
cocted by Bulger and Senate Republicans, 
charges the candidacy of his Republican 
opponent, former state senator Chris Lane, 
was “created by an alliance between Bulger 
and Weld.” He adds, “We saw Bill Bulger’s 
son holding a sign for my opponent.” 

Even so, Keating believes Weld is not 
entirely to blame 
for the inability of 
Senate Republi- 
cans to expand 
their numbers. He 
says Senate Re- 
publican Leader 
Brian Lees, of East 
Longmeadow, 
made a strategic 
mistake in re- 
sponse to Keat- 
ing’s challenge to 
Bulger. 

“I think he 
[Lees] spent a 
great deal of time 
on the Senate 
floor attacking our 
effort, which mys- 
tifies me to this 
day,” Keating 
says. “There was 
an opportunity 
there for them to 
align themselves as 
change agents.

us was,

Despite Bulger’s unpop@larity in 
statewide polls, the anti- -Bulger referen- 
dum question that the liberal group CP- 
PAX (Citizens for Participation in Political 
Action) placed on the ballot in Tom Birm- 
ingham’s Senate district was defeated on 
Election Day. Birmingham, a strong Bul- 
ger ally, quips, “I can now drop all this 
Edmund Burkian rhetoric and indicate 
that, like him or not, I have a mandate 
from my voters to support the Senate 
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president. I was surprised not only by the 
result, but by the overwhelming plurality: 
23 percent instructed me to vote against 
him, 33 percent instructed me to vote for 
him, and 40 percent blanked it. That’s 73 
percent saying affirmatively that they 
want William M. Bulger to be the presi- 
dent of the Senate.” 

Bulger was feeling his oats on Novem- 
ber 30, when he convened a constitution- 
al convention (or “con-con”) of both leg- 
islative chambers 
to promote one of 
his favorite pro- 
posals — allowing 
public aid to pri- 
vate schools. The 
constitutional 
amendment would 
require the sup- 
port of at least 
101 of the 200 
senators and rep- 
resentatives who 
make up the con- 
con, and then 
would require vot- 
er approval on the 
1996 statewide 
ballot. Bulger has 
repeatedly post- 
poned con-cons 
this year when it 
became clear, each 
time, that he did 
not have the votes. 
(The amendment 
cleared its first 
late 
1992, when a 
lame-duck legisla- 
ture narrowly approved it. But any consti- 
tutional amendment requires approval by 
two consecutive legislatures. The latest 
legislative class has been less receptive to 
Bulger’s amendment.) 

This time, Bulger handed his gavel over 
to retiring Senate Majority Leader Walter 
Boverini (D-Lynn) and took to the floor. 
He made an impassioned speech, decrying 
what he called “the language of bigotry” in 
the state constitution’s prohibition on pub- 
lic dollars going to religious schools. 
“Parochial-school children should not be 
singled out for special attention by the 
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constitution,” Bulger said, attacking the 
Massachusetts Teachers Association 
(MTA), the ACLU, and the Boston Globe 
for their insistence on a clear separation 
between church and state. 

Stating that he did not have the votes 
because legislators had promised the MTA 
they would oppose the amendment, Bulger 
cried, “A promise elicited through misin- 
formation is a promise that can be revisit- 
ed.” He pledged to talk with “each and ev- 
ery member” of the body in the next week, 
and announced he would postpone the 
convention. 

State Representative Byron Rushing (D- 
South End) rose to demand a roll call on 
whether to recess the convention, but he 
was gaveled down by Boverini, who, as a 
lame duck, faces no retribution for the au- 
thoritarian manner in which he cut off de- 
bate. “I was ready to answer the charges 
he made,” Rushing says. 

Asked how he felt about the Bulger- 
Boverini tactic of shutting off debate, MTA 
leader Jack Flanagan replied, “I don’t 
think it was fair, no. I think he overused 
his power as chair.” 

The prospect of Bulger’s meeting with 
every House and Senate member is 
“daunting,” according to Flanagan. Bul- 
ger, at the peak of his power, has the 
ability to offer all kinds of budgetary 
trade-offs to those legislators who re- 
main uncommitted on the issue. Whether 
or not Bulger carries the day, his domi- 
nation of the debate indicates that Bul- 
ger, more than ever, is a force to be 
reckoned with. 

The Weld-Bulger axis clearly has its 
benefits for the governor’s agenda. But 
some think Weld is likely to be increas- 
ingly rolled by Bulger, whose power 
brings to mind the term “shadow gover- 

or.” And because Weld’s political career 
was built on his reputation as a federal 
prosecutor and pro-reform politician, 
Weld’s alliance with Bulger also carries 
big risks. 

“It’s clear that the public is becoming 
aware of the Bulger-Weld alliance,” says 
Bill Keating. “Weld’s had a transforma- 
tion from someone who ran four years 
ago to change the system into clearly be- 
ing part of the system. He wants it both 
ways.” Q

‘Refusal to transfer foreign 


inmates costs Mass. big bucks

ou can almost hear one of 
Rush Limbaugh’s faithful 
callers making the argu- 
ment. 
Look at Massachusetts. 
You've got hundreds of prisoners from other 
countries. Taxpayers are putting up 
$38,000 every year for every one of them. 
That doesn’t include medical costs. If the 
countries they come from say they'll pay to 
put them in their jails and the prisoners 
want to go back, send ’em back! Our pris- 
ons are overflowing. We’re spending mil- 
lions on new ones. Why not save taxpayers 
some money? 

But it’s not cost-minded conservatives 
who are making that point. Instead, it’s 
human-rights advocates who contend 
that Massachusetts’s insistence on keep- 
ing foreign nationals in state prisons — 
even when their native countries are will- 
ing to pay the freight to bring them home 
— is not only financially foolhardy, but 
illegal. 

The US has signed international-trans- 
fer treaties with more than 40 countries 
and territories. Those agreements allow 


foreign inmates who meet certain qualifi- 
cations to serve out their sentences in 
their native countries, provided both 
countries have similar penalties for the 
crimes committed. 

The treaties were drafted in the spirit of 
international cooperation and humanitari- 
anism: many inmates in foreign prisons 
cannot speak the language used by 
guards, administrators, and other prison- 
ers. Many cannot participate in prison 
programs because of language barriers, 
and non-citizens are barred from some 
benefits. Most have little or no contact 
with their families. 

One of the leaders in the fight against 
Massachusetts’s refusal to abide by the let- 
ter and spirit of the transfer treaties is Jack 
Backman, a former state senator from 
Brookline who once chaired a special 
commission that looked into the Depart- 
ment of Correction. An attorney, he’s rep- 
resenting pro bono a Canadian prisoner 
who for four years has sought to be trans- 
ferred back to his country. 

“The foolishness and ill-advised action 
of the Department of Correction is further 
illustrated by the fact that after the state of 
Massachusetts has paid thousands of dol- 
lars to house and feed and maintain the 
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prisoners during their sentences in Massa- 
chusetts, many of the prisoners are then 
deported to their country of origin by the 
attorney general of the United States,” 
Backman says. 

Despite such arguments, the Massachu- 
setts Department of Correction has, over 
the last several years, fought against in- 
ternational transfers, claiming that foreign 
inmates might get off more easily if they’re 
moved to another country. And despite a 
swelling prison population — Governor 
Weld is now proposing a $591 million 
prison-expansion project — the state has 
never granted a transfer request. 

“Our bottom line, our primary interest 
is public safety,” says Department of Cor- 
rection spokesman Tony Carnevale. “We 
have been charged with the care and cus- 
tody of these inmates. We know their be- 
havior. We’re aware of their institutional 
adjustment. And at this point we can best 
judge what kind of risk they are to the 
community, to the public.” 

Last week, the Weld administration 
sparked even more criticism when it held a 
public hearing on its proposed first-ever 
regulations for international transfers. Op- 
ponents of the regulations say they do little 
more than formalize an unwritten, punish- 
ment-oriented policy already carried out 
by the state. 

Backman, Canadian officials, and other 
advocates say they’re especially outraged 
because Massachusetts is overstepping its 
legal authority. Specifically, they believe 
Massachusetts is adding conditions to in- 
ternational treaties, which the US Consti- 
tution declares “the supreme law of the 
land and binding upon states.” 


Year-long investigation 

For the past two years the Paris-based 
International Federation of Human 
Rights has been pressing Massachusetts 
officials to abide by the treaties — partic- 
ularly a bilateral treaty with Canada 
known as the Transfer of Offenders 
Treaty. The organization is pressuring 
Massachusetts to do with five Canadian 
inmates what most other US states have 
done with hundreds of other Canadian 
nationals over the past several years: hon- 
or the treaty and allow them to serve out 
their sentences in Canada.

But after a year-long investigation, 
which included numerous meetings with 
Weld-administration officials, the human- 
rights organization wrote in a 1993 re- 
port: “We are forced to conclude that the 
state’s whole approach to the issue of in- 
ternational transfers fails entirely to take 
into account the UN norms.” The group 
was referring to the United Nations’s 
1985 Model Agreement on the Transfer 
of Foreign Prisoners, which was written 
as a guideline to countries drafting pris- 
oner-transfer treaties. 

In the past several years, only six prison- | 
ers out of about 500 foreign inmates in the 
state’s correction system have applied for 
transfer to their home countries. All were 
Canadian. Four were rejected, and two are 
still being evaluated, Carnevale says. 

The department’s past unwillingness to 
inform foreign prisoners of their right to 
transfer — let alone provide them with an 
application form — accounts for the low 
number of transfer requests, critics say. 
Indeed, Manuel Calcagno, president of the 
300-member Hispanic Rights Committee, 
which operates out of Norfolk State 
Prison, was unaware until recently that 
such treaties existed. 

Carnevale acknowledges that the De- 
partment of Correction has had no clear 
procedure for informing prisoners and 
processing their transfer requests. “In 
the past, the formal review process basi- 
cally didn’t exist,” he says. “We’re look- 
ing to put that in place to finalize and 
formalize it.” 

In a similar vein, the Hispanic Rights 
Committee is calling upon the state to 
develop, with the US Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, a system to al- 
low illegal aliens who are not incarcer- 
ated for violent crimes to be deported 
before — not after — their sentences 
are finished. ‘ 

Even if only half of the 500 legal and 
illegal foreign nationals want to serve 
out their sentences in their native coun- 
tries, advocates estimate that state tax- 
payers would save more than $1 million 
annually. 

“Let’s stop wasting these people’s mil- 
lions, and let’s get their flight or boat trip 
scheduled,” Calcagno wrote in a recent 
letter to state and federal officials.

‘Confuse, nullify, and stonewall’ 


On the surface, the proposed state 
regulations — which prison officials 
say were prompted by pressure from 
human-rights activists — appear to be 
an improvement. Corrections staff 
would be trained to handle transfer re- 
quests; new foreign prisoners would 
be notified of the possibility that they 
could return to their home countries; 
prisoners would be provided with a 
new, shorter application form and 
would be informed of the factors used 
in assessing an inmate’s qualifications; 
and a review would be scheduled with- 
in 30 days of a prisoner’s turning in a 
completed application. 

But prisoner advocates contend that 
hidden in the regulations are provi- 
sions that would merely formalize the 
excessively punitive, if not unconstitu- 
tional, policies the state has carried 
out over the last several years. 

“The present regulations being 
proposed by the Department of Cor- 
rection are a further action to con- 
fuse, nullify, and stonewall the laws 
and treaties of the United States,” 
Backman says. 

The treaties say that inmates must 
get approval from the state in which 
they are jailed, the US Department of 
Justice, and the country to which they 
wish to be transferred. Like more 
than 30 other states, Massachusetts 
has so-called enabling legislation that 
facilitates the international-transfer 
treaties (some of the states without 
such legislation rely on the language 
of the treaties). The Massachusetts 
legislation, enacted in 1985, allows 
the correction commissioner to trans- 
fer prisoners to their native countries 
with the prisoners’ consent and the gov- 
ernor’s approval. 

But advocates argue that a provision in 
the proposed regulations grants the De- 
partment of Correction undue authority 
to rule whether a prisoner is “fit to be 
transferred.” In effect, the regulations 
would give the state correction commis- 
sioner veto power over an inmate’s appli- 
cation before it even reached the gover- 
nor. If the commissioner decided to deny 
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a transfer, an inmate’s application would 
be thwarted. 

The Department of Correction and the 
governor are engaging in blatant “power- 
grabbing,” says Backman. “There is no 
provision in the treaty that says that the 
state has the right to classify a prisoner as 
non-transferable.” That power, he adds, 
rests solely with the US attorney general. 

The US Department of Justice, howev- 
er, does not agree with Backman’s inter- 
pretation. Acting Assistant Attorney Gen- 
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UNCONSTITUTIONAL? Prisoner advocates say the state’s transfer policy for foreign criminals is exces- 
sively punitive — and costly. 


eral John Keeney wrote in July 1993 that 
“states have a right to veto any proposed 


-prisoner transfer. Further, the states have 


been granted the discretion to evaluate 
potential transfers on a case-by-case ba- 
sis.” Keeney did not address Backman’s 
contention that Massachusetts has violat- 
ed treaty provisions by giving veto au- 
thority to its correction commissioner. 
Ultimately, those questions would have to 
be decided by a judge — and Backman 
says the cost of bringing such a case 
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would be formidable. 
In numerous meetings with representa- 


tives from the International Federation of 


Human Rights, Weld-administration offi- 
cials have made their position clear: if a 
foreign national is to be even considered 
for international transfer, he must be a 
likely candidate for parole approval — a 
harsh criterion in today’s lock-’em-up 
political environment. Furthermore, they 
argue, transfer should not result in a pris-

oner’s being released any earlier than his Massachusetts- 
imposed sentence would allow. 


Rehabilitation versus punishment 

At the heart of the controversy is a philosophical differ- 
ence on issues of crime and punishment. Canadian officials, 
for instance, still believe that rehabilitation is the aim of im- 
prisonment, and are not averse to releasing a prisoner early 
if they believe that goal has been met. Weld and Massachu- 
setts Correction Commissioner Larry duBois have both said 
that punishment is the primary goal of incarceration. 

Perhaps no one has felt the impact of this ideological 
clash more than Jean Marie Gagnon, who has been trying 
to get transferred to his native Canada for four years. 

Gagnon was convicted in 1978 for his role in a Spring- 
field bank robbery. He, along with the other robbers, was 
also convicted of attempted murder: a police officer was 
injured in a traffic accident 
during the robbery. 

In 1985, Gagnon escaped 
from an unmarked US mar- 
shal’s car and was at large for 
more than three years. And 
it’s what he did while a fugi- 
tive, his supporters say, that 
shows how little threat he 
poses to public safety. 

After his escape, Gagnon 
met a retired vice-president

of General Motors, who had suffered a stroke. The man 


and his wife hired Gagnon as a therapist from 1985 | 
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through 1989. Neither knew he was wanted by the federal 


government. 

A few years ago, after Gagnon was captured, the man 
wrote a letter to Weld urging the governor to approve 
Gagnon’s transfer. It said in part: 


Jean was my companion, aide and friend. . . . [W]e 
have total belief in his character, his integrity and his 
responsible attitude. . .. We have endeavored to help a 
man who showed incredible responsibility and commit- 
ment during the time he was with us, lived in our 
home, protected our interests and property at all times. 
Jean Marie was instrumental in helping me to walk 
again. .. . Jean saved a young girl’s life by stopping her 
from an overdose of drugs. . . . Jean proved to not only 
be a dependable employee, but a mature and compas- 
sionate man. 


The federal judge who determined Gagnon’s sentence 
agreed that Gagnon was rehabilitated and sentenced him 
only to the time he had already served while waiting to be 
tried for his escape. The judge also suggested that Massa- 
chusetts reconsider Gagnon’s 25-to-35-year sentence. 

Since Gagnon’s return to the Massachusetts prison sys- 
tem, the Weld administration has received more than 1000 
letters on his behalf — from state representatives to Cardinal 
Bernard Law and Mother Teresa. Still, despite having ac- 
knowledged to officials from the International Federation of 
Human Rights that Gagnon appears to be rehabilitated, the 
Weld administration has refused even to forward Gagnon’s 
request to the Canadian government — which has given ev- 
ery indication that it would accept Gagnon’s transfer. 

“In the case of the applications we rejected,” Carnevale 
says, “one just needs to look at the crimes committed and 
the subsequent incarceration histories to know that, at least 
at this time, the rejection is appropriate. We’re dealing with 
some fairly notorious characters.” 

Gagnon is eligible for parole in 1997; if given previously 
earned good time, he would eligible in 1996. At that point, 
the early-release benefits of transferring to Canada would 
be negligible, says his wife, Helen. 

“It would appear that the only way the treaty is being 
used is as a vehicle to withhold transfers,” she says. “It 
doesn’t make sense to me that the Department of Correc- 
tion would not send someone back to a country that has 
less recidivism and violence than the US. It doesn’t make 
sense to me that the taxpayers of Massachusetts would 
want to pay for someone to stay here when Canada can de- 
cide whether or not the public safety is at risk.”

wo years ago I was diagnosed with hepatitis-C. Being in a union, I had good health insurance — 


which was unfortunate, because this only made me eligible to be experimented on by Western science 


with a hellish drug called interferon. 


After six months of abject torture, it became clear that the drug was doing no good. Its main side effect, the 
complete loss of the will to live, was becoming a bit of an impediment. I stopped the treatments and decided 
to seek alternative therapy. 

In January of this year a wonderful herbal healer from Cleveland told me that for all intents and purposes | 
had the Reagan and Bush administrations in my liver, and that I would probably feel much better if we dis- 
lodged them. She explained to me that the liver is where all anger and outrage end up. (She’s right. The mere 
thought of former Reagan State Department thug Elliott Abrams sends a missile of pain through my poor over- 


worked vital organ.) She told me to let go of politics for a year or so, and then we could see how I was feeling. 


After two decades of political satire and activism, taking a 
breather seemed appropriate. So I decided to leave for a year to 
catch up on my reading and work on my writing. I wished good luck 
to everybody and asked to be informed just as soon as we got na- 
tional health care. (I figured it might come in handy if this hippie 
stuff didn’t pan out.) With that, I headed out to watch baseball. 

For months I just kept to myself and a very few friends. Spring 
arrived, and I listened to the Yankees every night on WABC. Aside 
from the plugs for a bunch of right-wing talk shows between in- 
nings, I remained free of the fray. 

After a summer of carrot juice and herbs, the phone calls from 
back East started.

At least Oliver North 
established that just a 
shade more Virginians 
disapprove of treason than 
disapprove of adultery. 

Ted Kennedy came back 

to defeat Mitt “Some As- 
sembly Required” Rom- 

ney. And finally, Michael 
Huffington, the only per- 

son I have ever seen with 
more-vacant eyes than 

Dan Quayle, was defeated 

by Dianne Feinstein in 
California. Huffington 

and his wife, the lovely Ar- 
ianna, pumped $28 mil- 

lion of their own funds into his campaign. But it’s only fair to add 
that a lot of that money probably went toward raising the more 
than $1.5 million that poured in from grassroots supporters. When 
last seen, Huffington was blathering about a recount because of al- 
legations that many of Feinstein’s votes came from undocumented 
aliens. If that was the case, a hearty muy bien campaneros — and 
why not? Most of the illegal aliens have resided in California a hell 
of a lot longer than Huffington has. 

Okay, that completes the highlights.

Since the electoral carnage, I find myself watching C-SPAN as if I 
were peering into a security video camera in a high-crime area. This 
election has so emboldened the reactionaries that they are actually telling 
us in no uncertain terms what they are up to. And what they are about. 

For starters, they are ungracious in defeat, ungracious in victory. 
Witness Oliver North (there’s something familiar about that 
phrase) and Newt Gingrich. As a loser, North did not have the 
good grace to congratulate his opponent. As a winner, Gingrich at- 
tacked the Clintons as “counterculture McGoverniks.” In that one 
little blast, Newt revealed volumes. 

Two days after he won the biggest victory of his political career, 
he chose to red-bait the president of the United States by tying him 
to George McGovern! The first Republican Speaker of the House 
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in 40 years, and what’s at the top of his agenda? Head right back 
40 years to McCarthyism. What’s crucial here is the melding of 
McGovern with Bolsheviks (“McGoverniks”) — because Newt is 
tipping his hand. He wants and fully expects to destroy liberalism 
the way Senator Joseph McCarthy destroyed the left. 

There is a myth in this country that McCarthyism was buried 
with the senator’s alcohol-addled carcass. But it is just not true. 
McCarthyism fueled the Cold War and, as a result, the arms race. 
Ironically, it also caused the biggest, most exorbitantly funded so- 
cialist program in history. It is called the Pentagon. 

McCarthyism did irreparable damage to the country because it 
told an entire school of intellectually viable thought, You are unwel- 
come here. Keep out. Mention socialism and it’s to the margins with 
you. Banished from the debate because some right-wing, thought- 
controlling hate-monger said so. And the country has lost much as 
a result. National health care immediately jumps to mind. 

So now we stand to lose what liberals bring to the table. Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children; the idea that people who behave 
anti-socially may be rehabilitated; worker safety; product liability; 
living wages; unemployment benefits; public education; sane envi- 
ronmental standards: none of it is safe once “liberal” becomes an 
indelibly pejorative word. 

The Republicans’ Contract with America sets out to hasten that 
process. And they have 
assembled the team to 
do it. It will be known as 
the 104th Congress. 
Thirty-three of the 74 
new Republican House 
members are those 
clones from the ads. I 
found out what spawned 
them: Newt Gingrich 
raised millions for 
GOPAC, a political-ac- 
tion committee that he 
runs. With GOPAC 
funds, Gingrich recruit- 
ed and trained dozens of 
Republican candidates. 
The training includes a 
series of videos starring 
Newt, who explains the 
simple principles of lib- 
eral-baiting and charac- 
ter assassination. Come 
January, when everyone 
is shocked at how 
gracefully Gingrich has 
made the transformation 
from back-bench bomb- 
thrower to diplomatic 
Speaker of the House, 
remember that he has 
33 beholden sycophants 
ready to be just as in- 
cendiary as their beloved 
leader requires them to 
be. I don’t expect they’ll 
risk too many lectures 
on decorum from the 
Speaker’s chair. (The 
spell-check on my com- 
puter always wants to 
change “Gingrich” to 
“jingoish.” Talk about 
artificial intelligence.) 

I have been criticized 
many times for likening 
right-wingers in this 
country to fascists. Peo- 
ple have told me they 
thought it excessive. At 
times perhaps it was. 
But in the days since 
this election, it is obvious that fascist is a word that can be applied 
without inviting hyperbole.

Particularly with regard to Senator Jesse Helms, the morality 
fetishist from North Carolina. I believe he was absolutely sincere when 
he followed up statements that Bill Clinton wasn’t “fit to be comman- 
der-in-chief” by suggesting that the president “better bring a body- 
guard” if he visits any North Carolina military bases. I'll take it a step 
further: I think Helms would like nothing better than a coup d'état. 

When Helms isn’t busy sniffing toilet seats at the National En- 
dowment for the Arts, he can generally be found furthering the 
cause of any number of authoritarian despots. Although this may 
injure the feelings of a few members of El Salvador’s Arena Party, 
Helms’s all-time favorite totalitarian has to be General Augusto

Many more were exiled. Pinochet’s ter- 
rorism spread to the United States with 
the Washington car-bomb assassination 
of Chile’s last legitimate envoy to the US, 
Ambassador Orlando Letelier. 

Helms is tight with Pinochet, and went 
down fighting when the US finally pulled 
the plug on him in 1990. As the ranking 
Republican on the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, Jesse was promoting 





Pinochet’s deepest political conviction: 
“Democracy is the breeding ground of 
communism.” Helms truly believes in that 
| philosophy. He does not believe in 
democracy if it results in people doing 
something he disagrees with. That’s why 
he digs censorship and dictatorships. 
That’s why we’d better pay attention 
when he intimates the president is unsafe 
while visiting US military installations. 
Helms is a fascist, and he means it. 

It’s really too bad that the very first plank 
of the Contract with America isn’t in effect 
already. It would “require all laws that ap- 
ply to the rest of the country [to] also apply 
equally to the Congress.” If that were the 
case, Jesse Helms would not be readying 
himself to become the chairman of Senate 
Foreign Relations. No, he’d be sitting in 
jail somewhere deciding on whether to 
| waive his right to a speedy trial. Make book 
| that they would never set bond once his 

background check was completed. 

Helms’s soul mate in the Senate is 
Senator Phil Gramm, of Texas, a 1996 
presidential hopeful. The day after the 
election, I caught a snippet of an inter- 
view with Gramm in which he was ex- 
plaining that the Republicans’ top priority 
was crime. His answer to crime? Prisons. 
Tough ones. Gramm said we should grab 
criminals “by the throat” and put them 
away.

fairly short distance in reverse, and wom- 
en won’t even be able to vote.

George Bush had a 90 percent-plus ap- 
proval rating during the Gulf War, and was 
out in the political dumpster two years later. 
If there were a way for people to vote with 
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their cable remotes, nobody would stay in 
office long enough to draw a paycheck. 

We impulse-buy at the polls. “Let’s try 
that. A Republican governor of New 
York. I saw him on TV. He’s for change.” 
So out goes Mario Cuomo, who did a 
pretty good job running a huge state for 
12 years. Ten of them were during Rea- 
gan’s and Bush’s filleting of social pro- 
grams. Cuomo’s state government scram- 
bled to pick up the slack. The voters re- 
paid his efforts by replacing him with 
George Pataki, a lint-headed state sena- 
tor who was hand-picked by Alfonse 
“Your Check Has Cleared and the Sena- 
tor Will See You” D’Amato. I estimate a 
loss of at least 80 IQ points in the gover- 
nor’s mansion in Albany. It would be nice 
to see Mario take a little time off, become 
commissioner of baseball for a while, re- 
turn to politics in 1998, and even the 
score by displacing D’Amato in the US 
Senate. 

The government hasn’t worked in a long 
time. People are frustrated, and they’ll take 
it out on anybody they can. But their choice 
is too limited, which is why nary a decade 
passes when the voters don’t “destroy” one 
of the two major parties. But they go right 
back to them because there are only two 
games in town. And Perot doesn’t count. 
He actually narrows the choice. Ain’t never 
been a revolution worth a damn. that was 
started by a billionaire. Ifn ole Ross don’t 
like that, he can take it out "hind the shed 
and hump it for all I care. 

So the only way to change things is to 
keep moving the stakes, to the right or 
left. Lately, the stakes have been moved 
so far to the right that Bob Dole is re- 
ferred to as a centrist and Jack Kemp as a 
moderate. Some things defy satire. Un- 
less we hang very tough right now, we 
may lose our political equilibrium forever. 

So what I suggest is that we send back 
our Contract with America unsigned. 
Play out our options, become free agents 
in 96, and sign with expansion teams. 
And if they push us much farther, we just 
start a new league. 

We can begin the process by develop- 
ing new political parties and initiating 
plenty of independent candidacies. What 
offices should be gone after first? Newt 
has shown us the way. The House of 
Representatives is up for election every 
two years. Hell, Sonny Bono got elected 
to it. Congressman Sonny Bono? It can’t 
be that tough. All that’s required is a seri- 
ous grassroots effort in each congression- 
al district. We'll be outfinanced, so we 
must not be outhustled. If all goes well, 
the next Speaker of the House will be 
Bernie Sanders, the independent socialist 
from Vermont. At the very least, we’ll 
spend the next couple of years working 
toward something positive and optimistic. 

It sure beats listening to Republicans 
and Democrats exchange recriminations. 
That stuff will kill you. Q

athan Goodman's 

truck was only 11 

and a half feet from

Neither the railroad 
company nor the train’s 
engineer had any responsi- 
bility to warn oncoming drivers, 
Holmes wrote. Rather, the burden of 
safety depended entirely on the driver 
— who, after all, “knows that he 
must stop for the train, not the train 
stop for him.” Therefore, Holmes 
concluded, any driver approaching 
railroad tracks must stop his car, get 
out, and make certain no train is com- 
ing before he can go on his way. 
It isn’t often that it can be said that 
a unanimous Supreme Court got 
| something 100 percent wrong, espe- 
| cially when the driving force behind 
the error was one of the greatest legal 
| minds in this country’s history. How

Judge not 


The five dumbest decisions 
of the US Supreme Court 


could Holmes have been so backward 
and blind? It probably had something 
to do with the fact that the good Jus- 
tice had never sat behind the wheel of 
a car. The plight of Goodman, a pro- 
fessional truck driver, could not have 
been more alien. 

Holmes’s decision was overturned 
seven years later. Nonetheless, it pro- 
vides a textbook example of how 
smart justices can come up with 
dizzyingly dumb decisions. Take 
Bradwell v. Illinois, in 1873, when the 
Court ruled that the State of Illinois 
could bar women from becoming 
lawyers because, it reasoned, God 
made women inherently inferior; or 
Dennis v. United States, in 1950, in

which Smith Act prosecutions of 
Communist party leaders were justi- 
fied on the basis that the mere advo- 
cacy of Communist doctrine was a 
crime. And then, of course, there are 
the truly infamous: Dred Scott v. San- 
ford, in which in the process of re- 
turning a freed slave to his owner the 
Court affirmed that slaves were in fact 
property; and Plessy v. Ferguson, 
which in 1896 affirmed segregation 
and facilitated Jim Crow’s hold on the 
South for another two generations. 
Even though these decisions have 
been overturned, the Court justices 
over the past 30 years have come up 
with some decisions worthy of their, 


to be kind, less-than-perfect predeces- 
sors. Here are a few inane decisions 
that are the law of the land and shape 
— for the worse — the way we live 
today. 


Bowers v. Hardwick, 1986 

Until the last minute, Justice Lewis 
Powell wasn’t sure. on which side he 
would vote. The case before the Court 
would decide whether Georgia’s 
statute outlawing sodomy between 
consenting adults was unconstitution- 
al. As the justices debated the case in | 
conference, their opinions began to 
polarize and harden: Justices Burger, 
White, Rehnquist, and O’Connor 
found for Georgia, while Justices | 
Marshall, Blackmun, Stevens, and 
Brennan voted to strike down the law. 
The vote was four to four. Powell, at- 
tempting to reconcile his respect for 
the right to privacy with an instinctive 
disgust toward homosexuality, sat di- 
vided in his own mind. 

Bowers v. Hardwick had begun 
rather innocently in the summer of 
1982, when Michael Hardwick was 


. cited for carrying an open beer bottle | 


in public. Hardwick paid the fine, but 
it had not been processed before a po- 
lice officer was sent to Hardwick’s At- 
lanta home one morning to serve him 
a warrant. A friend of Hardwick’s let 
the officer in and pointed him toward 
Hardwick’s bedroom. When the offi- 
cer opened the door, he saw Hard- | 
wick engaged in oral sex with another 
man. The officer arrested both men 
on the charge of sodomy, a prohibi- | 
tion not enforced since 1935. 
Hardwick’s attorney argued that the 
case presented a right-to-privacy issue: 
that the choice of whom to have sex | 
with was beyond the state’s jurisdic- | 
tion. Georgia Attorney General | 
Michael Bowers (he still holds the posi- _, 
tion) countered that the right to priva- | 
cy is not guaranteed in the Consti- 
tution and that the Supreme 
Court would be inventing 
a right (as many ar- 
gued it did in Roe v. | 
Wade) by assert- | 
ing a constitu- 
tional right | 


to homo- | 
sexual sex. 
Powell, who 
tried desperately 
to find some middle 
ground, first voted 
against the Georgia law, 
but eventually added his 
name to the majority opinion 
written by Byron White. 

White’s opinion is a paradigm of 
bluster and bigotry. It argued that ho- 
mosexuality was a historical taboo, 
and that its inherent immorality made 
it vulnerable to the state’s prohibition. 
Burger’s concurring opinion was even 
more strident: anti-sodomy laws have 
“ancient roots,” he wrote, in the Bible 
and the Roman Empire (both of 
which, he must have known, also con- 
doned slavery and burning witches). 
Referring to Blackstone’s commentary 
on English law, he described homo- 
sexuality as “ ‘the infamous crime 
against nature’. . . an offense of | 
‘deeper malignity’ than rape, a | 
heinous act ‘the very mention of |

which is a disgrace to human nature.’ ” He 
concluded that to protect sodomy “would 
be to cast aside millennia of moral teach- 
ing.” 

It is a sad postscript to Bowers that 
Powell admitted after his retirement from 
the Court in 1987 that he had been wrong. 
During a 1990 appearance at New York 
University Law School, a student asked 
Powell to justify his vote on the case. Al- 
most dismissively, he said, “I think I proba- 
bly made a mistake in that one.” 


Buckley v. Valeo, 1976 

The commune in George Orwell’s Ani- 
mal Farm is founded on one command- 
ment: “All animals are created equal.” But 
the pigs, who fancy themselves the ruling 
species, tack on an amendment: “But some 





| animals are more equal than others.” 


As do the animals in Orwell’s classic, ev- 
ery American citizen has the freedom of 


| speech. But some pigs, Ross Perot and 


Michael Huffington among them, have a 
little more freedom than the rest of us. 

Or at least that was what the Court con- 
cluded in Buckley v. Valeo, the decision 
that ruled unconstitutional any limit on the 
amount of money a federal candidate could 
spend on his campaign, on the ground that 
a limit would abridge the candidate’s right 
to free speech. 

In 1974, Congress passed a set of 
amendments to the Federal Election Cam- 
paign Act that placed spending limits on 
federal candidates. An unlikely assortment 
of politicians and civil libertarians, includ- 
ing New York Republican Senator James 
Buckley, presidential candidate Eugene 
McCarthy, and the New York Civil Liber- 
ties Union, filed suit against the new law, 
saying it restricted their political speech be- 
cause “virtually all meaningful political 
communications in the modern setting in- 
volve the expenditure of money.” 

A US Court of Appeals upheld the law, 
arguing that the country had a responsibili- 
ty to limit the political power of the 
wealthy. “It would be strange indeed,” 
wrote Judge J. Skelly Wright, “if. . . the 
wealthy few could claim a constitutional 
guarantee to a stronger political voice than 
the unwealthy many... ” 

But the Brethren didn’t find it strange at 
all. The Court ruled that limiting a candi- 
date’s spending “reduces the quantity of 
expression by restricting the number of is- 
sues discussed, the depth of their explo- 
ration, and the size of the audience 


| reached.” In short, money is equivalent to 
| speech, and is therefore inviolable. 


But if money is speech, then limits on 
political contributions should also be un- 
constitutional. Even bribery must be al- 
lowed. “I should be able to give money. in

| Jamin Raskin. “I’m only speaking. And if 
| someone else can offer more money, he’s 


just speaking more eloquently.” 
The undemocratic effect of the Court’s 


| ruling has never been more apparent than 


it is today. Huffington, the California mul- 
timillionaire who spent $5.4 million of his 
own fortune to win a seat in the House of 
Representatives in 1992, shelled out a 
record $28 million in his narrow loss to 
Senator Dianne Feinstein this year. That 
dwarfs the previous record of $17.7 mil- 
lion, held by Jesse Helms, who needed ev- 
ery penny to ward off challenger Harvey 
Gantt in 1990, 

According to the Center for Responsive 
Politics, candidates in 1992 who outspent 
their opponents won more than 85 percent 
of the time. It’s no wonder that campaign 
spending is snowballing. As one candidate 
spends more, his or her opponent is in turn 
forced to cozy up to PACs and wealthy po- 
litical patrons. The price of participating in 
politics climbs ever higher. The deafening 
sound you hear is not the free exchange of 
political ideas, but the trampling of the 
democratic process. Oink. 


Massiah v. United States, 1964 

Herald “High” Price Fahringer likes this 
decision a lot. 

“A man has been indicted, and the gov- 
ernment takes a confederate and induces 
him to go to this man and take [self-in- 
criminating] statements. That, in its na- 
ture, is very shocking, ” he says. 

It’s no wonder he feels the way he does. 
Fahringer is a mob lawyer, and one of the 
best. He has probably handled more ap- 
peals on behalf of mobsters than any other 
lawyer in New York City, if not the entire

helped him do his job on a number of oc- 
casions. 

In 1958, Winston Massiah, along with 
several co-defendants, was arrested, read 
his rights, arraigned, and indicted on 
charges related to the smuggling of three 
and a half pounds of cocaine into the Unit- 
ed States. Massiah pleaded not guilty and | 
was freed on bail. 

Shortly afterward, Massiah was dis- 
cussing the case in the car of one of his co- 
defendants, Jesse Colson. During the con- 
versation, Massiah made statements indi- 
cating that he was in fact guilty. Massiah 
did not know, however, that Colson was 
cooperating with the prosecutors and had 
his car bugged. 

Massiah was convicted, but his lawyers 
appealed on the ground that the bug repre- 
sented a violation of the defendant’s right 
to counsel. The initial conviction was af- 
firmed by an appellate court, but Massiah 
found a more receptive welcome from the 
Supreme Court. In a six-to-three decision 
written by Justice Potter Stewart, the Court 
held that federal agents violated Massiah’s 
Fifth Amendment right not to incriminate 
himself, and his Sixth Amendment right to 
counsel. 

Sound crazy? It was, but consider the 
context. At the time Massiah was being 
considered, the Warren Court was still rid- 
ing the crest of the two most important 
right-to-counsel decisions of the century, 
Spano v. New York, in 1958, and Gideon v. 
Wainwright, in 1962. In Spano, the Court 
reversed a murder conviction that was 
based on a confession obtained after eight | 
hours of intense police interrogation. 
Gideon, immortalized by Anthony Lewis in 
his book Gideon’s Trumpet, involved a 
crook who had broken into a pool hall. The 
judge in the case denied Clarence Gideon’s 
requests for an attorney, forcing the nearly 
illiterate man to defend himself. Gideon 
was convicted, but the decision was over- 
turned after he appealed to the Court in a 
handwritten note describing his situation. 

The two precedents are used as the 
foundation of Stewart’s decision in Massi- 
ah, but you’d be hard-pressed to find simi- 
larities among the cases. First, Massiah 
was never denied counsel. At the time of 
the “interrogation” (as Stewart pit Ty, 
Massiah had every opportunity to have his ; 
attorney with him; he simply chose not to. 

The claims that Massiah should have 
been protected under the Fifth Amendment 
are equally absurd. The Fifth Amendment 
states that a person cannot be compelled to 
make self-incriminating statements. But | 
federal agents didn’t compel Massiah to 
make them. They just made sure they were | 
there when he did. 

The rights of the accused are in place to 
protect the defendant from being railroad- 
ed by overzealous or corrupt police and 
prosecutors. The Warren Court, however, | 
used these rights to handcuff police and | 
prosecutors to the point where a criminal 
can reasonably expect never to see the in- 
side-of a prison cell. 


DeShaney v. Winnebago County, 1989 


When the Wisconsin social worker as- 
signed to the case of Joshua DeShaney 
heard he was in a life-threatening coma, 
she said, “I just knew the phone would ring 
some day and Joshua would be dead.” 

Anybody who knew about Joshua’s fa- 
ther’s repeated and vicious beatings of the 
four-year-old could have come to the same 
conclusion. But during the two years when 
the caseworker had solid evidence of child 
abuse, she did nothing to stop it. 

In January 1992, Randy DeShaney’s 
second ex-wife (Joshua’s stepmother) re- 
ported to the police that her ex-husband 
beat the boy regularly. The report was re- 
ferred to the Wisconsin Department of So- 
cial Services, which handles all accusations 
of child abuse. Mr. DeShaney denied abus- 
ing his son, and no action was taken. One 
year later, Joshua was again admitted to a 
hospital with suspicious bruises and abra- 
sions. This time, the hospital delayed re- 
turning Joshua to the custody of his father 
and convened a panel of experts to consid- 
er the immediate danger to Joshua. They 
decided that there was not enough evi- 
dence to take Joshua away from his father, 
and returned the boy to his custody. 

A month later, after Joshua was again 
admitted to a hospital, the caseworker be- 
gan to make regular calls on the DeShaney 
household. She noted on several occasions 
bruises, abrasions, and injuries that would 
indicate child abuse. ThatsNovember, 
Joshua was again admitted to & hospital, 
again inspected by the caseworker, and 
again returned to his father’s custody:Five 
months later, the caseworker received the | 
call she had been expecting all along.

Joshua was not dead, just comatose. (His 
brain damage was so severe that he is ex- 
pected to spend the rest of his life in a 
home for the severely mentally retarded.) 
Joshua’s mother took the case to court 
on behalf of her son, claiming that the Wis- 
consin DSS was responsible for damages. 
She lost the case in a US District Court, 
appealed, and lost again. She finally ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, where she 
lost one last time. Wrote Chief Justice 
Rehnquist: “[NJothing in the language of 
the Due Process Clause itself requires the 
State to protect the life, liberty, and prop- 
erty of its citizens against invasion by pri- 
vate actors.” 


worker, did indeed have a responsibility to 
remove Joshua from his father’s custody. 
In Wisconsin, all reports of possible child 
abuse are supposed to be directed to the 
DSS caseworker. Even when Randy De- 
Shaney’s second wife reported to the police 
that her husband was abusing Joshua, the 
police, rather than arresting Randy, called 
the DSS. In cases of child abuse, then, the 
DSS assumes the role held by a police de- 
partment, with the same responsibilities to 
protect those under its jurisdiction. 

As Justice Brennan’s dissent, joined by 
Marshall and Blackmun, points out, “when 
a State has — ‘by word and by deed’... 
— announced an intention to protect a 
certain class of citizens and has before it 
facts that would trigger protection under 
the applicable state law, the Constitution 
imposes upon the State an affirmative duty 
| of protection” — a duty the DSS did not 

fulfill.

| Rehnquist’s decision has built a nearly 
| insurmountable barrier to suing govern- 
| 


ment officials for negligence. According to 
the logic in his decision, police officers are 
not required to stop crimes, nor are fire- 
men responsible for fighting fires. De- 
Shaney makes the government virtually un- 
accountable for its mistakes. Justice Black- 
mun, in a separate dissent, exclaimed 
“Poor Joshua!” He very well could have in- 
cluded the rest of us as well.

The facts of the cases are 
simple. In the first, Richard Elrod, a 
Democrat, replaced Joseph Woods, a Re- 
publican, as sheriff of Cook County, Illi- 
nois. As usual, the new sheriff fired his pre- 
decessor’s political appointees and replaced 
them with his own. In Branti, there was a 
similar scenario: the Rockland County 
(New York) public defender, Peter Branti, 
a Democrat, refused to reappoint assistant 
public defenders Aaron Finkel and Alan 
Tabakman, appointees of Branti’s Republi- 
can predecessor. In each case, the Republi- 
can appointees filed suit, claiming that fir- 
ing them solely on the grounds of their 
party affiliation violated their First Amend- 
ment rights. 

In Elrod, the Court ruled that “non-poli- 
cymaking, non-confidential” employees 
could not be fired for their party affiliation. 
In Branti, the Court went even further, rul- 
ing that even a policymaker could be ex-

ployees, the 
justices — pa-

selves — basically granted 
these political appointees life terms. In other 
words, the Court was giving the patronage 
employees the same deal it has itself: get a 
job through politics, and then have it forever 
insulated from a turn of the political wheel. 
But there’s a reason the framers of the 
Constitution gave the High Court lifetime 
tenure while leaving patronage in place. It’s 
because a limited patronage system is nec- 
essary to the two-party political system. 
Patronage actually increases democracy in 
a given political system by allowing elected 
officials a freer hand in choosing their staff. 
Every newly elected official has an idea 
of what government should look like and 
how it should work. How is that official to 
realize his vision if he is saddled with peo- 
ple hired by an administration that held a 
distinctly different view of government? 
The patronage system offers elected offi- 
cials the chance to fully implement their 


plans for government by hiring subordi- 
nates who have the same political goals. 
When most people think of patronage hir- 
ings, they envision a mayor giving a secre- 
tarial job to his mistress, in spite of the fact 
that she can’t type. But there’s no reason 
that the same skill standards that are in 
place in the civil service can’t apply to pa- 
tronage hirings as well. Agreement on poli- 
tics can come in addition to, not instead of, 
professional skill. 

To be sure, a government of unregulated 
patronage would never get anything done: 
every position would be newly filled every 
four years. Some apolitical civil servants 
are vital to efficient government for the 
sake of continuity, and a balance between 
the two must be maintained. 

Why could the Court see only the evils of 
patronage, and not its benefits? Mickey 
Kaus noted in a 1980 Washington Monthly 
article on Branti that Supreme Court jus- 
tices tend to be what Oliver Wendell 
Holmes called Jobbists. Jobbists believe 
that a person can check his beliefs at the 
door of his office, and pick them up again 
on his way home. (Lawyers are the ulti- 
mate Jobbists, because their fundamental 
duty is to protect the interests of their 
client, no matter what.) 

Enforcing that view, the Court has 
staunchly upheld the Hatch Act, which 
prohibits political activity on the part of 
government workers. One’s political beliefs 
are reduced to the importance of, say, 
one’s taste in literature: personally signifi- 
cant, but professionally irrelevant. 

This leaves a bureaucracy full of workers 
with no incentive but personal advancement 
— and the notion that these people will work 
with as much determination as someone 
committed to a greater purpose is wrong. 

In his dissent to Elrod, Powell acknowl- 
edged the theoretical attractiveness of ban- 
ning political patronage, yet cautioned his 
colleagues against taking theory where it 
clearly does not belong: “[W]e deal here 
with a highly practical and rather funda- 
mental element of our political system, not 
the theoretical abstractions of a political 
science seminar.” 

It is a warning that in one way or anoth- 
er applies to all the cases mentioned here. 
The current members of the Supreme 
Court would do well to remember it. Q

mail tends to replace human communica- 
tion, it’s surprising to learn that there’s 
been a return to the basics, a renewed in- 
terest in the age-old art of sewing. 

I am a sewer, or, rather, a closet sewer. 
My mother taught my two sisters and me 
(I have no brothers) how to sew from the 
time we were very small. She also taught 
many of the children and adults in our 
community in Connecticut how to sew, 
through adult-ed classes and the town’s 
recreation department. 

I abandoned these skills during college, 
but recently began sewing again, making a 
winter coat, holiday gifts, and assorted oth- 
er items. Now, at 29, I have found a strong 
network of people — mostly women, some 
men — who thread their machines and 
create everything from tailored business 
suits to pajamas to sofa slipcovers. 

And these are not suburban matrons in 
sewing bees, either. Vona Marengo, ad- 
ministrator for the eastern New Eng- 
land/Boston chapter of the American 
Sewing Guild, reports that although guild 
members range in age from very young to 
very old, she’s seeing “more in the 20, 30, 
and 40 age range. I think it’s growing in 
that area.” 





Stephanie Lipka, a freelance writer, sews 
at her home in Watertown. 
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A recent Sewing Patterns Purchase Sur- 
vey confirmed her observations, showing 
that young, educated professionals are 
leading the renewed interest in sewing. 
Most American sewers these days are col- 
lege-educated; nearly 30 percent are be- 
tween the ages of 35 and 45. And Adweek 
estimates that home sewing has become a 
$4.5 billion-a-year industry, meaning we 
spend more money these days on home 
sewing supplies than we do on chocolate. 

Though sewing used to be a way to save 
money, changes in the garment industry 
(such as the use of cheaper labor outside 
the United States) have brought down the 
price of store-bought clothing. Now, sewers 
find other reasons to sit at their machines. 

For one thing, it’s got all the elements of

a good hobby: it’s a pleasant way to spend 
free time, a relatively productive way to 
forget the pressures of work and the daily 
grind, a healthy distraction. “Sewing to me 
is instant gratification,” says Amy McEI- 
wain, a full-time employee at the Wheat- 
stone Baking Company, in the Fenway, 
and a part-time professional stitcher. “If 
I’m sitting here at home and thinking that 
I want, say, a very specific black turtle- 
neck, I could spend all day shopping and 
not find it. But I can sit here, go through 
my fabrics, find something that’s suitable 
and make it. It’s much more instant to me 
than shopping.” 

Sarah Carter, an architect in Boston’s 
financial district, tailors suits and work 
clothes for herself and likes the perfection- 
ist aspect of the craft. “I’m particular 
about my clothes, and I like to be able to 
get things that fit really well, and in the 
material or the color that I like. This way I 
get what I want.” 

Patricia Hickson, an arts administrator, 
cites her above-average height (she’s six 
feet tall) as a good reason to sew: she 
needs to alter pants and skirts to fit her 
height. “Sometimes I can’t find something 
long enough or in the right proportions. 
So, if I can find a pattern, then I can ex- 
tend it,.make it the right length for me.” 


Sewing also provides the chance to be 
outrageous, to make something you prob- 
ably wouldn’t find in a store. Kirsten Wev- 
er, a political economist, recalls her gradu- 
ate-student days, when money was scarce, 
and sewing her own clothes was a necessi- 
ty. Her mother gave her old cotton sheets. 
“I would dye them with RIT and make 
things out of sheets and old tablecloths. I 
always looked different.” 

Artist Monica Elefterion favors re-de- 
signing old clothes. She recalls a recent 
sewing project: “I took an older silk smok- 
ing jacket/robe that I got at the Garment 
District, in need of repair, and I lined it 
with fake fur and put fake fur on the pock- 
ets and the cuffs.” She later gave it to a 
friend, who envied this one-of-a-kind cre- 
ation, as a birthday present. 


& 

The vast assortment of trendy textiles 
and classic fibers available today adds up 
to even more options for sewers. Consid- 
ering the choice of texture, color, design, 
and fiber content, most sewers have no 
trouble naming their favorite fabrics. 

“I really like rich tapestry-style vintage 
fabrics, velvets, and brocades,” says Elefte- 
rion, 30, who sews in her Fort Hill studio, 
in Roxbury. 

Wever, 36, uses “lots of linens in the 
summer and lots of silks.” Sincerher re- 
search often takes. her to Europe, she has 
discovered viscose, a-fabric moré popular 
there than here..“I buy probably half of my 
fabric in Europe. The patterns and fabrics 
are quite different, and I like them a lot 
better. In terms of design, they’re just 
more modern.” 

Considering her love of bright colors, it 
is no surprise that Shirley Picardi, who 
works at MIT, has a strong affection for 
Guatemalan cottons. They are mercerized 
to hold dye better, a process which results 
in vibrant colors. Since these cloths are 
not widely available in most fabric stores, 
she orders them from Global Village Im- 
ports, a mail-order catalogue based in 
Portland, Oregon. 

& 

It’s no surprise that many people who 
sew have their mothers to thank for intro- 
ducing them to the craft. My first memo- 
rable sewing project was a blue tie-dyed 
halter top, which I made when I was about 
seven. My mother helped me cut a pattern 
out of a sheet of newspaper and then 
taught me how to stitch it up. I wore it all 
summer long. 

At age 35, Tom Merrill, a carpenter in 
Boston’s non-profit sector, enjoys using 
the sewing machine to make necessary re- 
pairs on his clothes. He recalls being in 
college when he first began sewing. Visit- 
ing home, he says, “I had my mother show 
me how to hook the machine up and push 
the little foot button. And off it goes.” 

Elefterion remembers the evenings dur- 
ing childhood spent sewing. “My parents 
were in their 50s when they were raising 
me. My mother was really passing on an 
essential: she grew up during the Depres- 
sion, when sewing was a necessity.” 

Of course, there are other ways to learn 
to sew, too. “My mother always had 
sewing machines and had tons of fabric 
around, but she never sewed,” says McEI- 
wain, 29. “I’m basically self-taught. I re- 
member starting to make doll clothes. I 
would sneak into my mother’s sewing 
room and use her sewing machine, which I 
wasn’t allowed to do. I remember taking 
apart doll clothes and trying to figure out 
how they were made.” 

Picardi, 46, learned how to sew at the 
4-H Club in Binghamton, New York. “My 
mother is not the least bit interested in 
sewing. It was 4-H. We had fashion 
shows ‘and’ the state ‘fair. We used to get 
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ribbons for our work, and they’d inspect 
the seams. That’s where I really learned to 
sew well. The judges were very strict.” 

Patricia Hickson, 31, credits her junior 
high school’s home-economics program 
with teaching her how to use a pattern. “I 
actually liked Home Ec so much that I 
used to stay after school and do projects.”

If you’re contemplating taking up a nee- 
dle and thread yourself, sewers offer some 
words of wisdom. 

Says Wever, “This is advice for begin- 
ners at anything. Undertake projects that 
you can accomplish fairly easily and fairly 
quickly. Don’t start with something really 
tedious and that’s going to take forever.” 
Although Wever no longer needs to use 
store-bought patterns (she can design stuff 
without them), she steers beginners to- 
ward Style and Vogue, two pattern com- 
panies known for their easy-to-follow di- 
rections. 

McElwain votes for Vogue, too. “If you 
can afford it, buy Vogue patterns and read 
all the instructions. Read everything that’s 
on the pattern sheets, because they give 
you lots of background information; things 
about selvages [the sewn edges of fabric] 
and how to lay out the pattern. Also try to 
get a copy of the Vogue sewing book.” 

“You just need to have somebody show 
you how to set the machine up, and learn 
a little bit about different tensions. Going 
in a straight line is the hardest thing,” 
warns Merrill. 

As long-term students in Linda Faiola’s 
ongoing class in pattern-making at the 
Cambridge Center for Adult Education, 
both Picardi and Carter recommend all of 
the sewing classes there. They have both 
been enrolled in these classes for a number 
of years, picking up new tricks of the trade 
along the way. Picardi, who sews every 
night, offers this advice: “You really have 
to invest the time in learning how to fit 
yourself. It’s not a one-time thing that 
gives you a pattern for life, because your 
body changes. Your body keeps changing, 
no matter how fit you stay. You’ve got to 
have these skills if you’re going to contin- 
ue to make clothes that look good on you, 
for your whole life.” Carter adds, “Like 
any sport or any skill, it takes a lot of prac- 

tice to get good at it.” QO 


__ Ask any sewer to name her favorite fabric store, and watch her eyes light 
up as she names two or three places and proceeds to describe the great se- 
lection of discounted wools, the enormous variety of fabrics and notions, or 
the exquisite hand-picked textiles. Here is a selection of some local (and not 
so local) fabric stores recommended by those in the know. 

« Cambridge pattern-making instructor Linda Faiola recommends DI Carlo 
Fabrics (15 Temple Place, at Downtown Crossing), for its great selection of 
wools, especially melton (heavy wool for making coats), and tweed.

If you’ve never used a sewing machine, or would like to improve your sewing skills, the Boston area offers a handful of 
outlets to get you sewing. 

The Cambridge Center for Adult Education (42 Brattle Street, in Harvard Square) is a good place to learn. Classes in- 
clude basic sewing, tailoring, and pattern-making. Both of the Center’s sewing teachers, Joyce Reed and Linda Faiola, 
have been teaching here for a number of years (Faiola since 1958) and have a loyal following of students. For information 
and registration, call 547-6789. 

The Boston Center for Adult Education (5 Comm Ave) offers several sewing classes and workshops each semester. 
Starting in January, the center will offer “Learn to Sew Clothes,” a multi-session course that will meet one evening a 
week, and “Sewing for Your Home,” a seven-session course. Both courses cost $104, which includes the registration 
fee. “Basic Sewing for the Sewing Impaired,” a one-day workshop, is scheduled for late January. Call 267-4430. 

Another place for sewing instruction — and lots of it — is the Fabric Place (136 Howard Street, in Framingham), which 
offers 150 classes each semester — everything from one-day workshops focusing on zipper installation and hemming to 
eight-week courses in basic sewing, tailoring, coat-naking, and professional fitting. Guest speakers, such as the celebri- 
ties’ designer Kenneth King, give seminars on today’s hot topics; a recent example: “Birth of the Bustier.”

Still another way to enter the sewing community: join the American Sewing Guild. The Eastern New England/Boston 
chapter of this 80-chapter guild boasts 450 members. Benefits include workshops and hands-on programs, contact with 
sewing professionals, and special programs such as the Sew Fair, a two-day conference filled with workshops, demonstra- 
tions, and introductions to new sewing products. The $25 annual membership fee includes a subscription to Notions, the 
organization’s national publication, which offers about a dozen sewing tips each month. Call (503) 772-4058. 

You may also want to invest in a subscription to Threads magazine. This national magazine, based in Newtown, Con- 
necticut, is full of how-to articles and targets the new generation of sewers.

Sage, at 69 Prince Street, in the North 
End, opened six months ago. I stumbled 
upon it one night simply because there 
wasn’t a line outside. It’s a 30-seat place, 
Sparse yet tastefully decorated in a very 
understated way: pale-orange walls, cloth 
table coverings, quiet music, as comfort- 
able as a friend’s home. 

This was probably the best chance en- 
counter I’ve ever had. I stumbled upon an 
appetizer of roasted portobello mush- 
rooms drizzled with extra-virgin olive oil 
and topped with shaved parmesan cheese. 
I stumbled upon an open ravioli (the size 
of a dinner plate) filled with lobster, crab, 
and sea scallops with asparagus tips and 
snap peas, served in a mild white cream 
sauce. For an entree, I stumbled upon 
pan-seared sea bass that tasted like it had 
been caught that day, served with a medley 
of slivered scallions, celery, and other aro- 
matic vegetables. I stumbled, in short, 
upon what may be the best-kept secret on 
the local restaurant scene — at least until 
now. 

Of course, I’m not the only one who’s 
discovered this little treasure trove of fine 
food. The folks responsible for the Zagat’s 
guides have, too, and they plan to add 
Sage to the guide’s top-rated category in 
1995 — along with Alloro, Althea, 
Mediterranean Bistro, and Pignoli. The 
Zagat’s guide to Boston will say that Sage 
“is another sign that the North End is re- 
volting against red-sauce Italians.” 

We spoke to Sage’s owner, Michael Pet- 
tore, who recruited his longtime friend, 
chef Tony Susi, to man the restaurant’s 
kitchen. 


Q: What sets Sage apart from other 
restaurants in the North End? 

A: First of all, we’re serving a different 
type of cuisine. It’s not your basic Italian 
or Italian-American food swimming in a 
heavy red sauce. The North End has more 
than 100 restaurants — and only a hand- 
ful even come close to what we’re doing at 
Sage. 

I think our food is a perfect blend of up- 
scale Italian with a California twist. My 
sous chef worked in San Francisco for 
several years, and my head chef comes 
from two Boston area institutions: Mari- 
no’s and Davide. They hit it off when they 
met, and the results of what they have 
learned over the years come together 
beautifully at Sage. It was just what I was 
looking for. 

Q: What’s happening in the North End 
these days? Wasn't there a time when 
places like Sage or Alloro wouldn’t survive? 

A: Yes, that’s true, but a lot has changed 
over the past eight or 10 years — and not 
just in the North End, but all over the city. 
Here, in the North End, as in the rest of 


| the city, people are open to trying new and 


innovative foods. It’s not like it used to be. 
I grew up in the North End, and I’ve seen 
tastes change dramatically over the past 
few years. Boston has a serious food com- 
munity now. People who'll travel from one 
end of town to the other to eat a certain 
chef's food. They’re people who dine out a 
lot, and have drifted away from the red- 
sauce plate of spaghetti and meatballs. The 


| people of Boston have been spoiled by the 
| likes of Todd English [of Olives, in 










| Charlestown], Chris Schlesinger [of the 


East Coast Grill, in Cambridge], Jasper 
White [of Jasper’s, on the waterfront], and 
Lydia Shire [of Biba and Pignoli, in Bos- 
ton].

e After the dough has sat for 45 minutes, roll it into four thin ribbons, 5% inches wide and 
15 inches long. Along the length of one sheet, place one-tablespoon balls of filling, one inch 
from the side edges and one inch apart. With a pastry brush, moisten between the ravioli with 
beaten eggs. Place the second sheet over the first. Seal the edgesS and the spaces between 
the ravioli with your fingers. Use a ravioli wheel to separate the squares. Squares should be 
approximately 2% inches wide. 
¢ Bring a pot of water to a rapid boil. Add two tablespoons of salt and the ravioli. Melt un- 
salted butter in a sauté pan. Add sage and cook until the butter turns a nutty brown and the 
sage is crisp. 
* Drain ravioli after two minutes. Top with browned butter and sage. 
¢ Sprinkle with pecorino romano cheese, and serve immediately. 
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where. Some will ask the locals for a 
good place to eat, while others will go ex- 
ploring. I’m sure you do the same thing 
when you travel. 

Q: How do you see Sage fitting into the 
big restaurant picture? 

A: It’s hard to go up against a giant like 
Papa Razzi, and we would never even 
think of doing that. What we do is rely on 
word of mouth. If you’re good, your name 
will get around. And it’ll get around fast. 
Boston isn’t like New York. It’s a small, 
intimate city where word travels fast. We 
don’t advertise, so maybe it’ll take a little 
longer to catch on. But you’re here, and 
Zagat was here. That tells me something. 

Q: Who eats at Sage? Who are your 
customers? 

A: When we first opened, they were our 
family and friends and regular customers 
of Tony’s and the wait staff from Marino’s 
and Davide. Then word started to get 
around. People like yourself came in be- 
cause there wasn’t a line. I don’t think 
we'll be a trendy place, a spot like Sonsie, 
because we’re so small and don’t have a 
bar. But I’m seeing lots of regulars, and 
I’m seeing smatterings of the Boston food 
community. 

Q: Would “new American-Italian” cui- 
sine be an adequate description of your 
menu? 

A: Exactly — this is not food you’d 
cook at home. It’s a very updated version 
of what most people are used to. Very 
original as well. 

Q: What sort of dishes represent that 
original cuisine? 

A: Roasted pheasant with spaghetti- 
squash succotash. That’s about as far 
away from red sauce as you’re going to 
get. And not traditional at all. For an appe- 
tizer we have a Vermont quail stuffed with 
couscous served over braised radicchio. 

Q: Does this put you closer to some of 
the city’s top-rated restaurants, such as 
Olives, Salamander, Providence, and Am- 
brosia? How would you contrast what you 
do with the approach at places like that? 

A: I think they make you try harder. 
Competing with chefs like Todd English is 
a challenge you either welcome or run 
away from. At Sage, we welcome the chal- 
lenge, because we believe in our product as 
strongly as he believes in his. What makes 
us different — and it’s a trouble spot in the

He’s just a short 
walk away. We buy from him daily. So 
what we get is the freshest he has. It really 
makes a tremendous difference. He has 
great rabbit, quail, pheasant, and exotic 
things like that. 

Q: What about the other items that turn 
up on our plates — the meat, fish, and 
produce? 

A: That stuff comes from a number of 
different purveyors. We work on a season- 
al menu so the people we buy from can 
change from month to month or season to 
season. 

Q: Where were you before Sage? 

A: In 1991, I opened a gourmet pizza 
shop in the same location that Sage is in 
right now. At the time, it was working out 
fine. I became known as the pizza man, 
and it went very well for about a year. The 
problem was that I couldn’t keep up with 
all the two-fer deals the pizza chains were

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Choe’s Cafe 


A culinary paradise, with 
tastes from Korea and Japan

n my most recent visit 

to Choe’s Café, people 

were lined up around 

the block. They had 

chairs and were playing 
cards. The line wasn’t moving, but it was 
a nice day, and the crowd was cheerful 
and polite. 

“Oh, hell,” I thought. “They discov- 
ered the place. What am I going to do 
now? Not much point touting a great lit- 
tle room with fine sushi and savory Kore- 
an meals if every sushi-snarfer in Greater 
Boston already knows what I’m going to 
write.” 

But then I got to the front door, and 
the restaurant was nearly empty. The 
long line was to get into the Paradise 
nightclub to see the Black Crowes. 

Gee, people are foolish — waiting 
around outside all day to drink beer and 
see a band, when they could be inside a 
nice warm restaurant, hardly waiting at 
all to drink beer, and eating such amaz- 
ing appetizers as Choe’s “seafood-scal- 
lion pancake” ($7.95). 

The pancake is huge and 
delicious. It’s more like an 
omelette than a pancake, 
closer to a bicycle wheel 
than a frisbee. The taste 
comes from a lot of embed- 
ded small shrimp and scal- 
lions — it has some rela- 
tionship to the Chinese 
scallion pancake, only it’s 
much bigger, and with 
some phony crab and bits 
of vegetables, too. Not too 
greasy, clearly superior to 
pizza in your flat-food cat- 
egory. Order it with about 
four people available. Pick 
hungry ones. 

Other than that, you’ll 
want to have sushi, which 
is done nicely here, and 
anything that sounds Kore- 
an. You may want some fa- 
miliar Japanese dishes, and 
they’re okay, but there 
tends to be a little less edge with those. 
And judging by a tempura box at lunch, 
and a couple of stir-fries, there also tends 
to be a little more grease than the 
Japanese health statistics allow for. Of 
course, if you’re one of those cats who 
think a little grease keeps your eyes 
bright and your coat shiny, well, go to it. 

I also like things that are sort of bor- 
derline Japanese-Korean, such as a large 
noodle soup called “Udong” ($5.50, 
lunch). Same light, suave broth as 
Japanese soup, and similar fat white 
noodles to udon, only with the extra ‘g’ 
you get the noodles in square-cut. Also 
some green vegetables, a slice of fish 
loaf, and a cute topping of fried tempura 
skimmings, or however you might imag- 
ine the batter without the contents. At 
supper there is a regular “tempura 
udon” for $7.95. Either way, you get 
yellow slices of a daikon pickle that 
looks like the Japanese takuan, but is 
much sharper and less sweet (more like 
a real pickle, and the perfect thing to cut 
the soup). 

Or you might get into something like 
“salmon-skin fried rice” ($5.95, lunch). 
How did I happen to order that? Come 
now: even you newer readers probably 
know this column well enough to realize 
I am never going to order, say, chicken 
fried rice when there’s something like 
salmon-skin fried rice on the same 
menu.

skin, all fried and mixed in with the rice 
and eggs right where the chicken would 
be. It tastes just like the skin on your 
broiled salmon, a little fishy-aromatic, 
but it works as a mix-in to season the 
rice. I liked it a lot better than regular 
fried rice. It also has a neat look, with 
very finely diced carrots sort of peppering 
the dish with orange dots. And the lunch 
comes with a bowl of miso soup, made 
with white miso, sweeter and less salty 
than the red kind. 

So what do they do with the insides of 
the salmons? 

They make sushi, most likely, although 
they also have a “salmon-skin maki” on 
the sushi list. The sushi list itself is very 
impressive, with numerous species, in- 
cluding some of the cool items like sea 
urchin and eel. I go straight to the sushi 
deluxe ($14.95), which consists primarily 
of nigiri (the finger-shaped canapés), 
with some tuna maki (cylinders) and a 
turret each of salmon roe and flying-fish 
roe (big red eggs and little crunchy or- 
ange eggs, respectively). All the seafood 
is impressively fresh, particularly the dif- 
ficult stuff like surf clams, Spanish 
mackerel, and squid. 

One of my favorite Ko- 
rean dishes is spicy squid 
($9.95). This restaurant 
goes for the usual red-hot 
style in tomato sauce, with 
the squid just cooked for 
(relative) tenderness. With 
this and other dinners 
comes an assortment of 
side dishes: kim chee, of 
course — but really spicy, 
onion-nappa, fresh, clean- 
tasting, delicious kim 
chee. Also: a kind of 
daikon cole slaw; slightly 
fishy green seaweed strips; 
bean sprouts, without the 
usual sesame oil; and 
our winner, mushrooms 
stewed up to an indefin- 
able richness. 

The rice at Choe’s is no- 
tably excellent, sticky like 
Japanese rice. On the other 
hand, the tea is weak, with 
a cardboard taste of either very weak 
vanilla or very weak ginseng. (It is some- 
times served with honey to kill the taste, 
whatever it is.) 

Service at Choe’s is pleasant. Most of 
the customers are Korean BU students, 
with some Black Crowes fans turning 
up. The symbol of the restaurant is a tall 
black hat exactly like the ones the Pil- 
grims wore in illustrated books. We 
used to have these all over the Mass 
Turnpike, only in green. Most every- 
thing else at Choe’s is green: aqua walls 
over blue wainscoting; green-marble- 
look laminate tabletops; red quarry tile 
floor (looks green if you’re red-green 
color blind). With vari-colored track 
lights, you get a mild Ginza-neon effect. 
Choe’s is the first restaurant I’ve been to 
with Korean-language paper signs on 
the walls, like the Chinese specials the 
waiters will never translate for you in 
Chinatown. 

The rest of the wall art is mirror-plas- 
tic-flower combo sets, framed art 
posters, and oddly carnivorous-looking 
flower frescoes. The soy sauce cruet says, 
“Paris le beau.” The owners, James and 
Sunny, have their beeper number on the 
card they hand out, like an emblem of ea- 
ger-to-please. 

None of this weirdness is really weird. 
The really weird thing is that there are 
kids lined up to see a rock band, not 
knowing about the culinary paradise 
right in front of their noses: - ~ + 
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Santa Barbara Cafe 


Health-conscious diners, take note: the Santa Barbara Café, in Harvard 
Square, is, according to owner Mark Zildjian, the only restaurant in 
Greater Boston that serves “nutritionally correct food, with a nutritional 
breakdown provided on the menu.” Zildjian’s belief: “Low-fat food doesn’t 
have to be more expensive or taste any different. Eating healthfully should 
be a lifestyle, not a fad.” 

Accommodating 20 (with prime seating at a glassed-in porch), this 
quaint and (surprise!) non-smoking café serves pastas, sandwiches, rice 
dishes, and salads. The menu lists 15 specialties, most of them reflecting

STATE OF THE ART 
Dakota Arts’ holiday rock 


ith demographics splintering, new radio formats opening up, and major labels relying 
more on the indies as a farm system, there are new opportunities for upstart labels 


opening up every day. “Adult Album Alternative,” or AAA, the new stomping ground of 
softer alternative acts and singer-songwriters with refined rock-and-roll hearts, is a promising fron- 
tier. And there’s a new label with Boston roots and a local presence aiming to work that turf. 

Jay Fialkov, a local entertainment lawyer who co-founded Rockville Records and managed the 
now-defunct Cavedogs, and Bruce Dickinson, a former Bostonian who been working major-label 
jobs in NYC for the past decade, incorporated their Dakota Arts label back in September. Their first 
release, an EP of rockin’ Christmas tunes from the great Graham Parker titled Graham Parker's 
Christmas Cracker, just hit the stores. 

The Parker disc, which features three soulful, R&B-inflected original tunes with full studio pro- 
duction and then in the raw, demo form, is just a lucky one-off by Dakota Arts. But as Dickinson 
explains, it’s a good example of what the label’s direction. “Graham called us in late August, when 
he was without a record deal, and he said he had two Christmas songs he wanted to release. I 
thought we needed one more tune to round things out, so he wrote 
‘Christmas Is for Mugs’ and we recorded it all in two days. Making 
records that are full of life is what we’re about. 

“People spend too much time and money recording artists and they 
sand off the rough edges that are part of what make an artist like Graham 
great. We thought there was a need for an independent label that was fo- 
cused on AAA-oriented material and that includes some artists that have 
fallen through the cracks at major labels.” 

Dakota Arts’ first signing is a singer-songwriter from Alabama named 
Donnie Fritts. “Vocally he’s like Randy Newman or John Prine,” offers 
Dickinson. “He’s doing duets with Prine, Lucinda Williams, Dan Penn, 
Wayland Jennings, and Delbert McClinton on his debut, which we’re 
looking to release in March.” 

Dickinson says that he and Fialkov also intend to keep a close eye on the local scene. (Fialkov has 
already signed a band from Hull called Lucky Charms.) “There’s a very vital scene in Boston and it 
hasn’t received the recognition it’s due. So Jay’s planning to keep his eyes open for young talent

he Christmas spirit gets a boost next 

# weekend when three annual produc- 

tions put a global spin on holiday 
traditions. The Christmas Revels begins its 
24th celebration of the Winter Solstice on 
December 16 at Sanders Theatre by adding 
a Mesoamerican twist to the usual pagan- 
based ritual festivities. The Boston Camera- 
ta’s “A New World Christmas” features a 
panorama of music from the Americas, in- 
cluding Spanish-style villancicos, Shaker 
hymns, Southern spirituals, and shape-note 
revival songs, when it opens on December 17 
at First Church Congregational. And the 
Handel & Haydn Society greets the season 
with an evening of Italian Baroque on De- 
cember 16 at Jordan Hall. 

The Christmas Revels, which runs Fridays, 
Saturdays, and Sundays through December 
30, spotlights Mexican actress Angélica 
Arag6n, who’s taking a break from shooting 
a film directed by Alfonso Arau (Like Water 
for Chocolate). She'll narrate the story of the 
peasant couple Maria and José, who struggle 
with surreal hardships on a pilgrimage to 
Bethlehem. The Mayan music ensemble 
Huehuetl, conducted by Juan Pedro Gaffney, 
and the Revels Chorus 
provide folkloric music 
from the 12th, 16th, and 
17th centuries. 

Other Revels 
highlights include the 
“Yaque Deer Dance,” 
which takes the place of 
the traditional Abbots 
Bromley Horn Dance, and 
a zinacanteco Shepherd’s 
Play, which puts a little 
south-of-the-border spice 
into the traditional holi- 
day tale. To round out the 
program, Ralph Lee of New York’s Mettawee 
River Theatre Company is creating some of 
his giant-size puppets to adorn the stage. 

Under the musical direction of Joel Cohen, 
the Boston Camerata performs a program 
that draws on its An American Christmas and 
Nueva Espafia albums. Three Native Ameri- 
can dialects, Spanish, French, German, and 
English all wind their way through a selec- 
tion of hymns, motets, and folksongs. The 
Camerata’s vocal and instrumental perform- 
ers will be joined on stage by Les Amis de la 
Sagesse, a Haitian chorus from Dorchester. 

The Handel & Haydn Society sticks to the 
Italian Renaissance and Baroque. John 
Finney, associate conductor and director of 
the chamber series, leads the H&H chorus 
and orchestra through motets by Palestrina 
and Andrea Gabrieli; Corelli’s Christmas 
Concerto; and settings of the Magnificat by 
Vivaldi and Nicola Porpora.

he scheme is arbitrary; the 
results are stunning, in- 
evitable, and profound. 
Krzysztof Kieslowski’s last 
three films take the colors of

ternity, but a chromatic fugue celebrating

the dog to a veterinarian and adopts it.

Among those he eavesdrops on 
is Auguste (Jean-Pierre Lorit), a young 
judge, who, like Kern himself at his age, is 
involved in a disastrous relationship, and

Missed connections and their conse- 
quences pervade Red, a theme boldly in- 
troduced at the very beginning, when 
Valentine’s jealous, abusive boyfriend 
makes a phone call to her from England 
and the camera plunges into the receiver, 
through optical cables, across the Channel, 
and into a sea of polyglot voices only to be 
answered by a busy signal. As in the films 
of Wim Wenders, the icons of modern 
communication and technology play a key 
role in Red: newspapers, letters, court- 
rooms, traffic intersections, weather fore- 
casts. All manipulated, it seems, by acci- 
dent, blind chance. 

Or perhaps blind justice. Unknown to 
her, and to him to a certain extent, the 
judge is determining Valentine’s destiny, 
and she, too, is shaping his. She warms to 
the old crank, especially after, on her re- 
quest, he turns himself in to the authori- 
ties. Closeted in the judge’s burnished, 
Rembrandt-hued study, the two make a 
couple as odd and disturbing as Anthony 
Hopkins and Jodie Foster in Silence of the 
Lambs. Trintignant is like an older, wiser, 
more embittered version of his character 
in The Conformist. He bears his nihilism 
with superb-elegance and conviction. Ja- 
cob, as in Kieslowski’s The Double Life of 
Véronique (1991), radiates innocence and 
injury. As the two discuss the relative 
merits of pity and contempt, despair over

the human condition and the desire to im- 
prove it, the judge uncovers Valentine’s 
deepest fears and secrets — as well as her 
strength and his need for her. Their 
chaste intercourse trembles, especially 
when punctuated by a rock through a 
windowpane. 

Every detail, event, and word in Red is 
portentous, interrelated, essential. And ev- 
erything is photographed with breathtaking 
beauty by Piotr Sobocinski, whose visual 
poetry — a sun eclipsed by eaves or a 
mountain, a red bowling ball hurtling into 
the frame — emphasizes the link between 
the mundane and universal. These images 
are subtly accented by the music of Zbig- 
niew Preissner; more muted than in the 
previous two films, his score haunts the 
edges of the lush visuals with a beckoning 
mystery. 

And mystery prevails in the end. Who is 
the judge? God, maybe, or the human pre- 
sumption of divine authority. Or perhaps 
he’s Kieslowski himself — Trintignant re- 
sembles the director both physically and in 
his curmudgeonly demeanor. The storm 
unleashed at the end, like that in The Tem- 
pest, is purging, healing, and terrifying. It’s 
Kieslowski’s idea of a happy ending; love 
and justice prevail, though hundreds perish 
in the process. Almost as disastrous is Kie- 
slowski’s decision to retire from filmmaking 
after making Red. That’s understandable, 
however; it would be hard to imagine him, 
or anyone, equaling this film. Q

surprised when, shortly before his movie was 

shown at the New York Film Festival last 
September, 1700 people drowned in the Baltic in a ferry 
disaster much like the conclusion of Red. 

“In moments like this I always feel strange,” he says 
through an interpreter. “I have the feeling I touch very 
dangerous things in my work. 

“The film opened September 14 in Paris. Two days 
before the opening I had a discussion with a journalist 
who toid me that this kind of catastrophe in the English 
Channel is not possible. The film opened on the 14th, 
and the lead news item of the day was the sinking of a 
small ferry in the English Channel in which seven people 
died. And in my film there are seven people whom | 
save. Moreover, the Baltic-ferry disaster happened one 
day after the film opened in Sweden. 

“This type of thing has happened to me many times. 
For example, I made a scene of an autopsy for my 1981 
film Blind Chance. | made it in one day; it was horrible. 
In the evening the door to my hotel room opened and 
my wife walked in. She told me my mother bad been 
killed in an accident. She was undergoing an autopsy at 
the same moment I was filming one.” 

Such creepy coincidences might give any filmmaker 
pause, but they are not the reason Kieslowski has retired 
from cinema after finishing Red, the last installment in 
his critically acclaimed tricolor trilogy. He feels that the

effort of giving his films life has depleted his own. 

“Because I'm building people who don’t exist, I have 
to take the material for this life from my own. I neglect- 
ed so many things in my life. My family, my daughter. 
Many friends I have neglected.” 

Kieslowski’s daughter is 22 — the same age as 
Valentine, the character Iréne Jacob plays in Red. She 
befriends a judge, played by Jean-Louis Trintignant, 
who also is retired, and who also partakes in a voyeuris- 
tic activity not unlike filmmaking. A coincidence? 

“I think there might be something there. I don’t think 
Jean-Louis looks at all like me, and 1 would never eaves- 
drop on somebody else’s conversation. But you're right 
in that directing films, is to a certain extent, eavesdrop- 
ping. Peeking. The audience wants to do this, they want 
to peek. In order to assure them that they have this lux- 
ury of peeking, I have to do it for them. — 

“But he's closest to me in his bitterness. It's the bit- 
terness of disappointment with life. You always hope 
that one day you will know why you live, and then as an 
old man you realize you don’t know any more than 
when you were young. Wisdom is the process of being 
in agreement with fate.” 

Like his philosophy, Kieslowski’s films combine cyni- 
cism with romanticism, resignation with idealism. The 
trilogy was intended to embody the French revolution- 
ary ideals of Liberty, Equality, and Fraternity, and 
though they come out looking like rejection, revenge, 


of seeing these things. Liberty — it means loss, or it 
means rejection. You can't achieve liberty any other 
way. Equality is revenge, revenge for the lack of equali- 
ty. Everybody who has been humiliated has to be raised 
higher. Everybody who is equal wants to be more equal. 
And fraternity, that’s sacrifice, yes. Even if the sacrifice 
is a very small gesture.” 

That small gesture is a scene repeated from each of 
the three films and seen from the point of view of each 
protagonist. An old woman struggles to put a bottle in a 
recycling machine. Only Vaientine helps her. 

“When Valentine helps the old lady to put the bottle 
into the bin, this is a kind of sacrifice. Of course it's not 
much of a sacrifice. But think that in the two other films 
the protagonists didn’t do this. It means that someone 
has to pay enough attention to others in order to help.” 

Paying attention is a key element of Kieslowski’s vi- 
sion, especially alertness to the marvels and intrusions 
of technology and institutions we take for granted. 

“Each of these three movies starts with some kind of un- 
derground look at technology. In Blue, the camera shoots 
the car from beneath. In White, we follow a trunk through 
an airport baggage handler. In Red it’s the telephone. You

Stravinsky’s Rite of Spring

n her new dance, Rite of Spring, 

Ruth Birnberg merges guts with 

craft and sheer dynamism to posit 

on stage a work of power and 

sensitivity. The alternately turbu- 
lent and ritualistic piece — conceived 
jointly by Birnberg and pianist Stephen 
Drury — takes as its inspiration Igor 
Stravinsky's dramatic, rhythmically com- 
plex score of the same name, and it 
places the action beneath and within a 
confine of steel piping — a grid cut by a 
triangle — punctuated by Warren 
Nichols’s bleak paintings of a child 
falling head first, two hands reaching 
skyward, and half a naked boy. 










The piece, presented last weekend at 
Suffolk University’s C. Walsh Theatre, is 
an ambitious step for Birnberg. For 
Starters, it tackles a score with a monu- 
mental history: Vaslav Nijinsky was the 
first to put movement to its dissonant 
twists and turns, in his infamous Sacre du 
printemps of 1913. Choreographers as 
prominent as Leonide Massine and Mary 
Wigman followed suit. And with seven 
dancers executing its whirling, cartwheel- 
ing movement and two musicians — 
Drury and Yukiko Takagi — on stage 
playing the rarely heard two-piano ver- 
sion of the score, Birnberg’s rendition is 
at a far remove from the gestural quirks, 
idiosyncratic combinations, and witty 
aphorisms that have marked much of her 
previous work. 

That departure is both eye-opening and

TRAPPED IN PARADISE 

Just when it seemed Hollywood comedies 
couldn’t get any worse (what's the last 
time you truly laughed at one — and no 
fair counting Bullets over Broadway), 
along comes Trapped in Paradise. A better 
title, for those lured into seeing this pa- 
thetic Christmas comedy, would be 
Trapped in Heil. 

Writer/director George Gallo accom- 
plishes the near-impossible: he makes 
Nicolas Cage, Jon Lovitz, and Dana 
Carvey boring. Cage plays Bill Firpo, a 
guy struggling to do the right thing as 
his ex-con brothers, Dave (Lovitz) and 
Alvin (Carvey), rope him into robbing a 
bank on Christmas Eve in the sleep) 
town of Paradise, Pennsylvania. Lacking 


disappointing: what this Rite gains in 
brute energy and musicality it at times 
loses in inventiveness. Take part one, 
“The Adoration of the Earth,” bere ob- 
sessed not with the Russian pagan rituals 
that filled carlier Rites but with Birnberg’s 
own devastation-tinged pacan to rebirth 
(she knows nothing comes without a 
price). A solitary woman — presaging the 
death, or return to the earth, that is to 
come — climbs atop a segment of Peter 
Calao’s stark set, which hangs as a back- 
drop, and soon smears her arms and legs 
with ashes. She’s cerie but almost super- 
fluous, even cliché’d. 

The four women and two men who fol- 
low drive Birnberg’s message home with 
their now-pounding, now-processional 
movement phrases. Clad in long orange 
dresses split to the crotch, they charge 
the stage. Their activity, though not terri- 
bly original, is electrifying. Hands rattle 
from wrists or press thighs into deep 
lunges. Arms dart skyward or between 
another's legs. Repeatedly, 2 woman 
jumps into a man’s arms and is cradled, 
then abruptly flung outward, to hang limp 
by the crook of an elbow and diamond- 
shaped legs in front of the man’s belly. A 
woman lies supine, her pelvis jutting up- 
ward, until a man presses into her raised 
thigh, pushing her flat. Birnberg herself 
introduces a striking leitmotif: she squats 
wide-legged and cups her face with her 
hands, recalling Edvard Munch’s Scream. 
People depart silently or lean hard into

Part two, “The Sacrifice,” arrives 
abruptly, with the lowering of the set, via 
ropes and pulleys, from vertical to hori- 
zontal, to trap the scrambling dancers un- 
derneath.

players circle in a facsimile of musical 
chairs (where being “out” is forever, the 


sequence implies), and converge and fall | 


around the marked Birnberg in clumps. 


The most daring moment comes when | 


Birnberg clambers up the pipes in an at- 
tempt to escape her pursuers but instead 
careers backward into their arms. They 
turn her board-like form head over heels 
again and again.

In Rite of Spring, Birnberg has confront- 
ed a monster of her own — the score it- 
self.

An uneven if audacious 


Oresteia at the ART

he Oresteia is definitely 
knocked off its pedestal at 
the American Repertory 
Theatre, where the dialogue 
includes the address “Fuck 
you, men of Argos” and The Eumenides 
becomes the satyr play missing from 
Aeschylus’s 458 BC prize-winning series 
chronicling the murder of Greek comman- 
der Agamemnon by his wife Clytemnestra 
and her lover Aegisthus; son Orestes’s 
subsequent murder of mom and paramour 
to avenge his father; and the trial that fi- 
nally rids Orestes of his mother’s hound- 
ing Furies. The hard-edged new English 
version is by American playwright Robert 
Auletta; the staging is by Swiss director 
Frangois Rochaix, who has a couple of 
strange ideas about the Oresteia — that 
it’s blood and guts and yuks, and that its 
true antagonists are the matriarchy 
stretching from Mother Earth to 
Clytemnestra versus the patriarchy that, 
along with burgeoning Western democra- 
cy, wins in the end. Indeed, both these no- 
tions intrude, sometimes provocatively, on 
a production whose dull beginning and 
raucous end frame a gleaming middle. 

It is ironic that The Libation Bearers, the 
second and arguably the least play in 
Aeschylus’s trilogy, is the clear winner 
here, put forward in a staging that merges 
ancient and modern, stately and primal, 
and makes strong use of its chorus of slave 
women. By contrast, Agamemnon begins 
terrifically, with individual members of its 
chorus of elderly and/or undraftable men 
(and one woman) rising from a table be- 
fore the stage to circulate among the audi- 
ence telling small groups the stories that 
led up to the play: Leda and the Swan; the 
Judgment of Paris, etc. The result is in- 
your-face exposition amid a theaterwide 


| cacophony of storytelling that only gradu- 


| ally subsides as the speakers finish their 
| pieces in staggered order. 


Then, to the ominous plink and whisper 
of Norwegian jazz composer Jan Gar- 


| barek’s interpolated music, Jeremy Geidt’s 
| Watchman arises from the roof of a 
| squared-off House of Atreus to lament his 
| lot — endlessly waiting for the last of 


Clytemnestra’s domino beacons to catch 
fire and signal the capture of Troy. He is, 
he says (setting the mood of Auletta’s 
adaptation), “tethered like a dog to this 
roof, freezing my balls off.” Yet, for all the 
modern slang, there is something old and 
tribal about this watchman, who pounds 


| his feet to a Jewishy-sounding chant and 
| sounds as if he had a clot in his throat. 


Alas, the guttural musicality of the 


| Watchman goes away with him (and Geidt 


reappears among the chorus, a bereted 
Frenchman of Argos), and Agamemnon 


| goes on to become a bit of a snooze, lack- 


| 
| 


| ing stature and horror alike. Its black- 


coated chorus looks left over from 
Shlemiel the First and — once it has set 
out the particulars of the Trojan conflict, 
the Vietnam of its day — hovers between 
fearful impotence and snippiness as the 
play’s murderous business proceeds. 

Despite some flagrant anachronistic and 
comic missteps, the muscular adaptation 
has its imagistic moments: Iphigenia, ‘the 
daughter Agamemnon sacrificed at Aulis, 
is shudderingly remembered as a “child of 
meat”; Greece and Troy are “two scorpi- 
ons in a bottle.” The staging, however, is 
pedestrian (and in the case of Agamem- 
non’s gold-plated golf cart, tacky), the 
principal actors not up to the rigorous de- 
mands of Greek tragedy. 

Randy Danson is an apt-looking 
Clytemnestra, both mannish and volup- 
tuous in her Wonder Bra’d togas. But 
there is something vulgar, even fishwifely, 
about her Clytemnestra, even when she 
isn’t working the f-word into the strophes, 
and little that’s regal or complex. And if I 
were Agamemnon, I’d never fall for the 
leering charm of her welcome home. 

When she reappears after the murders 
of Agamemnon and his Trojan mistress, 
the prophetess Cassandra, though, she 
gives the block on which their bagged bod- 
ies lie a daringly hefty shove, as if it were a 
bowling ball and the appalled chorus pins. 
She is wearing the bloody net in which she 
ensnared him (as will almost everyone in 
the course of the trilogy) as if it were a 
shawl. And there’s a perverse, utterly Atre- 


‘an kick to her lying down with Agamem- 


non’s corpse and unzipping its bag, 
purring that the bloody image will spur her 
to a hotter night with Aegisthus. 

For his part, Charles Levin is a 
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pompous hulk of an Agamemnon, a Nor- 
man Schwarzkopf without the common 
touch, surly to his false-flattering wife and 
admonishing the audience to “find another 
photo opportunity.” Natacha Roi’s slight, 
slack Cassandra, prophesying in Greek, is 
so underwhelming you could drive a chari- 
ot through her potentially piteous and 
electrifying exchange with the chorus. Will 
LeBow looks like Captain Hook but is a 
serviceable Aegisthus — when he isn’t in- 
voking the banquet at which his father 
Thyestes was served his own children with 
talk about “fingers in the gravy.” 

For The Libation Bearers (which along 
with The Eumenides makes up a separate 
evening), Robert Dahlstrom’s white, 
fortress-like palace — a geometric layer- 
ing of stucco squares and rectangles 
topped by a large lintel and flanked by 
rusty scaffolding — has been plastered 
with poster-size images of the tyrants, 
Aegisthus and Clytemnestra. Seven years 
have passed, but Agamemnon’s grave is a 
heap of fresh dirt before the house. 
Screams are heard from within 
(Clytemnestra beset by dreams of birthing 
a serpent), as a motorcycle enters from the 
lobby: the snake is home, in the white- 
suited person of Orestes, accompanied by 
a road-warrior Pylades, the cousin with 
whom he has grown up in exile. 

Orestes sequestered above the action, 
Electra enters — a taut, black-smocked, 
intensely focused Kerry O’Malley, “dark 
and bold, still blazing in her grief’ — with 
the veiled slave women that the guilt-rid- 
den Clytemnestra has sent to douse the 
burial mound with libations. This incanta- 
tory baptism, accompanied by surrepti- 
tious talk of shared hatred, builds, once 
Orestes makes himself known, into a war 
dance of sorts, the purpose of which is to 
get Orestes — resolute but a tad wimpy 
— in touch with his inner killer. 

But not before Electra falls upon him, 
squeezing his arms from the hands up, 
sniffing him, clinching him fiercely, as if to 
assess his strength. With the help of the 
fiery chorus led by Starla Benford, O’Mal- 
ley’s Electra and Thomas Derrah’s Orestes 
proceed to get primal, stripping down, 
loosening hair, turning up evidential rem- 
nants of Agamemnon’s murder from the 
dirt of his grave. With Pylades and others 
beating a mean rhythm on metal cans be- 
fore the house, the choral odes become a 
rap in which Orestes is increasingly caught 
up. Somehow a bridge is built between 
Saturday Night Fever (Orestes’s white 
suit) and primitive ritual (his breastbeat- 
ing); it’s risky, but it works. 

There are fewer jarring anachronisms in 
Auletta’s translation of The Libation Bearers, 
which is contemporary and vivid. There is an 
audacious interlude in which Orestes goes 
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off to get disguised and the chorus takes a 
sort of coffee break; the atmosphere is tense- 
ly quiet as the members smoke cigarettes, 
apply make-up, all the while telling violent 
stories of “the dark heart of woman” (which 
don’t exactly fit with Roghaix’s upcoming, 
feminist-tinged spoof of The Eumenides but 
are gruesome and poetic). 

Among the actors, Danson mixes seem- 
ing with true emotion here, and there is a 
sneering dignity in her eventual resigna- 
tion. And O’Malley’s Electra (who, we are 
told, was “kenneled like a mad bitch” after 
her father’s death) combines animal hate 
with childlike excitement. Derrah is too 
old to play Orestes and his cadence is too 
lilting (sometimes even whiny) for the 
abruptness of Auletta, but he commits 
himself, mushing without waders into the 
“dreadful swamp of blood” that will trans- 
form him from red-haired dandy into gory 
skinhead monk. 

As for The Eumenides, Roghaix and 
company play it primarily for laughs and a 
twist in which the ancient, avenging Fu- 
ries, instead of being persuaded into the 
deitific structure of a new — and resolute- 
ly patriarchal — democratic social order 
are essentially sold swamp land under the 
Parthenon. Part parody and part sideshow 
(the Furies, hissing punks in snake-tat- 
too’d body suits and combat boots, pam- 
phlet the audience, 12 members of which 
are then trooped on stage and given ju- 
rists’ robes for the trial), the show begins 
with a monologue by miniskirted Pythia, 
priestess of the Delphic Oracle, in which |. 
the goddesses come first; features a suc- 
cessful defense of Orestes by Apollo as 
stogie-puffing, gold-chained Hollywood 
lawyer; and ends with Athena’s luring of 
the infuriated Furies (who are threatening, 
among other things, pollution and AIDS), 
via a sweet contract and fine wine, into in- 
creasing beneficence — and a trap. They 
are led to their place of honor, and a net 
like the one that ensnared Agamemnon ‘* 
comes slamming down before them. 

It is easy, of course, to make mock of 
Aeschylus’s advocacy of a social order 
rooted in “honoring the male in all 
things.” Athena’s contention that dads 
count more since she was born from the 
forehead of hers hardly jibes with contem- 
porary feminist thought. But the Oresteia 
is not a gender feud. It’s about the 
wrenching of a civilized order — which 
was in Aeschylus’s time dominated by 
males, under the benevolent despotism of 
the gods — out of self-perpetuating vio- 
lence and chaos, “the old laws” that in the 
case of the Furies come in female guise. Is 
Roghaix suggesting to Aeschylus — as 
Athena does to the Furies — that he 
“change his image, become popular, win 
new friends”? QO

eath takes a holiday in 
Kiss of the Spider 
Woman, traveling to, 
among other places, a 
bright Brazilian jungle 
and crumbling tsarist Russia. Back home 
in the brutally repressive, scream-filled 





prison of Argentinian author Manuel 
Puig’s 1976 novel, she lurks, in the fabu- 
lous person of Chita Rivera, in slinky out- 
fits or a giant web, flexing her thighs and 
beckoning the miserable into her velvety, 
tangoing embrace. It’s not quite Spring- 
time for Hitler — Indian Summer for 
Pinochet, perhaps. 

Yes, I know, Kiss of the Spider Woman 
won seven 1993 Tonys and is considered a 
major victory for the long-haul creative 
process, having bounced back from a 
failed 1990 workshop production that was 
trounced by uninvited Broadway critics, 
only to be rethought by its creative team 
and ultimately triumph in Toronto, Lon- 
don, and New York. And it must be said 
for at least part of that team that this is 
probably the most ingenious and spectacu- 
lar mesh of a musical that could be made 
from the raw materials of political strug- 
gle, Big House despair, choreographed 
torture, homo- and heterosexual yearning, 
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THE STILL GLAMOROUS RIVERA cuts through her songs as if with a machete. 


mama love, symbolism, and fantasy rooted 
in old movies. 

But is Kiss of the Spider Woman, already 
softened as a film, meant for the blatant 
bounce and swirl of Broadway, even a 
Broadway slouching — well, bumping and 
kicking — toward substance? In the film, 
there is some separation between the grim, 
terrifying world of the prison — where 
apolitical, impudent, and flamboyantly gay 
window dresser Molina introduces his 
Marxist-revolutionary cellmate Valentin to 
the saving balm of imagination by unreel- 
ing for him the old movies in his head — 
and the flickery unguents themselves.

udevine, poet David Budbill’s 
fictional town in northern 
Vermont, is a poor man’s 
Grover’s Corners. In this one- 
horse hamlet, the sparrow 
welcomes the early morning sun, the river 
is a metaphor for time, and people bud like 
flowers. Elderly farm couple Raymond and 
Ann Miller rock on their front porch in or- 





gasmic bliss; the town madwoman, Lucy, 
jabbers to newcomers that her husband 
didn’t hang himself; and French lumber- 
man Antoine LaMotte pinches somebody’s 
tush with macho gusto. As in Thornton 
Wilder’s homage to the homebound, we are 
assured that things keep changin’ but re- 
mainin’ the same. I can’t vouch for that old 
saw’s metaphysical truth, but certainly 
these lyrical excursions into Americana 
never move an inch. Judevine is supposed 
to celebrate the rewards and vicissitudes of 
small-town New England. Actually it’s a re- 
minder that not all of Vermont’s sap is in 
its trees. 

Indeed, the play is so damned sugary 
that the appearance of a suicidal Vietnam 
vet or killer motorcycle gang is a welcome 
diversion from watching the town’s citizens 
blow kisses to nature. Budbill adapted his 
book of poems about Judevine in the man- 
ner of Dylan Thomas’s Under Milk Wood, 


though he hasn’t his influence’s sense of 
bitter irony or gift for dreamy imagery. A 
narrator (sometimes an actor playing Bud- 
bill himself) introduces us to characters 
who regale us with their backwoods adven- 
tures — modern touches include having 
the Judeviners talk back to the poet. And 
though we don’t get anybody as irritating 
as Wilder’s Stage Manager, Judevine mean- 
ders from would-be heartwarming vignette 
to predictable revelation without much 
build-up or tension. Then again, how could 
it supply anything novel with its round-up 
of general-store icons? The guy who owns 
the town’s only gas station and restaurant 
has a heart of gold, the woman who runs 
the drugstore is a lesbian, the auto mechan- 
ic is an amiable alcoholic, the town “bad 
girl” is accused of sleeping around and hit- 
ting one of her kids. 

Not all is cozy in Judevine. Workers talk 
about unemployment and family miseries, 
and economic development doesn’t seem to 
be helping the lower classes any. Yet Bud- 
bill is determined to be poetical rather than 
dramatic or political, which means that all 
Judevine’s woes are concealed under a rug 
of picturesque charm. People are droppin’ 
like flies, but so what? Ain’t it purdy up in 
these mountains? And though Budbill im- 
ports violence in the form of the disturbed 
Vietnam vet (is there any other kind in 
American drama?), this guy, like the other 
25 characters in the play, is too thinly 
drawn to be more than a literary conven- 
tion. What’s more, the poet’s verbiage is af- 
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bars like stars on stripes. To me, 
the juxtaposition of Puig’s brute, 
poetic reality with Broadway glitz 
is jarring and a bit grotesque. Evi- 
ta — which was also directed by 
Harold Prince — masterfully 
demonstrated the seductiveness of 
well-packaged repression. Here 
the police state is out of the box, 
slathering and whacking as its vic- 
tims scream in pain, escape 
through fantasy, and cha-cha with 
Chita. 

But, ah, Chita — no wonder the 
musical, even with Prince at the 


quired her (and its other star, pro-

Cabaret fame; most of it is brazen 
or sentimental, with slinky Latin 
fillips. But as Aurora, appearing in 
white tie and tails, a limy explo- 
sion of butt feathers, or the clingy, 
ropy drapings of the death-sym- 
bolizing Spider Woman (the one 
role in which Molina hates her), 
the 61-year-old, still glamorous 
Rivera cuts through her songs as 
if with a machete, her metallic 
alto, switchblade gams, helmet- 
headed chic, and indefatigable al- 
lure perfectly combining to create 
the Reaper as magisterial vamp. 
(Hey, maybe Chita should have 
played Lestat.) 

The Canadian actor Brent Carver 
received kudos for his more sensi- 
tive than campy rendition of Moli- 
na in the original production; Juan 
Chioran, who plays the role here, 
is pretty queenly in his kimono 
and scarves, but queenly with dig- 
nity — as well as a shrieky flair 
for librettist Terrence McNally’s 
one-liners and a lanky Jeff-Gold- 
blum-as-Peter-Pan grace. He sings 
well too. So does John Dossett, a 
baritone with a keening falsetto, as 
Valentin. But the character of the brave if 
macho revolutionary, who is liberated by 
fancy even as he introduces his strange 
bedfellow to valor, is as generic as his an- 
themic salute to La Causa, which is sung 
with the “Families of the Disappeared.” 

For all his flouncy shenanigans, Molina 
is, as he tells Valentin, “not a stupid man.” 
Neither is Kiss of the Spider Woman a 
stupid musical. Prince, who is a brilliant 
director, has cited Dennis Potter’s The

Director Nat Warren-White was part of 
the cast of Judevine’s first staged reading, 
back in 1980 at Princeton’s McCarter The- 
atre, and he has an obvious affection for 
the play. Alas, this choice of material 
doesn’t bode well for the creative future of 
a company that — albeit decades ago — 
used to do plays by Samuel Beckett and 
John Ashbery. And Warren-White doesn’t 
make a particularly compelling case for the 
script in this serviceable but sentimental, 
production. 

The cast of six youngish actors are game 
but limited, never quite giving the play’s 


characters enough eccentricity to make | 
them distinguishable from New England | 
stereotypes. At worst, Christopher von | 


Baeyer thinks screwing up your face and 
voice does the hard work of characteriza- 
tion. At best, Kristin Wold infuses some of 
her parts, among them Grace, the symboli- 
cally named floozie, with a sense of reality. 
Still, the performers aren’t the culprits — 
nobody could pull off figures like the saint- 
ly Millers, an aging couple whose farm and 
barnyard are wall-to-wall love. Judevine is 
so gooey that when a motorcycle gang ter- 
rorizes the Miller place, it comes off as an 
act of poetic justice.

olly Hughes made a 

name for herself in 1990 

as one of the so-called 

NEA Four, the group of 

performance artists 
whose works were deemed too obscene to 
merit a National Endowment grant. But 
almost a decade before she had honed her 
raunchy solo performance pieces to the 
point of driving Jesse Helms to distrac- 
tion, her second theaterwork, the deriva- 
tively monikered The Well of Horniness, 
debuted, according to the Triangle The- 
ater Company program, “in 15- to 20- 
minute chunks presented ad nauseam 
throughout the East Village.” Now direc- 
tor Sandra Heffley has assembled all the 
chunks (about an hour and half’s worth), 
as well as an able cast, to serve up a show 
that even the good senator from North 
Carolina would love. 

I’m kidding, of course. The Well of 
Horniness, which might be described as 
lesbian noir satire, finds more than one 
woman’s head between another’s pair of 
legs. And with a detective character 
named Garnet McClit, it’s not for the 
faint of sensuality or, thank God, the faint 
of pun. But it diverges from Hughes’s bet- 
ter-known oeuvre in that it’s an ensemble 
comedy without any political bones to 
pick. It’s only as calculated as the radio 
serial within it, also named The Well of 
Horniness, that unfolds in three episodes, 
with commercials, in order to send up les- 
bians and soap operas alike. 

Set in a small New England town, “a 
town like any other” as the narrator ex- 
plains, the soap’s the story of a girl named 
Vicki, an ambivalent bisexual, who’s about 
to marry a guy named Rod. Then she’s in- 
troduced to his sister, Georgette. Geor- 
gette and Vicki, it seems, once belonged 
to the same sorority, one that’s “not ex- 
actly pro-family.” They take to each other 


‘ 


WITH A DETECTIVE character named Gamet McClit, it’s not for 


over a plate of spaghetti. That is, they take 
each other, though by the time the meal is 
over, Georgette is dead in the coatroom 
and Vicki is the prime suspect. 

A simple enough premise, if it weren’t 
for certain complications. For one thing, 
Babs the coatcheck girl is a former lover 
of Georgette’s. For another, Hughes 
sends her heroine on the lam, away from 
heartbroken new husband Rod and into 
the Catatonic Mountains of New England. 
There, as fate would have it, she meets up 
with Georgette’s long-lost twin, who was 
abducted as a child and raised by rac- 
coons. Along the way Vicki encounters 
amnesia, prison, and the evil Babs dis- 
guised as a hospital nurse, before she’s 
tracked down by detective McClit, a self- 
described “lady dick,” who also takes a 
licking, er, liking to her. 

At the Triangle, this insane tale (1 
haven’t even mentioned the ping-pong 
balls) unravels on pedestrian black sets 
composed of nesting tables and little plat- 
forms that desperately seek to expand the 
theater’s postage-stamp-sized stage. 
There’s more texture in the sound design, 
a frisky combination of game-show theme 
songs, golden oldies, and the squeal of de- 
spair that, with soap-operatic enthusiasm, 
accompanies every mention of the phrase 
“the well of horniness.” Laurelann Porter’s 
choral arrangement, which might be de- 
scribed as prison doo-wop, makes the jail- 
house scene tastelessly and tunefully hilari- 
ous. 

The hapless Vicki is played by Maura 
O’Brien, who brings a certain Eve Ar- 
den—esque charm to her poodle-skirted 
character. (She’s described by another as 
“a real Breck girl.”) As carpet-salesman 
husband Rod, Laurelann Porter not only 
waxes exuberant over linoleum but gives 
such a note-perfect impersonation of an 
obtuse lunk that I wished she were playing 
all the characters. Monica Tecca’s narra- 
tor is, happily, not disinterested but glee- 
fully deadpan, especially when spouting 
such Hughes-isms as the observation that 
McClit “falls into a stupor — not as com- 
fortable as a futon, but all she could af- 
ford on her salary.” 

The rest of the ensemble — Beth Turn- 
er as Babs, Karen Malme as police chief 
Al Dente, Leslie Arnott as McClit, Joan 
Jubett as Babs, and Courtney B. Cronin in 
a menagerie of small parts — are equally 
charming. But the real star of the show is 
Heffley, whose direction is smart and 
whose sense of humor is as offensive as it 
ought to be. Q

Facing reality 


Lucy Grealy details the

confess I did my best to avoid Lucy 

Grealy’s Autobiography of a Face, an 

account of the childhood cancer that 

necessitated the removal of part of 

Grealy’s jaw and of the over 30 re- 
constructive operations she underwent in 
quest of a “normal” face. It wasn’t that the 
subject made me squeamish. It was that I 
expected the book to be either the equivalent 
of a TV-movie or a tract about society’s dic- 
tatorial standards of beauty 4 la Naomi 
Wolf. But after hearing the smart, tough 
things Grealy had to say during an interview 
on MTV’s Cindy Crawford show House of 
Style, I picked up the book. Autobiography 
of a Face is not only smart and tough, it’s 
clear-eyed, intuitive, roughly — even bitterly 
— lyrical, unsparing, and marked by the 
complete absence of self-pity. 

Grealy’s story is tough to categorize. It’s 
not really about illness or handicap 
(though it embodies aspects of both), and 
saying that it’s about self-perception im- 
plies that what she had to overcome was 
an image that existed only in her head. But 
her deformity was real, not imagined. (Al- 
though she’s far from grotesque. I waited 
on her a couple of times when I worked in 
a Cambridge bookstore a few years back. I 
remember a young woman with charming, 
almost pixieish features and an elongated 
lower face indented on the right side.) 

Grealy’s experience can’t be dissolved in 
warm homilies about learning to accept 
yourself or adopting a wider definition of 
beauty. She doesn’t engage in finger point- 
ing; she knows there’s a reason people 
stared at her. But Autobiography of a Face 
speaks to the mixture of fear and fascination 
that deformity stirs up in us — our tenden- 
cy to want to pity the deformed. For me, the 
book’s most devastating moment occurs 
when Grealy is approached by a panhandler 
who, shocked by her appearance, stuffs 
some bills in her hand and hurries off. 

Writing about people’s reactions to her 


| as a child, Grealy says, “Wherever I 
| went... I was never overlooked . . . and I 


discovered that people were embarrassed 
when I caught them looking at me.” It’s 
uncomfortable to read that. At one time or 
another, we’ve all been one of those staring 
people. And if the shock of coming upon a 
deformity (especially a child’s) isn’t a fair 
test of our tact or tolerance, our willingness 


to stare can’t help shaking any notions we 
harbor about our own liberality. 

But Grealy doesn’t let herself off the 
hook either. She continues, “I knew I pos- 
sessed a certain power . . . I stared right 
back . . . with my big blue eyes, which ap- 
peared even bigger now that I’d lost 
weight and now that, without bone to 
shape it, the right side of my face was 
starting to sink in. They always looked 
away quickly, trying to pretend they hadn’t 
been staring.” She’s acknowledging a 
childish narcissism and manipulation in 
her stare at the same time she’s talking 
about the pain of being singled out for 
something that isn’t her fault. She’s a child 
experiencing an adult revelation: the un- | 
fairness of the belief that exactly what we 
are shows on our faces. 

The book’s power comes from the au- 
thor’s ability to put you on all sides at once. 
Dealing with material that invites senti- 
mentality and self-pity, Grealy is always a 
writer first. She’s writing about the most 
intimate of topics, but she’s beholden to 
the conviction that it’s a writer’s job to un- 
derstand more than just her own experi- 
ence. Her passages on the agonies of 
chemotherapy are concerned less with say- 
ing, “This is what I went through,” than 
with capturing the precise quality of the ex- 
perience. It’s not detached writing. Just the 
opposite. But it is piercing and observant. 

On the subject of her family life, Grealy 
is wrenching. She writes about what her 
illness brought out of her parents. She had 
to deal with her mother’s disappointment 
that she couldn’t always tough out what 
she was going through, as well as her fa- 
ther’s being so devastated he was barely 
able to visit her in the hospital. There was 
also her own guilt over the knowledge of 
what her illness was doing to the family’s 
finances. But no blame is meted out here. 
Grealy knows her parents were whammied 
twice: once by her ordeal and again by the 
way it focused just how far short of their 
hopes their lives had fallen. 

A writer needs to approach this sort of 
subject the way an actor approaches play- | 
ing someone with a handicap: by refusing | 
to let it define your performance. Grealy | 
no more “writes” her deformity than 
Daniel Day-Lewis, in My Left Foot, | 
“played” Christy Brown’s cerebral palsy. | 
Lucy Grealy’s book is about how her own 
face became a disguise, and like a terrific 
piece of acting, it aims to divest itself of all 
disguises. It’s a heroic book, not for any 
phony, clammy uplift but for its tough, 
hard-won honesty. Grealy’s earned the 
right to like what she sees. Q

il Pontius went to Mobius 
last Saturday night ex- 
pecting to see a dance 
performance. Instead, he 
found himself sitting at a 
table in the gallery outside the perfor- 
mance space, coloring in a xeroxed image 
of St. Peter’s crucifixion, from a Renais- 
sance drawing by Jusepe de Ribera. He

met and wrote “Drop-kick me, Jesus, 
through the goalposts of life” above him. 

“Just like people take their football too 
seriously,” Pontius explained, “they can 
take their religion too seriously.” 

Nearby, Betsy Shapiro-Gilmore applied 
a red crayon to a reproduction of Picasso’s 
War and Peace, which features a sword- 
wielding fighter slaying a foe. Shapiro- 
Gilmore had given the victor breasts: “The 
woman can be a warrior too. It’s the wom- 
an’s ideals overcoming the blind brute 
force in the world.” 

Pontius and Shapiro-Gilmore are two 
of many contributors to artist Linda 
Graetz’s “Images of Man,” the final in a 
series of installations she calls “The Great 
Wall of Art.” For each installation, Graetz 
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provides black-and-white images repro- 
duced from great works of art, plus 
crayons, pencils, and pastels to color them 
with. Anyone who stops by Mobius may 
contribute, Previous installments have in- 
cluded images of women and entire walls 
papered with Michelangelo’s rendition of 
God from the Sistine Chapel, Munch’s 
The Scream, Mabuse’s The Temptation, 
and Diirer’s Hands of the Apostle. 

“So much of what we see is repeated 
images, out of context, that still have 
meaning to us,” Graetz notes, adding that 
people respond to the pictures not because 
they belong on museum walls but because 
they come from a lexicon of images that 
inform us about who we are — “This is 
not a response to art, but a response to 
iconography.” Michelangelo’s deity has 
come to represent God to many of us. The 
“Images of God” installation documents 
us as we grapple with anger and faith. One 
drawing makes God measly in the huge 
hand of some larger creator. Another has 
him hastily reaching for a button beneath 
the sign “Create your own planet. If you 
fuck up, push the panic button.” 

Graetz traces the origins of “The Great 
Wall of Art” back to her days in graduate 
school in Houston. “I interviewed people 
on how people make meaning out of art. 
There were a lot of people intimidated, 
who felt that the museum labels had to tell 
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them whatever they

Graetz’s first effort 
at bringing the art 


an ‘Instant Art Show.’ 
I set up a gallery space 
and had paints and 
materials available. 
The first 20 people 
who came were going 
to be the ‘New Artists 
of the ’90s.’ I had a 
hard time getting 25 
people all night. Give 
adults a blank paper 
and unh-uh.” She 
shakes her head. “But 
they respond to im- 
ages. The following 
year, we had 150 
copies of The Scream. 
Given that little help 
— it gives something 
for people to respond 
to.” Viewers were an- 
gry, she adds, because 
she ran out of copies for them to color. 

It’s risky business, handing crayons and 
nude drawings over to the public — even 
if that public is a sophisticated Mobius au- 
dience. Graetz refused to use a full-frontal 
nude in “Images of Woman” because she 
didn’t want to tempt fate. Even so, in that 
installation “there were things I was 
shocked at. I put them all up. I have to 
sort through all the information I’m get- 
ting, and it all is responding to my piece. 
There’s a lot of discontent, but there’s also 
compassion and sensitivity.” 

And, yes, given the opportunity to color, 
children have gotten involved too — “We 
had a lot of kids at ArtRages this year.” 
This year’s image was the Hands of the 
Apostle. “A friend of mine’s daughter — 
she’s seven years old — had the hands and 
drew a figure in the background that had 
long hair and a dress on one side and 
short hair on the other. It was half-man, 
half-woman. I said, ‘This looks like two 
different people. Is it someone you know?’ 
And she said ‘Yeah.’ ‘An imaginary per- 
son?’ I asked, and she nodded. ‘Someone 
that you made up?’ And she shook her 
head. ‘Now, give me a hint.’ And she 
leaned into me and whispered, ‘Dog 
spelled backward.’ ” 

Graetz leans back and smiles. “She got 
it,” she exclaims. “She got the whole 
project!” Q

Japan’s classic noh drama

ROBES FROM THE LUCY TRUMAN 
ALDRICH COLLECTION.” At the Mu- 
seum of Art, Rhode Island School of De- 
sign, Providence, through January 22. 


n the early 1920s, when Lucy 
Aldrich was in her 50s, she risked 
Oriental train wrecks and kidnap- 
pings in her quest for things beauti- 
ful. Despite journeying around the 
world three times and making nearly 50 
visits to Europe, Aldrich would refer to 
herself merely as “an old woman who has 
traveled.” She was congenitally deaf, but 


| she had a discerning eye — particularly 





when it came to textiles and costumes 
from Asia. 

Fortunately for us, Aldrich gave her en- 
tire collection of more than 1000 fabric 
items to the Museum of Art at the Rhode 


Island School of Design before her death, 
in 1955. Key among this vast collection 
are the 47 noh costumes, which date from 
the 18th and early 19th centuries and are 
currently on display together for the first 
time in 60 years. 

During the Muromachi shogunate 
(1333-1568), the Japanese noh plays 
evolved from simple folk tale performances 
into ponderous productions with orches- 
tra, chorus, and elaborately garbed actors. 
The shogun required each of his daimyo 
(baron-like lords) to have his own noh 
troupe in residence. These actors chanted 
their tales and moved about a bare stage in 
specific cadence for as long as three hours 
at a time. The plays’ characters were de- 
fined by the actors’ movements, by the 


- particular masks they wore, and, of 


course, by the magnificent robes. 

It’s easy to marvel at the exquisite 
craftsmanship and glittering color of these 
creations, but to appreciate fully Aldrich’s 





collection, you need to slow down, take 
some deep breaths, and get into the mood 
of noh. To help with the transition, RISD 
is screening a videotape of three of the 
shorter noh plays. The museum has also, 
through judicious low-level lighting and by 
creating a winding pathway skirted with 
large, translucent ink drawings of tradi- 
tional wooden pavilions and bridges, 
transformed a cavernous gallery into an 
intimate setting that evokes the drama of 
noh. 

RISD curator of costume and textiles 
Susan Hay says she doesn’t have a favorite 
— “They are just all so beautiful.” She 
adds, “The robes add a layer of suggestion 
to the noh drama. The audience looks at 
them and remembers all kinds of poetry. 
One robe has images of chrysanthemums, 
which are the quintessential flowers of au- 
tumn. Autumn is the season of memories, 
the season of the ending of the year, so 
there’s a certain nostalgia and melancholy 
associated with chrysanthemums. And the 
Japanese audiences think of all these 
things when they see this robe.” Nearby 
there’s a deep blue kariginu or hunting 
cloak, which was used during the 19th- 
century Edo period; it’s decorated with 
willow trees and swallows, which are 
harbingers of spring. Cherry blossoms on 
a woman’s robe also suggest springtime. 

As in Elizabethan drama, the noh actors 
were all men, so there had to be a way to 
distinguish the male and female characters 
other than with the finely carved wooden 
masks (several of which are included in 
this exhibit). The robes for women’s char- 


acters are generally decorated with flow- 
ing, organic designs; the male costumes 
have geometric designs, storm clouds, or 
rushing water. One atsuita, a man’s small- 
sleeved robe, in brilliant greens and or- 
anges, is boldly decorated with arrows. 

You want to get up close to see all this. 
With the exception of three robes that have 
embroidered decorations, the intricate im- 
agery has been woven in multiple layers di- 
rectly into each one-of-a-kind fabric. Ikat- 
dyed silk threads, gold foil wrapped paper 
threads, and extra wefts of colorful silk 
thread have been combined to produce 
these shimmering garments in a profusion 
of colors. Even after a hundred years, the 
colors remain vibrant; the gold-leaf 
threads sparkle and the birds and flowers 
seem alive. 

To accompany the Aldrich exhibit, the 
museum has planned a full spectrum of 
special lectures, Japanese dance recitals, 
and music and mask-making events. It is 
also showing, in an adjacent gallery, a se- 
lection of 19th- and eatly-20th-century 
American and European prints and draw- 
ings that were influenced by the then new- 
ly discovered art of Japan. And on no ac- 
count should you fail to go to level five of 
the museum to sit and commune with the 
12th-century 10-foot-tall wooden Di- 
amichi-Nori Buddha. QO

The music is still bigger than the message

ock and roll works its political ef- 
fects obliquely or not at all. To 
put that another way: if it’s too 
political, it’s not art. Art can’t 
preach a program or an ideology. 
It reaches beyond immediate questions of 
politics, even crucial ones like war and 
peace, racial harmony, freedom of choice. 
It doesn’t instruct in good and evil except to 
confuse good and evil. And the real confu- 
sion comes when as a white Jew you find 
Public Enemy’s Chuck D.’s words in your 
own mouth: “Crucifixion ain’t no 
fiction/So-called chosen frozen.” 

The music is bigger than PE, just as the 
tale is always bigger than the teller. In that 
sense you could say that art is the last 
refuge of a scoundrel. The ecstasies rock 
and roll provokes, its spiritual depth, truly 
are beyond fear and desire, good and evil. 
But to say that great art — and great rock 
and roll — is beyond good and evil isn’t to 
absolve it of responsibility. Pop is a democ- 
racy, after all, and the ecstasies come not 
from beauty but from an experience of the 
sublime, where individuality is cherished 
even as differences dissolve. Or as Kurt 
Cobain put it: “All in all is all we are.” 

The most political rock and roll I ever 
heard was the rap of N.W.A and Public En- 


| emy. I couldn’t tell what these rappers were 


for or against (except that they didn’t have 
a lot of patience with police or white people 


| in general). What I do remember is the ec- 
| static fury of the music, and a point of view 
| that subsumed all points of view. It was 
| music so furious that — in its noise and 
| beats, in the way the words were shaped in 
| the rappers’ mouths — its force was unde- 
| niable. The attitudes of its lyrics shocked 


me even as I felt sucked in by the vortex of 
the music itself. 

It wasn’t that the music pointed me to- 
ward some new truth; it was that even as it 


| played, I no longer knew what was true. 
| This wasn’t the old “protest music” game 


— where the song said something I felt 
needed saying, or where I heard my own 
values affirmed. Under their force of their 
torrent, my own values eroded until I was 
left with nothing. I had to start over. 


On the first four tracks of N.W.A’s 1988 
album Straight Outta Compton, documen- 
tary realism, satire and caricature, beats 
and rhymes, brought immediate empathy 
for every point of view: the swaggering 
gangsta, the fearful inhabitants of the inner 
city, even the fear that must be felt by the 
cops who were being dissed and blown 
away. Overriding all was the then-new per- 
sona of the gangsta, an affront to liberal no- 
tions of social reform. This was not the ac- 
tivist militant speaking, not Malcolm X or 
even Huey P. Newton. It was the outlaw, 
saying, in effect, “I’m your worst night- 
mare. What are you gonna do about it?” 

It was confounding. The music invited 
me in — I didn’t feel excluded but includ- 
ed. It made me feel closer to a part of black 
life even as it forced me to acknowledge my 
own fears, fears that were at base racist. 
“Here’s a little something ’bout a nigger 
like me/never should of 
been let out the peniten- 
tiary,” bellows Ice Cube. 

“I’m the muthafucka 

that you read 

about/takin’ a life or 

two/that’s what the hell I 

do.” Or, as he says later, “Do I look like a 
muthafuckin’ role model?” 

Political? Straight Outta Compton re- 
vealed to me notions I didn’t even know I 
had. The same goes for Public Enemy. 
They first hit me as Rosie Perez danced 
across the opening credits of Spike Lee’s 
Do the Right Thing to “Fight the Power.” 
Even knowing the personalities involved, I 
was still shocked at the sequence’s effect. 
This was a point of view I identified as 
black in a way I couldn’t say about other 
films. There was something about the way 
Perez was shot, from a low angle. She tow- 
ered. And her movements were confronta- 
tional and celebratory at once. It was a 
black attitude I hadn’t seen in any other 
film, bigger than Lee’s own sniping inter- 
views, more effective than the little PE I had 
heard previously on records. In the body of 
the film, though it acknowledged Holly- 
wood production values and melodramatic 
conventions, the details continued to make 
the difference. I was convinced I had never 
seen so much black life on the screen. 

Nineteen-ninety’s Fear of a Black Planet 


was similarly shocking. The prejudices were 
small-minded — the misogyny, anti- 
Semitism, homophobia — but the argu- 
ment of the music was large. There was hu- 
mor in the pathetic satire of “911 Is a 
Joke,” and in Flavor Flav’s rejection of 
Driving Miss Daisy as a movie for black 
people. But in the middle of “Burn Holly- 
wood Burn,” another fury took over, pro- 
pelled by Chuck D.’s King Kong declama- 
tions. By the time he was shouting “Turn 
me loose!” all hell had broken loose. On 
first listen, I heard the album as a threat to 
the cops. On a second listen, it was rock 
and roll, a celebration, a liberating explo- 
sion of rhythmic noise and rhyme. 

No rap since has had the same political 
force for me, the liberating force of reveal- 
ing me to myself. Of course, everyone has 
his or her own moments of revelation. For 
you it might be the Geto Boys’ “Mind Play- 

ing Tricks on Me” or 
Cypress Hill’s “How I 
Could Just Kill a Man.” 
But for the most part, 
the gangsta persona has 
become all-caricature 
with no bite. And the 
music doesn’t cut it. 

“It’s easy to write something angry, it’s 
easy to write something sincere,” the ’60s 
“protest singer” Tom Paxton once told me. 
“It’s hard to write something good.” The 
more political forms of rap have been nei- 
ther sincere nor good. 

Writer Stanley Booth points to Carl 
Perkins’s 1956 hit “Blue Suede Shoes” as 
deeply political, a liberation of conscious- 
ness as important as the Emancipation 
Proclamation: “The success of ‘Blue Suede 
Shoes’ among Afro-Americans represented 
an actual grass-roots acknowledgment of a 
common heritage, an overcoming of pover- 
ty and lack of style, an act of forgiveness, of 
redemption.” As Greil Marcus reads it, 
“The song took in the social energies of 
change, desire, fear, jeopardy, of hatred of 
difference and ambivalence toward it, too, 
and said: A new day is dawning. Now, 
without embarrassment, we can all dress up 
in new clothes.” 

Or, in the formulations of N.W.A and 
PE: to acknowledge your fear is to be liber- 
ated. Turn me loose! Political rock and roll 
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aba 
need only acknowledge cultural realities | 


and make some sense of them, even if the 


best sense to be offered is Johnny Rotten’s | 
“I wanna be/anarchy!” One generation | 
greets a new era with “Blue Suede Shoes,” 


another with “New Rose.” In some cases, 
the particulars of time and place disappear 
entirely. Marcus cites Jon Landau’s review 
of Bob Dylan’s John Wesley Harding in 
1968. In the midst of Vietnam, Dylan re- 
leased an album that, as Landau points out, 
features no explicit protests against the war 
or particular songs about the war. And yet, 
“Dylan exhibits a profound awareness of 
the war and how it is affecting all of us.” 
On this, the album that yielded “All Along 
the Watchtower,” he acknowledges the war 
“by . . . attempting not to speak falsely.” 


The same could be said of Nirvana’s | 


Nevermind, which was produced during the 


Gulf War. Hendrix’s most eloquent Viet- | 


nam protest is his purely instrumental “Ma- 
chine Gun,” by turns mournful and en- 


raged. Janis Joplin was an early feminist | 
heroine not merely by her manner of | 


singing the blues but by her manner of pre- 


senting herself. She presented a new stan- | 


dard of beauty. 

Even in the most explicitly political of 
songs, the message can get confused, or 
lost. Springsteen’s “Born in the U.S.A.” 
was adopted as patriotic jingoism when it 
was in fact a cry of despair. L7’s pro-choice 
call to action, “Pretend We’re Dead,” could 
come across as nothing more than female 
punk-metal necrology if you’re not listen- 
ing. On the other hand, Ministry’s Psalm 
69 or Nine Inch Nails’ Pretty Hate Machine 
are souvenirs of the Reagan-Bush years that 
protest more through their unrelenting 
black-smoke belching sound than anything 
explicit in their lyrics. They nearly give off 
the scent of burnt flesh. Psalm 69 provides 
an obligatory Bush sample just in case you 
don’t get the message of that martial stomp, 
the sirens and screams in the night. 

Sinéad O’Connor makes one explicit 
statement on a network comedy show and 
her gesture is enveloped in embarrassment 
and scandal. Divorced from the context of 
her art, her gesture was lost except as a 
preaching to the converted. Performing her 
“Fire in Babylon” on Letterman, she made a 
more subtle play against the abuse of moth- 
er and “mother” Church, and her shouts of 
“Fire!” in the final chorus became a sound- 
ing of the alarm, a wake-up call. 

But art goes beyond the moment, and it 
doesn’t guarantee that the audience will 





have a change of heart, or that the artist will | 


vote for the right politician. Wagner’s vi- 
sionary Ring Cycle was an inspiration to 


Hitler. We can experience the sublime in art | 


— how do we take that enlightenment back 


into the political world? Kurt Cobain wor- | 
ried about “the kind of people” Nirvana | 
would attract once they achieved massive | 
popularity. In our ’60s way, we used to take | 


it for granted that as rock-and-roll fans we 


all loved the same beautiful things. Rock and | 


roll was politics, it was about integration or 
Vietnam, no matter what the lyrics said. 
Now, meanings have fragmented along 
with the music. Old anthems like “Blowin’ 
in the Wind” or “If 1 Had a Hammer” have 
passed with styles as well as the events that 
gave them context. Barry Maguire’s “Eve of 
Destruction” lives because it’s good rock 
and because rock always worships the gods 


of destruction. The gestures of rock can be | 


subversive even when they’re not specifical- 


ly political. When the Dead Kennedys’ | 
“Holiday in Cambodia” came out, I wasn’t | 
moved to political action, and my con- | 


sciousness wasn’t raised, but I was taken 


with the lurid punk perversity of the single | 
sleeve — a photo of a Cambodian lynching, | 
the corpse about to be mutilated. This was | 
the stuff of old tabloid police photos — the | 


victim objectified, little more than a “sight.” 


Other times, it takes only a gentle whis- | 
per of a dissonant surf tune like Sonic | 
Youth’s “Expressway to Yr Skull,” with its | 
sweet opening line, “We’re gonna kill the | 
California girl,” to crumble empires in your | 


consciousness. Music may never overthrow 
a government, but the flames of conscious- 
ness need to be fanned. 


Lester Bangs once wrote an essay called | 


“The White Noise Supremacists,” about the 


racism within rock. He may have offered | 
the last best hope for the political force of | 
rock and roll, a kind of negative virtue. It’s | 


not, he said, “because you want to think 
that rock ’n’ roll can save the world but be- 


cause since rock ’n’ roll is bound to stay in | 


your life you would hope to see it reach 


some point where it might not add to the | 
cruelty and exploitation already in the | 
world. In a place where people are as walled | 
off from one another as we are in America | 
now, all you can do is try to make some | 


sort of simple, humble, and finally private 


beginning.”

ixing politics and rock music 
always makes for a volatile 
chemistry. Too much rock 
cheapens the politics; too 
much politics undermines 
the rock. And when the proportions are 
just right, the byproduct is hard to control. 
Woodstock’s anti-war love-in quickly mu- 
tated into the tragedy of Altamont. The 





| Sex Pistols explosion blew the band apart 


before they could spread anarchy in the 


| USA (even if it did scatter plenty of shrap- 
| nel). And rap, the latest bastion of political 
| pop, has been fraught with in-fighting and 


serious credibility problems. The point 
where art and politics meet is littered with 
casualties, burnouts, and reminders — 
great albums, paintings, and books — of 
those who beat a hasty retreat, settling for 
something less than the revolution they’d 


| hoped for. 


Jello Biafra — the nasal-voiced, acid- 
witted cultural terrorist who emerged in 
1978 fronting one of America’s most im- 
portant, controversial, and misunderstood 
punk bands, San Francisco’s Dead 
Kennedys — is one of the few who’s man- 


| aged to stick to his guns at the crossroads. 


| larger political establishment 


| went on to become an outspo- 
| ken opponent of all forms of 





In 1979, in between writing anti-anthems 
like “Let’s Lynch the Landlord” and “Hol- 
iday in Cambodia,” he mounted a cam- 
paign for mayor of San Francisco. He lost, 
but as he’s enjoyed pointing out on his 
many spoken-word/lecture performances, 
he did get his name on the ballot — plus a 
platform that included banning private 
transportation and legalizing 
squatting. 

The Dead Kennedys went on 
to become a provocative fixture £ 
on the punk scene, as did Bi- 
afra’s indie label Alternative 
Tentacles. Through songs like 
“Nazi Punks Fuck Off” they put 
the punk establishment on no- 
tice while lashing out at the 


with anti-fascist fervor in clas- 
sics like “California tiber Alles.” 
Then, on June 2, 1986, Biafra 
was thrust into a new leadership 
role when he was charged with 
“Distribution of harmful matter 
to minors.” The case stemmed 
from a poster of a painting by 
H.R. Giger that was included in 
the Dead Kennedys’ album 
Frankenchrist, and it heralded in 
an era of unprecedented clamp- 
downs on artistic freedoms. Jel- 
lo joined the NEA Gang of 
Four, Robert Mapplethorpe, 
and the 2 Live Crew as some of 
the familiar casualties. 

Biafra beat the rap, lost his 
band, almost lost his shirt, and 


censorship and a spokesperson 
for underground culture. (At 
this year’s South by Southwest 
music conference he delivered 
one of the sharpest, most co- 
gent descriptions of how major 
labels destroy rock bands that 
I’ve ever heard.) His spoken- 
word albums, 1987’s No More 


Minds for a Living, and the new 
Beyond the Valley of the Gift 
Police (all Alternative Tenta- 
cles), are part Lenny Bruce- 
style agit-comedy, part yippie- 
style prankster, and all articu- 
late rant against the politics of 
deceit and control. His label re- 
mains an important indie out- 
post, and he’s been part of sev- 
eral musical projects since 
1990: Jello Biafra with D.O.A.’s 
Last Scream of the Missing 
Neighbors EP; Jello Biafra with 
No Means No’s The Sky Is 
Falling and I Want My 
Mommy; and Jello Biafra and 





vasion (all Alternative Tentacles). 

Earlier this year, Biafra paid the price 
for the mainstream media profile he’s ac- 
quired as a free-speech proponent when a 
gang of punk thugs screaming “sellout” 
attacked him at the Gillman Street Project, 
a punk club in Berkeley. It was an act that 
can best be described as cruder attempt 
from the other side of the aisle to censor 
an unpopular voice. It didn’t work either. 

“America, land of the greed and home of 
the hate; three strikes, you’re out; just say 
no to Mexicans; just say no to free health 
care; and many people voted for Clinton in 
’92 in hopes that he would fix our racked- 
up judiciary system, but now that there’s 
over 200 openings in the lower federal 
court system, Clinton has filled them with 
nobody. And Richard 
Nixon before he died 
predicted that the win- 
ner of the 1996 presi- 
dential election will be 
Pete Wilson . . .” That’s 
what you’ll hear before 
the beep on Biafra’s answering machine. If 
the 36-year-old punk patriarch picks up 
the phone, here’s some of what he’ll say. 


Q: You grew up in Boulder, Colorado; 
what happened there to forge Jello Biafra? 

A: My parents chose to let me be ex- 
posed to what was going on around me in- 
stead of acting like typical Eisenhower era 
parents and trying to shield their kids from 
anti-war protests and things like that. I 
think part of the reason so many people 
my age turned out so clueless is that their 
parents didn’t let them get a full whiff of 
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what was going on. That wasn’t the case 
in my family. 

Q: So you didn’t have the typical rebel- 
lious childhood? 

A: It was a state of siege growing up 
with my parents: their political views 
weren’t necessarily reflected in the way 
they ran a household, but we get along 
okay now. It’s kind of sad to run into peo- 
ple who blame their problems on their par- 
ents. At some point you’ve got to say fuck 
it and learn how to make the damage work 
for you. But television tells you that some- 
thing must be wrong with you if you’re not 
blissfully happy: it’s a myth that’s used to 
control people by making them feel inade- 
quate. Think of what it would do to what’s 
left of our economy if people woke up en 
masse and realized their real illness is be- 
lieving too much of what they see on TV. 

Q: Would you like to see more bands ad- 
dressing issues like that? 

A: Yeah, some people think it’s too 
preachy, but as things got worse than even 
my own songs predicted, some of the rap- 
pers really hit the nail on the head by say- 
ing, “Hell yeah, I’m preaching: some- 
body’s got to tell you what the hell’s going 
on.” I agree. It’s up to the artists, the mu- 
sicians, the underground ’zine writers, ev- 
erybody’s got to tell people what’s really 
going on. If that’s preaching, too fucking 
bad. 

Q: Have you and Alter- 
native Tentacles fully re- 
covered from the 
Frankenchrist controver- 
sy? 

A: Well, a lot of chain 
stores kicked everything with Alternative 
Tentacles’ and Dead Kennedys’ names off 
their shelves and never let us back in. 
Ironically, it was after the trial ended and 
the charges were dismissed that all these 
people threw us out. So it’s been a lasting 
problem for us. 

It’s also put me on edge about some of 
the proposals being floated by the same 
yuppie weasel president who recently said 
he’d okay a school-prayer amendment. Bill 
Clinton has also said he’d like to see a 
legally rated mandate system put on al- 
bums. The way that works on movies is 
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that you have to go through the Motion 
Picture Association of America, which 
costs six to 10 million dollars a year to be 
a member of. So that’s basically a cartel 
that locks out low-budget independent 
filmmakers with interesting ideas. 

What would that do to Alternative Ten- 
tacles? We refuse to Tipper-sticker our al- 
bums. Right now there’s a bill pending in 
Pennsylvania that would classify the 
Parental Advisory sticker as a legal defini- 
tion of an X rating, a legal admission of 
obscenity, and would prosecute people un- 
der 18 for possession of one of those re- 
leases. There’s also been religious-right- 
backed ballot initiatives to try and give ob- 
scenity statutes back to the individual 
counties and cities instead of the state and 
federal government. Then an area run by a 
group of fanatic lunatics could classify 
something Jewish or black as being ob- 
scene. 

Q: Are you surprised by the recent suc- 
cess of Green Day and Offspring? 

A: It had to happen sooner or later. 
Look how long it took rhythm and blues to 


burst into the national consciousness 


through Elvis. 

Q: Why now? 

A: There were two reasons the major la- 
bels decided to accept punk and even 
grunge. First, the independents had gotten 
so powerful in Europe that those artists 
didn’t need major labels anymore, and the 
majors didn’t want to see that here. 

Second, kids were starting to buy Public 
Enemy, Ice-T, and N.W.A, and .. . “We 
can’t have them listening to that! We can’t 
have them seeing just what a farce this 
country’s really become and how it not only 
threatens black people’s lives but every- 
body’s lives. So instead we’ll sign some al- 
ternative bands and hope that they all stick 
to shoegazer lyrics so people can just be 
caught up in this ‘Life is a bummer’ trip.” 
The powers that be want to emphasize self- 
absorbed lyrics. Pop culture has a long his- 
tory of that. They would much rather have 
kept selling the Kingston Trio than Bob Dy- 
lan. I think this time around some of the 
bands the majors picked up have more of a 
consciousness and worldliness to them than 
the majors really expected . . . Nirvana and 
L7 come to mind. 

Q: Is there a downside to 
punk getting popular? 
| A: I haven’t been outside the 

bay area since my knee got 
wrecked (in the Gillman Street 
incident) so I don’t really know 
how it’s affecting other parts of 
the country, but here the sad- 
dest part is that there’s been a 
mass xenophobia on the part of 
a small but powerful group of 
old-scenesters. A witch hunt 
has been decreed on anybody 
who doesn’t agree with Maxi- 
mum Rock and Roll about the 
wickedness of major labels. But 
you can’t fight it by coming on 
like a bunch of grumpy nuns 
with rolling pins saying you’re 
politically incorrect if you go 
near a major label. Bands just 
say fuck you to that, especially 
when they know that the people 
making those rules have a more 
comfortable living situation. 
Our economy has become so 
bad that music has become to 
middle-class white people what 
basketball can be to Harlem 
kids. 

“California iiber Alles” was 
my reaction to hippies becom- 
ing conservative, and I’m hav- 
ing the same reaction to punk 
conservatism. I will rebel 
against that just as intensely. 
When people act like clowns, 
they deserve to be made fun of. 

The only thing I think some- 
body in my position can do is 
warn them how labels rip off 
their artists. Even as late as this 
summer, Green Day pointed 
out that they were making far 
less money than they did when 
they toured the underground- 
club circuit and their records 
came out on Lookout. 

But everybody has their 
price. I would sign with a ma- 
jor tomorrow for the right 
price. I would offer them a 
vinyl-only album, no video, no 


CNN. Otherwise I’m better off 
working for myself. People 
who sign on the dotted line 
forget that once you sign, you 
cease to be an artist and be- 
come an employee. Q

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NINE INCH NAILS: 
RAMPAGING REZNOR 


A half-dozen songs into Saturday’s 
sold-out Nine Inch Nails perfor- 
mance at Boston Garden, Trent 
Reznor looked as if he might call it 
quits. The band’s ultrasonic industri- 
al percussion was drowning out the 
guitars and turning his vocals into a 
soupy, barely audible echo. Even 
their most aggressive material — 
“Mr. Self Destruct,” “March of the 
Pigs,” and “Reptile” from this year’s 
The Downward Spiral; “Gave Up” 
from 1992’s Broken (both TVT/In- 
terscope) — couldn’t penetrate the 
din. 

Reznor seemed more preoccupied 
with the audience and the Garden’s 
reserved-seating-only policy (read: 
no mosh pit). After opening with 
“Mr. Self Destruct,” he taunted the 
crowd: “I know you have to stay in 
your fucking seats, but that doesn’t 
mean you have to be a bunch of fuck- 
ing pussies.” Then he turned his frus- 
tration inward. He cracked himself 
on the head with the microphone, 
stumbled and cowered on the floor, 
writhed atop the monitors, clutched 
the mike stand like a man caught in a 
hurricane. 

The frustration reached a climax in 
“Happiness in Slavery,” with Reznor 
abandoning his vocals and meander- 
ing aimlessly about the stage over- 
turning equipment, then leaving the 
stage. “We should not be playing in 
this fucking place,” he moaned from 
somewhere in the blackness. “Not 
that I didn’t realize it before.” 

Seeing Reznor go to pieces, of 
course, is part of what you pay for. 
It’s similar to the attraction of open- 
ers the Jim Rose Circus (“It’s a sick 
world and we’re all freaks,” Rose de- 
clared). Reznor walked a tightrope, 
balancing salvation and self-destruc- 
tion in a claustrophobic zone of de- 
spair and angst. When he’s on his 
game he’s every bit as compelling as 
Rose’s sword swallower. “We'll play 
this show . . . the show must go on,” 
he finally decided. “But this is not for 
me — it’s for you.” 

As the band returned behind a 
scrim that doubled as a movie screen, 


| the first 30 rows or so responded by 


ripping up chairs, turning the floor of 
the Garden into de facto general ad- 
mission. During the haunting, (most- 
ly) acoustic wrist slasher “Hurt,” an 


illuminated Reznor was dwarfed by 


images of corpses, public hangings, 
nuclear holocaust, and time-lapse 
shots of a dog convulsing, dying, and 
decomposing into a pile of fluff. At 
the song’s turbulent close the screen 
became a pool of rippling water, and 
a bird swooped down as if to pluck a 
fish from beneath the surface. 
Reznor’s spotlight went out as the 
bird’s beak engulfed him — gulp, 
he’s gone — and the time-lapse re- 
versed to bring the dog back to life. 
Whether it was the death-and-resur- 
rection allusions, or the sight of liberat- 
ed chairs floating atop the crowd (are- 
na trashing has become Lollapalooza 
Nation’s answer to the fall of the Berlin 
Wall), or the crowd surfers, Reznor 
seemed transformed. As he broke into 
“Wish,” he ditched the gloom and 
bounced along in time with the pogo- 
ing mass in front of him. The touring 
version of Nine Inch Nails proved itself 
formidable: “Down in It” and “Head 
like a Hole,” from Pretty Hate 
Machine, held their own with newer 
abrasions like “I Do Not Want This.” 
By the time Reznor sang “I swear I just 
found everything I need/The sweat in 
your eyes, the blood in your veins are 
listening to me” (from “The Only 
Thing”), he sounded positively tri- 
umphant. And that was a new twist: 
Reznor rarely seems to find salvation 
on disc. Each redemption is fraught 
with some new damnation — he 
trades one set of chains for another. 
But before an encore that included 
the MTV hit “Closer,” the Joy Divi- 
sion cover “Dead Souls” from The 
Crow soundtrack, and “Something I

Can Never Have,” he was uncharac- 
teristically enthusiastic, thanking the 
crowd and then joining it with a stage 
dive.

Only Reznor knows 
for sure. But it hardly mattered — 
the crowd got what it came for.

MARISA MONTE: 
CHARCOAL FILTERED 


The slowness of cultural interchange 
among various nations’ pop musics 
belies the supposed smallness of the 
world in the on-line age. Case in 
point: Brazil, where a full-scale gen- 
erational shift of style, away from 
carnival samba and its major stars, 
would likely have passed unnoticed 
except for two accidents: sponsorship 
by David Byrne and Arto Lindsay and 
acceptance into the parameters of 
“world music.” It is Lindsay who 
produced Cor de rosa e carvao, re- 
leased in the US as Rose and Char- 
coal (Metro Blue), the third CD fea- 
turing Rio de Janeiro supper-club 
singer Marisa Monte (pronounced 
“MOAN-chee”), one of the new gen- 
eration’s most intelligent artists. And 
it was Cambridge-based World Music 
that booked Monte’s recent two-hour 
spectacle at the Roxy. 

Those to whom Brazilian pop 
means buxom personalities like Al- 
cione, Beth Carvalho, and Gal Costa 
singing the exhortative, beat-driven, 
exotic sultriness of samba will find 
Monte’s thin-torso’d Rose and Char- 
coal shockingly lean — and discon- 
certingly accessible. Her plaintive, al- 
most countrypolitan tonalities don’t 
quite comport with the bird calls and 
foot-stepping guitar licks that texture 
her melodies. They feel like pomo ur- 
ban folksong, Suzanne Vega gone 
pensive, perhaps. And Monte loves to 
sing the slow-moving broken tempo 
that traditionalists call cangdo, a fo- 
rum for reflection on the sadness of 
love and life (and urban life in Rio is 
nothing if not sad). 

But Monte’s reflections feel more 


like anxiety than blues. Her rhythms 
edge between cracks in time, stop 
short, fracture, go backwards — mir- 
roring Monte as she self-consciously 
shifts her mood from half-droopy sad- 
nesses to dreamy anticipation. Self- 
consciousness is something new in 
Brazilian pop. Singers of the ’70s/’80s 
samba generation, even singers versed 
in mournful Brazilian saudade, knew 
who they were and how they were ex- | 
pected to feel and move. Not Monte. 
Her songs search for meaning but 
never find it. They grope and change 
and give off fragrance, like aural, new- 
age dreamscapes. Most effectively per- 
haps in a song like “Enquanto isso” 
(“Meanwhile”), in which Laurie An- 
derson (a like-minded singer whom 
Monte met two years ago on a tour 
through Europe) intones mystic poet- | 
ry behind and alongside Monte’s cry- | 
ing out to the gods. 

On stage at the Roxy, Monte 
showed how she has been able to | 
gather an audience that, like her mu- | 
sic, bridges the aesthetic gap between | 
traditional Brazilian certainties and | 
the self-absorbed ironies that domi- | 
nate today’s international radio pop. 
She seemed to float onto center 
stage, black-haired, with inky eye- 
brows, and wearing a jewel-necked 
black velvet dress over black trousers. 
Very wispy and too, too elegant — 
diva all the way, just like her dark- 
haired, leather-jacketed fans. 

She looked readier to glow than to 
party, even if glowing meant shoving 
her voice past rhythmic barriers; and 
given the multiple percussion and for- 
ro-like accordion solos that framed 
her image-damaged pop songs, it 
mostly took everything she had as a 
singer. But she was ready to use ev- 
erything she had to impress her frag- | 
ile diva power on an audience famil- | 
iar with her hits and glad, I think, to | 
have its broken feelings of temporary 
gaudiness codified in, as Monte says 
it, melodic equivalents of the rose 
color of semi-romance and the char- 
coal of imperfect tragedy.

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Travelin’ Shoes 


Expect a rare visit from 
the viziers of power pop 


by Brett Milano 


ome bands have flirted 

with power pop, others 

have had a passing ro- 

mance with it. With the 

Zion (Illinois) band Shoes, 
it’s an intense, long-term relationship. 

The band’s fervent courtship of the 
tuneful, three-minute, guitar-driven tune 
hasn’t gone unrequited. It hasn’t made 
them rich and famous, either, but love af- 
fairs seldom do. Initially Shoes were one 
of many power-pop bands who showed up 
in the late ’70s, many of whom (the 
Knack, the Pop, 20/20, Dwight Twilley) 
disappeared soon after. But Shoes were 
purer than the rest. They didn’t have the 
dBs’ personality quirks, Tommy Keene’s 
intellectual leanings, or the Smithereens’ 
arena-rock tendencies. Instead, they 
served the romance and melody straight- 
up, with every sound on their recordings 
— the turns of melody, the breathy vocals, 
the studio-tweaked guitars — suggesting 
another pull of the heartstrings. The better 
to suit lyrics like “If all I had was you, I 
might believe in love again,” “My satisfac- 
tion, it all depends on you,” and “I’m 
down on my knees baby, don’t do this to 
me” (a random sampling from their new 
Black Vinyl album, Propeller). 

The one thing Shoes don’t often do is 
play live: in 16 years they’ve done exactly 
one national tour. Now another rare string 
of dates is bringing them to the Middle 
East this Monday. (The previous tour, 
which hit the Paradise in 1990, was like 
meeting a pen pal after 10 years and not 
being disappointed.) Blame that on Shoes’ 
unusual but savvy way of doing business. 

Their first album, Black Vinyl Shoes, 
was made in a family living room. When 
they signed with Elektra in #979, they got 
a clause into their contract giving them 
rights to their albums once the label delet- 
ed them. Sure enough, they were dropped 
by Elektra after three albums, then re- 
leased their own Shoes Best CD in 1989. It 
sold enough copies to allow the band to 
open their own Short Order Studio and 
Black Vinyl label, both devoted to unleash- 
ing more pop on the world and generating 
enough profit to keep Shoes afloat. Three 
years ago Black Vinyl scored a minor hit 
with Yuletunes, a set of original Christmas 
numbers by Shoes, Material Issue, the 
Cavedogs, Matthew Sweet, and others. 

“I think of us as artists who have been 
able to remain in the music business a long 
time without any huge financial success,” 


says guitarist Gary Klebe by phone from 
Zion. (Klebe, guitarist Jeff Murphy, and 
bassist John Murphy all split the singing and 
writing, using various part-time drummers 
including Ric Menck of Velvet Crush.) “I 
think our sound really came from ignorance 
as to how other people did it. We’re not 
happy with a song unless it has that pop ele- 
ment, which to me means a good melody, 
whether you put it across with strings or 
heavy-metal guitars. The kinds of songs 
we’ve always liked have used relationships 
as a vehicle for getting ideas across. Some- 
times we think we’re doing something really 
different, then we listen back to it and say, 
‘Nah, it’s just a Shoes song.’ ” 

Indeed, the band’s singlemindedness 
has been apparent over the years. Even 
hardcore fans would have a hard time 
telling the three songwriters’ tunes apart, 
and there are only minor variations among 
albums. (Propeller features occasional cel- 
lo, louder drums, and more brokenhearted 
songs than usual.) There hasn’t been a 
surprising Shoes album yet, but there 
hasn’t been a bad one, either. 

“Why should people change when 
they’ve already got something that’s really 
good?” is Klebe’s explanation. “We love 
everything we’ve done or we wouldn’t have 
done it in the first place, so each album has 
little variations of what we liked before. 
Part of us is pleased that what we’ve done 
all along has turned out to be right.” 

Straight-up pop is certainly more fash- 
ionable now than it was five years ago, but 
Shoes aren’t necessarily reaping the bene- 
fit. “Even in the ’60s, radio was never per- 
fect, but I’m really happy with what I’m 
hearing lately. Ironically, I’d say that’s 
worked against us a little bit. There was a 
time when radio and writers would cling to 
our new releases as the only pop out there, 
but we’re not the only ones on the turf 
right now. And sometimes people tend to- 
ward what’s new, instead of what’s better.” 

Klebe reckons that the band have played 
only about 100 gigs total; so the current 
tour presents its share of challenges. “Ev- 
ery time we play live we have to start learn- 
ing the songs all over again. We’re a DIY 
operation, so every minute we’re on the 
road means we’re not running the studio 
and we always lose money. We:always tell 
ourselves that we can’t go on tour unless 
there’s some good business logic behind it. 
But I know darn well that we’re really do- 
ing it now because we want to.” QO

e’ve got Boston’s Tom 

Scholz on the phone, 

and we’ve just pointed 

out that many folks 

consider his band a ’70s 
relic that hasn’t kept up the least bit with 
new directions in music. “Thanks, I take 
that as a compliment,” the affable guitarist 
shoots back. “Most people have a hard time 
sticking with something that works and 
making it work again. But if people are 
looking to criticize us for sticking with a 
style, then they’re totally correct. It’s the 
kind of music I like.” 

Scholz was taking a rehearsal break in 
preparation for a benefit show at the House 
of Blues next Tuesday (December 13) — 
not just the first show of Boston’s upcom- 
ing tour, which begins in earnest next 
spring, but the first small-club show of 
Boston’s entire career. (The band, you'll re- 
call, had never existed outside of Scholz’s 
basement before the first album made them 
arena stars in 1976.) It seemed a good time 
to talk with Scholz about what makes this 
much-loved and much-dissed outfit tick. 

Like many ’70s rockers, Boston enjoy a 
certain sacred-cow status nowadays. The 
recent Walk On (MCA) just went platinum, 
probably because it was purchased by the 
clueless masses who scarfed up Page & 
Plant’s No Quarter and the Eagles’ Hell 
Freezes Over. Meanwhile, alternative circles 
associate the band with everything wrong 
about arena rock. Nirvana were being part- 
ly affectionate, but mostly sarcastic, when 
they grafted the riff from “More Than a 
Feeling” onto “Smells like Teen Spirit.” 
And the latest Hoodoo Gurus album in-

cludes a ’70s demolition called — what 
else? — “Less Than a Feeling.” 

Scholz didn’t know about “Smells like 
Teen Spirit” until interviewers started 
bringing it up; even now he doesn’t seem 
entirely sure of who Nirvana were. “I 
wasn’t aware of it, but you’re the 20th per- 
son who’s pointed it out in the last two 
months. I'll take it as an enormous compli- 
ment. I hear most of what I hear when I’m 
shooting pool, or when I’m playing ball out- 
side and someone’s blasting their car radio 
with the doors open. I have to stay away 
from hearing music, because I don’t want 
to be influenced by it.” 

As arena monsters, Boston never hit the 
depths of Journey, Styx, and REO Speed- 
wagon. True, some of the old numbers 
sound pretty silly nowadays, especially “Let 
Me Take You Home Tonight” from the de- 
but, with its achingly sensitive proposition 
“I don’t want to down you, I want to make 
you high . . . I just want to get loose with 
you tonight.” But damned if “More Than a 
Feeling” wasn’t a great song, the sort of 
shamelessly emotional pop tune that Evan 
Dando or Matthew Sweet — hell, maybe 
even Kurt Cobain — would be glad to have 
written. 

The more restrained Third Stage (1986) 
also had its moments. The sound didn’t get 
truly generic until Walk On, but when 
Scholz makes a generic album, he doesn’t 
mess around. Never have you heard senti- 
ments like “I Need Your Love” or “I know 
it never came easy . . . You’re fine and still 
kind of sleazy” delivered with such over- 
whelming conviction. The best you can say 
is that it’s a nostalgia fix, taking you back to 
a world where Narcissus is still open, punk 
never happened, and that bong-hit party 
you had in high school is still going on. 
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A NOSTALGIA FIX: 
Boston are still shame- 
lessly wallowing in the 

swamps of ’70s rock, and 

they’re happy to be there. 


Smells like arena rock 


Boston’s Tom Scholz gets ready for his club debut 


No surprise that Scholz doesn’t see it 
that way. “It has an underlying theme of 
personal experience and the lyrics are more 
emotional than they were on the first couple 
of albums; the structure is vastly more com- 
plex. There was no hope of the musicians 
who played on the first album doing any- 
thing near the level of musicianship on 
Walk On — and I know that for a fact, be- 
cause I played most of the parts on the first 
album.” He also plays down the absence of 
original singer Brad Delp (who'll rejoin the 
band at House of Blues), saying that “there 
weren’t any broken fences to mend, he was 
just busy with his own projects. I did a ra- 
dio show recently and a fan asked about 
that, so we called Brad up to ask what he 
was doing, and he said, ‘Right now I’m try- 
ing to make some baked potatoes.’ So 
that’s become the standard answer, that he 
was busy making potatoes.” 

Much of Boston’s mystique hangs on the 
amount of time they spend making albums. 
On Third Stage, Scholz outlined how many 
years each track took to complete. The in- 
strumental “A New World,” for example, 
was finished over two years — not bad, you 
say, except that it’s all of 23 seconds long. 
The more ambitious “Hollyann” was record- 
ed over six years, raising the question of how 
much of this work is really necessary. 

“Let’s put it this way: I have a lot of 
ideas, and I throw away most of them. If I 
kept everything I attempted I’d have 40 
albums by now, but I don’t know if any- 
body would want to hear them. If I hit on 
an idea I really like, then that’s it; and on 
the record you’re hearing the first time I 
played it. Meanwhile I may have tried a 
thousand different solos and hated ’em all 
and kept going back to erase them and do 
something different. By then I'll go back 
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to the original part, and I’ll have no idea 
of how I played it. 

“Take the song “Walk On,’ where the or- 
gan plays in the middle — that was sup- 
posed to be a 40-second break, but it kept 
on going. So then I had to make the whole 
thing longer, with the chords that went un- | 
derneath. In scientific terms it’s a cumula- | 
tive process, having to go back and alter 
things whenever a part changes. It’s also a 
heavy drain mentally because I do my own 
producing and engineering work, so when | 
put the guitar down I’m on the tape deck | 
splicing and editing.” 

Is the next Boston album likely to appear 
around the turn of the century? “Well, I | 
hate to put myself in those kind of time | 
lines,” Scholz replies. “But yeah, I am de- | 
termined to do one before the millennium. I | 
will say that anyone who walks into a | 
record store in my lifetime and buys any- | 
thing with ‘Boston’ on it will never be’ un- 
happily surprised. Believe it or not, I’ve al- | 
ready started writing and recording a few 
things. It’s a tradeoff between working on 
my outside jump shot and working in the 
studio; so it really depends on how bad I 
want my outside jump shot to get.”

BRYAN AND JOE. While we’re on the 
subject of the ’70s, two faves from that era 
hit the city last week, with Bryan Ferry and 
Joe Jackson bringing their current acts to 
the Orpheum. Touring behind an all right 
but too quiet album (Ferry’s Mamouna) 
and a downright flaky one (Jackson’s Night 
Music, both Virgin), they treated their ’70s 
heydays quite differently. Ferry pretty much 
leaned on his hits; Jackson overlooked his 
altogether. The conclusion? The ’70s 
weren’t that bad after all. 

Ferry’s show had its share of quirky, 
sexy, romantic peaks, but nearly all of them 
came from the Roxy Music catalogue (and 
a surprising number were from the first two 
albums: “Do the Strand,” “Virginia Plain,” 
“Editions of You,” “In Every Dream Home 
a Heartache”). As he drew cover tunes 
from his solo-album catalogue (Wilbert 
Harrison’s “Let’s Stick Together” and a 
ballad rearrangement of Screamin’ Jay 
Hawkins’s “I Put a Spell on You”), both his 
voice and debonair stage manner were very 
much intact. And the band could sound like 
any era of Roxy. But the handful of atmo- | 
spheric Mamouna tunes were strictly 
breathers; one even featured that dreaded 
time filler, the bass solo. If rumors of an | 
upcoming Roxy reunion are true, the show 
at least proved that with the right collabora- 
tors Ferry can still be unstoppable. 

For all that gets said about Joe Jackson as 
a musical chameleon, he makes only two 
kinds of albums: good ones and bad ones. 
And the bad ones (Night Music and 1987’s 
quasi-symphonic Will Power). invariably 
come when he forgets that he’s a smart, 
eclectic rock artist whose ideas are best kept | 
within a rock framework. 

At the Orpheum he went off the deep | 
end, using a four-piece group that included 
bass, violin, and percussion — no guitar, 
no drum kit, not much energy. Playing only 
a couple of hits at show’s end (and com- 
pressing “It’s Different for Girls” and “Is 
She Really Going Gut with Him” into a 
joky medley — so why play them at all?), 
he visited nearly all his dozen-plus albums 
but often pulled out the maudlin filler. And 
maudlin is the word for the Night Music 
material, with its George Winston—esque 
piano solos and operatic lapses. I saw more 
than a few blank stares in my section of the 
audience, as Jackson’s considerable talents 
got outweighed by his “I’m a well-rounded 
composer who doesn’t need to rock for you 
peasants anymore” attitude.

Ornette Coleman’s latest version 
is in danger of losing the beat

rnette Coleman has been 
@ jazz revolutionary at 


35 years ago, but he’s al- 
ways offered familiar signposts. In the be- 
ginning — im his quartet with Don Cher- 
ry, Charlie Haden, and Ed Blackwell —

ing. For instance, the most recent under- 
taking by the BU Opera Workshop and 
Opera Institute (its two-year non-degree 
professional training program — Phyllis 
Curtin is the artistic director) was the 
world premiere of Freshwater, an opera 
composed for this occasion by 38-year- 
old Welsh-born (now Boston resident) 
Andy Vores to a short play written be- 
tween 1923 and 1935 by Virginia Woolf 
for private performance. 

Woolf herself, stage director Will Gra- 
ham (chairman of the opera department) 
tells us in his program note, thought her 
20th-century caricature of eminent Victo- 
rians (Tennyson, the painter G.F. Watts, 
photographer Julia Cameron, even Queen 
Victoria herself) was “tosh.” Her satire of 
high-minded Victorian attitudes toward 
Art and Life, which also teases her own 
Bloomsbury circle, is virtually plotless — 
a mixture of Chekhovian inertia and ab- 
surdist farce (Cameron and her philoso- 
pher husband keep talking about going to 
India but won’t leave until their ant-proof 
coffins arrive). In a barely fictionalized 
romance, the 16-year-old Ellen Terry, al- 
ready a famous actress and married to the 
elderly Watts, tosses her wedding ring to 
a porpoise and leaves her husband for a 
young naval lieutenant and an un-Victori- 
an brave new world. 

In some ways, Freshwater reminds me of 
the sort of text Virgil Thomson was looking 
for in his collaboration with Gertrude 
Stein, where joky modernist discontinuities 
are more important than 19th-century log- 
ic or realistic psychological “motivation.” 
Thomson is certainly one of the ancestors 
of Vores’s score, with its emphasis on col- 
orful orchestrations (inventive percussion 
in combination with delicate winds), dance 
rhythms, and playful dissonances rather 
than on violin tunes in heavy syrup. The 
second scene, on the chalky rocks at the 
shore of the Isle of Wight, is preceded by a 
musical interlude beginning with the wa- 
tery undulations of flute and clarinet over 
waves of harp until a deadpan single shake 
of maracas hints at a fandango. 

Comedy is in the music: a donkey’s 
heehaw, departing sleigh bells and horses’ 
hooves, a desperate presto in the strings 
depicting an off-stage turkey trying to es- 
cape execution, a skewed quotation of 


Schubert’s “Who Is Sylvia?” when 
Charles Cameron describes his dream of a 
mystery woman, hints of parades and the 
music hall. The score might not be subtle, 
but it’s refreshingly unpretentious. The 
larger problem is that it’s so relentlessly 


jaunty, there are few moments in which — 


the voices are allowed to take flight. That 
seacoast scene is essentially one long duet 
for the two young lovers, but the music 
burbles away in the same chirpy recitative 
style (and these particular lovers had the 
two least appealing voices). The best 
number was the extended, madrigal-like 
“Goodbye” ensemble near the end, in 
which the characters, like the guests in 
Bunuel’s The Exterminating Angel, seem 
incapable of leaving. 4 

Considerable expense was spared, yet 
Jessica Pazdernik’s costumes were ele- 
gant, witty, and convincingly period, and 
Brent Wachter’s sets (the Camerons’ 
house at Freshwater was a freestanding 
stained-glass doorway surrounded by 
wallfuls of paintings and empty frames 
hanging wall-less) were imaginative and 
evocative. Graham moved his seven 
singing actors fluidly around the roomy 
Boston University Theatre stage. I was 
glad to see choreographer Judith Chaffee 
listed as “movement coach,” though most 
of these young performers (like most 
opera singers everywhere) obviously still 
need work in this respect. Conductor 
David Hoose kept the rhythms tight and 
the playing crisp and airy, even during 
the most tentative opening-night mo- 
ments. Still, the orchestration often cov- 
ered the voices, and the apparent amplifi- 
cation made almost everyone sound loud 
and shrill and tended to obliterate diction 
(especially the women’s). What’s the 
good of witty dialogue if the words can’t 
be understood? 

This is an ensemble opera — every part 
is important and noticeable.. The cast, some 
of whom are already embarked on notable 
professional careers, was impressive. Tenor 
Paul Kirby as Watts, the cuckolded hus- 
band more passionate about fulfilling his 
art than the desires of his young wife, sang 
his high-lying, contorted vocal lines with 
aplomb and conviction. Baritone Mark-An- 
drew Cleveland’s Tennyson was a superb 
(and warmly sung) portrait of a worn-out, 
aging, self-absorbed genius — understated 
and sympathetic, without the elbow-in-the- 
rib strokes of self-mockery that infected 
Jan Elizabeth Norvelle’s Julia Cameron. 
Such broad attitudinizing, inherent in 
Woolf's play, was encouraged both by the 
music and by Graham’s staging. Playing it 
down might have given us a work with as 


much depth as surface. Still, what better 
experience can an opera department give 
young professionals than the chance to 
participate in — to create — a new and 
entertaining work by one of their own con- 
temporaries? ° 
B 

The night the BSO opened its Asian 
tour in Hong Kong, one of its favorite 
guest conductors, Mariss Jansons, filled 
the Friday-night subscription slot with his 
own orchestra, the Oslo Philharmonic. A 
Latvian, he got his start as Yevgeny 
Mravinsky’s assistant for the St. Peters- 
burg (then Leningrad) Philharmonic, 
where he’s still associate principal conduc- 
tor. He’s also principal guest conductor of 
the London Philharmonic. This Boston gig 
was one of the most exciting orchestral 
events of the year. 

It was a program of showpieces: with

content: Richard Strauss’s greatest tone 
poem, Don Quixote (Fantastic variations 
on a theme of knightly character); 
Shostakovich’s most tuneful and exuber- 
ant (and least aggressive or melodramat- 
ic) symphony, the Ninth (from 1945); 
and Ravel’s sexy “choreographic poem,” 
La valse. 

These marvelous works have something 
crucial in common — they’re all genre 
pieces with a sense of parody (Strauss’s 
brasses beating like a herd of sheep; 
Shostakovich’s clownish marches; Ravel’s 
swooning ballroom dance) that disguises 
truths too painful to express directly (“Tell 
all the truth,” Emily Dickinson advises, 
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“but tell it slant”). Don Quixote’s frustrat- 
ed idealism, Shostakovich’s rage at Stalin’s 
terrorism, Ravel’s horror that the civilized 
world had been blown apart might be intol- 
erable, even corny, delivered as an earnest 
“message.” 


Jansons in Oslo, like Simon Rattle in 


Birmingham or Charles Dutoit in Montre- 
al, has evidently made an orchestra of 
startling brilliance and flexibility. The Oslo 
Phil plays with warmth, fleetness, grace, 
and a youthful vigor that makes most of 
the world’s “major” orchestras seem 
stodgy. Winds are colorful and characterful 
(from needling piccolo down to noodling 
bassoon), brass is piquant rather than raw

the terror lurking under the high spirits. 
For once, the composer didn’t waste a 
note. The Ravel had an ominous “covered” 
sound and a positively reptilian rubato that 
lured you into the waltz proper and didn’t 
let you go until the final cataclysm. 

For encores, there was an exquisite pi- 


anissimo string performance of what was | 
once Haydn’s most popular quartet move- | 
ment, the serenade from Opus 3 No. 5 (the | 


one Ernie Kovacs’s Nairobi Trio used to 
play wearing gorilla costumes). It’s no 
longer by Haydn, but it’s still seraphic.

My favorite living oboist, Peggy Pearson, 
led off this season’s recital program at Em- 
manuel Church featuring music by two of 
Emmanuel’s great resident composers, J.S.

This quiet program was beautifully shaped, 
with transcriptions for oboe d’amore and 
strings of a difficult Bach organ trio sonata 


and the sublime Harpsichord Concerto in | 
A major (BWV 1055), in which Pearson’s | 


dark, otherworldly, almost disembodied 
tone seemed to be coming from behind a 
veil of strings. The slow movement — the 
oboe d’amore wreathing, writhing, and 
fainting in coils — is one of Bach’s great 


depictions of spiritual agony (and, of | 


course, ecstasy). 


An oboe-and-string-trio arrangement of | 


Bach’s great organ chorale, “Nun komm 
der heiden Heiland,” preceded the first 
performances of two dramatically different 


responses to it: Martin Brody’s gnarled and | 


unyielding Reliquary: Nun komm (I wish 
Brody wouldn’t uses phrases like “numi- 
nous fragments”) and Elizabeth Brown’s 
syncopated and dancing Pentimento. 

Radiant soprano Jayne West joined 
Pearson and friends (what friends! — vio- 
linists Danielle Madden and Sarah Roth, 
violists Mary Ruth Ray and Betty Hauck, 
cellist Beth Pearson, Gregory Koeller on 
bass, Michael Beattie on harpsichord) in 
Bach’s brilliant cantata of low self-esteem, 
Nr. 84, Ich bin vergniigt mit meinem 
Gliicke (“I’m contented with my lot”), 
and the world premiere of John Harbi- 
son’s Bach-inspired Chorale Cantata, a 
haunting, unsettling work on the level of 
his Pulitzer-winning cantata, The Flight 
into Egypt. 

Chorale Cantata begins with Pearson’s 
curlicuing oboe and a subtle reference to 
“Jesu, Joy of Man’s Desiring,” then 
moves through Martin Luther’s “De pro- 
fundis” (“From deep despair I cry to you, 
Lord God”) to two spare, contrasting po- 
ems by Michael Fried (recitative and aria) 
about hopelessness (“My hand in the 
freezing water gropes for but fails to find 
a block of ice/On which to sign my name 
and the date and hour of,my death”) and 
the faint possibility of hope (the tower of 
Notre-Dame-de-Lorette is “A dark bea- 
con/In the darker night”). It ends with 
the intoning of a poignantly square and 
skewed Luther chorale. A lot of people 
came to Emmanuel Church to express 
their admiration for Pearson. They left 
more grateful than ever.

“Silver Bells,” that song about Christmastime in the 
city, popularized by Margaret Whiting and Jimmy 
Wakely (Capitol), gets an equally nice treatment by 
Doris Day (Columbia). 

“The Little Drummer Boy,” made famous by the 
Harry Simeone Chorale (Mercury), dates back only to 
1958 but definitely has a timeless carol-like quality 
about it. 

Leroy Anderson’s recording of his own composition 
“Sleigh Ride” (MCA) is the perfect choice of music as 
you address your Christmas cards—especially if they 
depict a one-horse open sleigh dashing through the

Eartha Kitt’s plea to Santa to hurry down the 
chimney on her record of “Santa Baby”—available 
on Rhino’s Billboard Greatest Christmas Hits: 1935- 
1954—is a favorite of many, but Madonna fans 
naturally will want the Madonna version 
(available on A&M's A Very Special Christmas). 

“What Are You Doing New Year’s Eve,” 
though not really a Christmas song, is something 
you shouid sing all through the holiday season, 
just to make sure you’re not alone on December 
31st. Ella Fitzgerald’s version (Verve) is a good 
one to learn it from. 

Nat King Cole’s rendition of “The Christmas 
Song” (Capitol) has been heard so many times that 
we know it simply by its lyrics, “Chestnuts roasting 

.” ete. 

The winner and champion is, you guessed it, 
Bing Crosby’s “White Christmas” (MCA), still the 
all-time best-selling single, Christmas or 
otherwise. Here’s wishing you many, many white 
Christmases.

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THE LONDON SUEDE: disguising glittery pop songs under the cloak of tragedy. 


xxx The Magnetic Fields, THE 
CHARM OF THE THE HIGHWAY 
STRIP (Merge). Opening for the 
Mekons at T.T. the Bear’s back in 
"92, these Cambridge locals should 
have been lousy. Band leader and 
keyboardist Stephin Merritt sang 
every song with the same man- 
nered indifference with which he 
dangled his cigarette in the air, and 
his cellist and second vocalist 
chirped happily between numbers 
about how she couldn't wait to buy 
the newly released Phil Spector 
box set (“Think of it, five CDs!”). 
But their wispy, melancholy music 
was so perfect, they were instead 


the best opening act I’d ever seen - 


that.I’d never heard of. 

During the next two years of 
impressive DIY releases, Merritt 
and his ever-changing line-up 
became a standout on the Boston 
scene. And now, after reducing the 
Magnetic Fields to a virtual one- 
man band, Merritt has taken 
another step forward: this ac- 
claimed CD features his lan- 
guorous baritone, a drum mach- 
ine, and synthesized reproduc- 
tions of flutes, harpsichords, and 
heavenly choruses in a set of 
charming mood pieces that com- 
bine the modern, alienated beauty 
of Pet Shop Boys, Actually with 
the hopeless baroque romance of 
“Walk Away Renee.”

*x*x*x* The dB’s, PARIS AVE- 
NUE (Monkey Hill). In 1988 the 
dB’s were one of the best guitar- 
pop bands in the country, but only 
a bunch of critics knew it. After a 
disastrous tour that included their 
last Boston-area gig (at a 
Wellesley mixer), they retreated to 
New Orleans, recorded a batch of 
demos, and broke up. Here, final- 
ly, are those demos, which sound 
much different from the superb 
Like This that the fresh-faced dB’s 
had made a few years earlier. 
Instead of wide-eyed romantic pop 
gems, leader Peter Holsapple was 
now writing cranky, cynical, 
depressed pop gems. 

“Girlfriend” is his wittiest song, 
describing an especially tense 
encounter between musician and 
fan (“Some of your songs are in 
my personal Top Ten/But you slept 
with my girlfriend, so we can’t be 
friends”). The dB’s rock uncharac- 
teristically hard and nasty on 
“Visible Man” and the bar-band 
send-up “Huey, Dewey and Louie 
Louie.” And the ragged vocals and 
production add poi to more- 
haunting tunes like “Lines & Dots,” 
“Running Over,” and the Kinks’ 
“This Is Where | Belong.” In short, 
a fine dB’s album that will probably 
go unnoticed. Same as it ever was.

***1/2 Big Chief, PLATINUM 
JIVE (Capitol). Longhaired ham- 
fisted blooze rock played by sub- 
urban punks high on R&B and 
other assorted substances is what 
got the ‘70s rolling. Detroit's Big 
Chief know all about that and the 
legacy of Detroit Rock City — the 
MC5, the Stooges, and, of course, 
Ted “Wang Dang” Nugent. On last 
year’s Mack Avenue Skull Game 
(Sub Pop), a fictional biaxploita- 
tion-style soundtrack decked out in 
honking horns and chicka-chicka, 
wah-wah guitars (and not enough 


gut-level hooks), they nearly out- 
Beastied the '70s-plundering 
Beastie Boys. 

For their major-label debut 
they’ve taken a less esoteric, more 
immediately rewarding conceptual 
approach. Subtitled “Greatest Hits 
1969-1999,” Platinum Jive cops 
from every corner in the '70s junk- 
funk-rock "hood. Zeppelin-, Aero- 
smith-, and J. Geils-style white- 
metal blues get their due; from the 
other side of the tracks, Motown, 
Isaac Hayes, and P-Funk feed the 
badass grooves. It’s a little like 
Lenny Kravitz without the smug, 
fancypants pose. And a lot like 
what the Beasties might sound like 
after a few guitar lessons.

*x*x Fastbacks, ANSWER THE 
PHONE, DUMMY (Sub Pop). 
After more than a decade of 
recordings, Kurt Bloch can still 
write a song with a twinkle in its 
eye. Answer the Phone sounds as 
if it had been written on a sugar 
binge at Disney World. “in the 
Observatory,” “On the Wall,” and 
“Waste of Time” are bubblegum- 
punk anthems with wide-eyed, 
wish-upon-a-star lyrics, girl-group 
harmonies, and glitzy asides that 
might be outtakes from the Electric 
Light Show Parade. There’s a 
youthful fascination in songs like 
“Old Address of the Unknown” 
(“Beyond the facts there lies life 
beyond imagination”), even when 
it’s bassist/lead singer Kim 
Warnick crooning, on “T.H.I.N.K.,” 
“Something that | learned today, 

people don’t think the way | do.” 
Bloch keeps everything short, 
sweet, and hummable; even the 
throwaways are candy-coated con- 
fections. Missives on being bored, 
cold, and lonely (“Nowhere is 
where you'll find me because I’m 
there all the time”) drift into vaguely 
interstellar daydreams. The lyrics 
to “I Found the Star,” an irrepress- 
ible 90-second romp, in their 
entirety: “I've not done anything at 
all since | last saw you/And | 
haven't had a thing to eat for a day 
or two/l found the star that led me 
to the planet where you are.” 
Throw in a few ’50s-style ballads 
and you've got the perfect 
soundtrack to eternal adolescence.

* **1/2 The London Suede, 
DOG MAN STAR (Columbia). 
Bret Anderson does sometimes 
sing exactly the way David Bowie 
did in his Stardust days, but that 
shrinks to an incidental detail in 
light of the band’s talent for dis- 
guising glittery pop songs under 
the cloak of tragedy. They conjure 
shadows of doomed-romantic kids 
languishing in dreary rooms, suf- 
fering, suffering, suffering. Suede 
make a compelling case for self- 
absorption, one reason being the 
exquisite and soulful details that 
define their sound. 

Anderson marries the finesse of 
the music to carefully wrought 
lyrics. There's the Marilyn Monroe 
obsessive (“Heroine”), the James 
Dean homage (“Daddy's Speed- 
ing”), even a “lifeline slipping as 
the record plays” (“The Wild 
Ones”). But lest the melodrama 
and self-annihilation completely 
blot out the sun, there’s also “New 
Generation,” with its buoyant, 
seamless guitars and baid-faced

hope. “Introducing the Band” is the 
ideal starting point — all shivery 
ominousness, a slow churn of 
bass and shimmering cymbals.

*x*x* Pete Droge, NECKTIE 
SECOND (American Record- 
ings). The opener on this debut 
disc, the jaunty “If You Don’t Love 
Me (I'l! Kill Myseif),” is full of meaty 
hooks that place as much attention 
on Droge’s music as on his lyrics. 
Yes, Seattle produces more than 
noisy rock, and this singer/song- 
writer proudly holds up his quiet 
country-inflected music to preen 
alongside Nirvana, Mudhoney, 
Soundgarden, and Pearl Jam. 
Droge positions himself as an 
on-the-road kinda guy with 
“Northern Bound Train”; then he 
proceeds along the. byways and 
backroads: of Amerida. “Fourth of 
July” addresses a friend’s suicide, 
“So | Am Over You” is an angry 
self-realization. (“So | am over 
you, tell me what good does it 
bring/| empty the bottles, | fill up 
the ashtrays and sing.”) Touching 
on love, loss, and hope, Droge 
sings his heart out — confident, 
yet vulnerable. Written over a peri- 
od of three years, the songs of 
Necktie Second hold together as 
an album remarkably well.

*x*x1/2 Peter Rowan & the 
Rowan Brothers, TREE ON A 
HILL (Sugar Hill). The Wayland- 
bred siblings’ first album as a unit 
in two decades resurrects 
folk/country standards of bygone 
family acts. The Carter family’s 
lovelorn “Pal of Mine” is graced by 
Sally Van Meter’s vibrant dobro. 
Aptly eerie violin fuels the Stanley 
Brothers’ austere “Man of 
Constant Sorrow.” Lorin Rowan’s 
backwoods mandolin enhances 
the primitive mood to eldest broth- 
er Peter’s high wail on the alco- 
holic’s lament “Rye Whiskey.” The 
buoyant Weissenborn guitars (a 
mainstay of vintage Hawaiian 
music) of Van Meter and Cindy 
Cashdollar soften the ancient bal- 
lads’ gloom and doom. 

We also get contemporary com- 
positions from Peter, brother Chris, 
and Townes Van Zandt, though 
Pete’s romantic, naturalistic writing 
was much more imaginative with 
his early-’70s bands Old and in the 
Way and Muleskinner. By the way, 
Pete’s bluegrass-rock fans should 
celebrate the surfacing of the live- 
wire CD and video Muleskinner 
Live (both on Sierra).

Joe Jackson’s-latest 
might best be described as 
unplugged new-age pop. Night 
Music shows the 40-year-old for- 
mer angry young man continuing 
to look for something new. Joe 
plays a series of oboe, viola, vio- 
lin, and electric piano pieces. The 
lyrics scattered among these 
instrumentals tend to be more the- 
atrical than rocking. 

A song like “Flying,” in which he 
sings, “Let it go and let it come/ 
Tired of trying to belong,” states 
his intentions to go his own way. 


But next to his deep, crisp voice, 
words are secondary. Maire 
Brennan’s accompaniment on 
“The Man Who Wrote Danny Boy” 
accentuates the depth of his voice. 
The only vocals that come close in 
intensity to Jackson’s are those of 
Renée Fleming on “Lullaby,” 
whose penetrating singing com- 
plements the accompanying clar- 
inet. But Night Music’s novelty 
takes on a bland uniformity.

*x*x* Andrew Davis, BBC 
Symphony, HOLST: THE PLAN- 
ETS; EGDON HEATH (Teldec). 
Surely the last thing we need is 
another new traversal of Gustav 
Holst’s symphonic picture of our 
solar system (pre—discovery of 
Pluto), which has been explored 
by every composer this side of the 
starship Enterprise. Particularly 
since the best interpretation ever 
recorded, by Bernard Herrmann 
(yes, the Bernard Herrmann), con- 
tinues to languish in Decca’s 
vaults. This one’s decent enough, 
with an implacable j ofa 
Saturn offsetting a Formula One 
Mars, all speed and no weight, 
and a somewhat gouty Jupiter. 
The prize here, though, is a 
rare recording of Holst’s 1927 tone 
poem Eguon Heath, which puts to 
shame the score for last Sunday's 
disgraceful Hallmark presentation 
of The Return of the Native (the 
Thomas Hardy novel whose cen- 
tral character is Egdon Heath). 
Marked by otherworldly winds, 
Holst’s trademark descending 
brass chorales, and a brand of lin- 
ear movement on which time 
indeed makes but little impression, 
the 14-minute piece reaches its 
apex in a brief, mysterious mo- 
ment of dancing that might be 
Eustacia and Wildeve taking their 
guilty pleasure at East Egdon. 
Davis’s reading, neither as 
grounded as Adrian Boult’s nor as 
impressionistic as André Previn’s, 
is as clear-eyed as a windiess 
summer day, and 
because it’s relatively easy to find.

As Wood, 
Depp makes his doe eyes gleam 
with the manic sparkler of a born 
hustler. He’s his own biggest mark, 
unaccountably convinced of his 
inevitable triumph. For his part, Tim 
Burton lovingly re-creates Wood's 
movies, often scene for 
scene, down to their unwittingly 
self-parodic bargain-basement spe- 
cial effects, robotic acting, and 
unfathomable dialogue. Burton’s 
done an especially brilliant job of 
casting Wood's repertory company, 
which includes a confused Sarah 
Jessica Parker as Wood's girlfriend 
and frequent star Dolores Fuller and 
Bill Murray as would-be transsexual 
Bunny Breckenridge. The emotional 
heart of the movie is the relation- 
ship between Wood and the aging, 
forgotten horror legend he rediscov- 
ered, Bela Lugosi, in an eerily per- 
fect turn by Martin Landau.

*1/2 FARAWAY, SO CLOSE 
(1993). This sequel to Wings of 
Desire (1987) is set in a new Berlin; 
now that the wall is down there’s a 
cautious delight in the freedom of 
chaos. The film, like post-Cold War 
Europe, is a mess, but a fascinating 
one. The lead angel from Wings, 
Damiel (Bruno Ganz), has settied 
into mortal life, so the focus is on 
Cassiel (Otto Sander), Damiel’s 
abandoned partner. He wanders 
through the city, experiencing a 
montage of human suffering that 
comes off as perfunctory — though 
such moments as his eavesdrop- 
ping on Mikhail Gorbachev (played 
by Gorby himself) are a treat. As in 
Wings, Wenders marks the switch 
from celestial to human by switch- 
ing from black and white to color; 
here he often mixes the two for an 
effect that can be rapturously beau- 
tiful.

This “direct cinema” documentary 
by Albert and David Maysles and 
Charlotte Zwerin about the Rolling 
Stones’ 1969 Altamont free concert 
(during which a fan was knifed to 
death by a member of the Hell’s 
Angels) turns 25 years old this year, 
but it remains as enigmatic and 
powerful as the events it recorded.

“Sympathy for the Devil.” Not to 
mention Tina Turner performing vir- 
tual fellatio with her mike, a perfor- 
mance that continues to electrify no 
matter how often it’s repeated.

The maker of the 
black-comic splatterfest Dead/Alive, 
Jackson fuses the sublime and the 
grotesque, the poetic and the 
kitschy, to create a hybrid that is 
hilarious, unnerving, and perversely 
tragic. Based on a true story, 
Creatures takes place in the 1950s 
in the provincial town of 
Christchurch, New Zealand. Mired 
in the community's tedium and bad 
taste is the lonely, bright, pudding- 
faced adolescent Pauline Parker 
(Melanie Lynskey), whose only out- 
let for her rebellion and imagination 
is being sullen. That when 
new student Juliet Hulme (Kate 
Winslet) comes into her school.

This 
documentary, which follows inner- 
city Chicago boys William Gates 
and Arthur Agee as they pursue 
their dreams of basketball stardom 
through four years of high school, 
has the sweep, the storytelling craft, 
and the indelible characters of great 
novels. A street scout plucks the 
two 14-year-olds off the playground 
and gets them partial scholarships 
to St. Joseph High School, the sub- 
urban basketball powerhouse that 
spawned former Detroit Pistons star 
Isiah Thomas. It’s a major adjust- 
ment for the two boys, not only 
because of the 90-minute commute 
each way from their homes, but 
also because the academics are 
more rigorous than anything that’s 
been asked of them so far in public 
school.

Neil Jordan’s 
overwrought, misconceived, fitfully 
brilliant adaptation of Anne Rice’s 
turgid bestseller features Tom 
Cruise as Lestat, the film's mirthful 
nihilistic spirit. The problem is that 
Brad Pitt’s existentially torn vampire 
Louis is always whining, as is the 
overall tone of Rice’s screenplay — 
not just whining, but prating, 
declaiming, and haranguing in a 
Stilted, hackneyed imitation of ele- 
vated speech. At times Jordan’s 
Style and pace imitate the writer's 
purple prose: the narrative moves 
ponderously, the visuals clog the 
retina.

No hearing people were 
interviewed for French filmmaker 
Nicolas Philibert’s compelling docu- 
mentary — which follows a class of 
children, a group of deaf teenagers, 
and assorted grown-ups who tell 
Stories from their disparate experi- 
ences — and so the deaf point of 
view prevails. One girl raised by 
hearing parents says she used to 
wonder why there were no deaf 
grown-ups.

Branagh’s first mistake is casting 
himself as Dr. Victor Frankenstein, 
the brilliant Swiss medical student 
who becomes obsessed with a cure 
for death after his mother dies in 
childbirth. His leonine face, 
pumped-up torso, and overwrought 
howls of pseudo-romantic longing 
become the focus of every frame. 
He storms about his cavernous 
grand guignol laboratory putting the 
finishing touches on Robert De 
Niro, his lumpen creature who 
speaks and thinks — but his voice 
and philosophy combine Jake 
LaMotta with Forrest Gump. When 
Branagh isn’t on hand to chew the 
rococo scenery, Frankenstein 
touches on some of the original’s 
pathos and horror. But among its 
mismatched parts the film fails to 
include the heart of the novel: its 
ambivalence about childbearing in a 
world bounded by death and presid- 
ed over by a seemingly indifferent 
divine Father. If Shelley saw this lat- 
est incarnation of her immortal crea- 
ture, she’d be the first to disown it.

It took 
Orson Welles four years to make 
this accomplished film, and he had 
so much difficulty funding it, he 
was forced to stop shooting sever- 
al times and find work as an actor 
to raise money. The result was a 
badly truncated text and an atro- 
cious soundtrack; fortunately, the 
recent restoration has dusted off 
the razor-edged beauty of his 
images and fixed up (to a degree) 
its froggy sound, lifting it from the 
murky reaim of film legend into the 
light of common day.

Wouldnt it be great to find interesting gifts por the most dippicult-to-shop-por people on your 
list without once going elbow-to-elbow with the department-store hordes? And wouldn't you pay a little 
extra for delivery? Well, as most anyone knows these days, you can — simply by shopping by catalogue. 

The good news (and the bad news) is that the sheer variety of merchandise now available through 
catalogue is enough to stagger the most hard-core consumer. You can purchase accessories from the 
Joan Rivers Collection, authentic ninja knives, Maine-made catnip toys, or medieval peasant blouses 
merchandised by Cher — if you get the right catalogue. 

We're talking about a world beyond Tweeds, J. Crew, and the other glossy booklets that everyone finds 
in his mailbox. There’s a veritable exploding universe of specialty catalogues out there. But it can be 
daunting to keep up with your own slippery pile of catalogues, much less probe the outer limits of this 
new territory.

If fresh lobster seems a little extrav- 
agant, Mike’s Pastry, the créme de la 
créme of sinful pastry shops, makes a 
tempting alternative. Treats include 
the much acclaimed cannoli ($1.50 
each), plump éclairs ($2), and, a nat- 
ural choice, the Boston Cream Pie 
($6.75). Owing to the delicate and 
creamy nature of these delights, 
Mike’s Pastry, 300 Hanover Street, in 
the North End, is not recommended 
for the weak-willed shopper; it’s also 
not the best source for mailable gifts. 

For long-distance durability, cook- 
books make the safest food gifts. One 
of the best books on Boston fare is 
The Boston Globe Cookbook, available 
for $15 at Boston Cooks. The volume 
contains an extensive collection of 
classic New England recipes submitted 
by Globe readers. This third edition 
has a special emphasis on light foods 
and fitness, a thoughtful slant for 
those who still make New Year’s reso- 
lutions. Sara B.B. Stamm’s Favorite 
New England Recipes also contains 
great recipes for Yankee favorites, in- 
cluding Beacon Hill cookies, Boston 
baked beans, eggs Bostonia and, for 


the brave, a hearty pheasant pie. It’s 
available for $16 at the Bostonian So- 
ciety Museum Shop, in Faneuil Hall. 


Beyond the tea 


ea is certainly a Boston specialty, | 
and though it probably won’t elicit 
great swoons, a box of Boston Har- 
bor Tea Bags ($6 for 25 bags, at 
Great Things from Boston, in the 
Prudential Center) or some Colonial 
Blend Tea ($9 a tin, from the Bosto- 
nian Society Museum Shop) will not 
go unappreciated.

Shots of 
Red Soxers such 
as Ray Culp, 
Doug Griffin, 
and Sonny Sie- 
bert go for $3.75 
each. 
The Brearley 
Collection, in 
Faneuil Hall, is 
another good bet

of Richard Nixon. Saint Nick 

and his tallying of good deeds 

has a Norman Rockwell-like 

charm, but Tricky Dick’s 
columns of names — his financial contrib- 
utors alongside his infamous “enemies 
list” — are also part of Americana. 

Much as we try to deny the little bit of 
Nixon that lurks in all of us, we all make 
lists of people. There are gift lists (often 
subdivided into price ranges), guest lists 
for parties, and, worst of all, Christmas- 
card lists. Nobody likes to leave people out 
— after all, we like to be on their lists — 
but most of us have limits on time, money, 
and the amount of good cheer we can 
muster. So here are some tips on keeping 
your roll calls under control. 


The gift list 


If you can’t cut your gift list down, keep 
your shopping simple. I know someone 
who buys gifts at Buck-a-Book for all his 
friends; at least he can’t be accused of 
playing favorites. An aunt buys everyone 
lottery tickets, leaving to chance who will 
get the best present. She once confessed 
that she also hopes for a lavishly expensive 
gift from anyone who hits the jackpot; this 
way, she doesn’t have to risk buttering up 
the wrong person. 

You may have a friend who insists on 
buying extremely thoughtful, high-priced 
gifts that you can’t match. But gentle sug- 
gestions that you skip the gifts this year 
will only convince him or her of your 
poverty-stricken status — and how much 
you really need that new microwave oven. 


Try a more subtle approach. This time, get 
something you can share — a bottle of 
wine, a cheesecake, a video — and don’t 
wrap it. Insist on using it right away, just 
as if it’s part of an ordinary visit. (You do 
always bring something when you’re invit- 
ed to someone’s house, don’t you?) 

To get the point across, do the same 
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book, start reading interesting passages 
aloud. If it’s a set of bath oils and sham- 
poos, suggest a joint shower. If this 
doesn’t prompt a plea to move in together, 
you'll be lucky to get a tin of sugar cookies 
next year. 

There are also subtle ways to maneuver 
someone onto your gift list. First, get your 
friend something that, for legal or hygenic 
reasons, must be presented well ahead of 
Christmas. Small animals, such as lobsters 
or puppies, are always effective in this re- 
gard; firearms can be handy too. Then 
treat anything you get from that person — 
the latest issue of Beekeepers’ Quarterly, 
some leftover guacamole, an obscene fax 
discovered at work — as a Christmas gift. 
Put a bow around it and place it promi- 
nently under your tree, praising the 
thoughtfulness of the gift to all visitors. 
Within a few days, you'll get a beautifully 
wrapped replacement.

tation list. If you invite one person in your 
self-esteem group to a party, there’s 
bound to be some sulking if you don’t in- 
vite them all. 

One solution is to arrange things so 
that most of the people you invite can’t 
come. If you had the foresight to move 
into a dangerous neighborhood, this is 
easy. Living 60 miles from your nearest 
friend helps, but you can also take the 
precaution of adding confusing direc- 
tions to your invitation (“take a left at 
the last stop sign before Route 27 turns 
into Hell Hollow Road”).

If you’re determined to have your party 
on a night when everyone is free — or 
even, God forbid, on New Year’s Eve — 
here are some ways to keep down the 
crowd. 

* Don’t invite your boss. If you really 
want to suck up to someone at the office, 
bring in some Christmas cookies. There 
are certain pitfalls to letting everyone at 
work see you at home. Someone might 
notice that the postage meter in your 
kitchen looks like the one that disappeared 
from the mailroom last month. Then there 
are the Christmas cards on the mantel . . . 
(more on that later). 

Getting drunk in front of co-workers is 
a no-win situation. The best scenario is for 
you to become increasingly obnoxious, 
perhaps even passing out and letting your 
more unsavory guests walk off with valued 
possessions like your 
postage meter. How- 
ever, if you’re unfor- 
tunate enough to be- 
come more charming 
and articulate with 
each rum and Coke, 
your boss may com- 
pare you unfavorably 
to your sober self. 
Even worse, you may 
be a quiet person at 
| work. But at your

you. In fact, he will 
suggest that the three 
of you go out to 
brunch the next day. 
(“Oh, don’t worry 
about it! Marcia and I 
can just sleep on the 
couch. And don’t bother turning up the 
heat. I’m sure we won’t need it. Heh, 
heh.”) 

* When in doubt about whether to invite 
a particular person, imagine that he or she 
is the first to arrive at the party. If the 
thought of being alone with that person for 
10 minutes makes you short of breath and 
panicky, do not put him on the guest list. 
He would, however, make a perfect date. 


The Christmas-card list 


This is easily the most dangerous holi- 
day tradition for those addicted to long 
lists. If the upcoming hike in postage- 
stamp prices doesn’t persuade you to lop 
off some names, here are some other 
strategies. (Note: this year, at least, send- 
ing secular Christmas cards — the ones 
that say “Happy Holidays” — is still OK. 
In fact, they could become valuable collec- 
tors’ items after the Republicans assume 
power next year.) 

* Don’t try to use up all the cards you 
bought this year. If you buy a box of 20 
cards and send 19 to your closest friends, 
don’t send the last one to a second-tier ac- 
quaintance. You'll start to feel guilty about 
sending a card to just one of your second 
cousins, or just one of your neighbors, and 
you'll end up addressing another 37 (it’s 
never an even number) cards. If you must 
get rid of that last card in the box, have 
some fun and send it to a stranger pulled 
at random out of the phone book. Look 
for a couple and address the card to just 
one of them, with an insinuating message 
inside: “Glad to hear the two of you 
iwerked things! out” cor: fLisa: hope: toxbe 
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able to finally meet you soon.” 
¢ Don’t get carried away trying to re- 
new long-dormant friendships. One year, | 
expanded my Christmas-card list by track- 
ing down a dozen or so former classmates 
and co-workers who had moved out of 
state. Most never responded. Perhaps effi- 
cient spouses, not seeing my name on 
their outgoing lists, simply threw the cards 
away, as if trying to balance a checkbook. 
Perhaps my old friends had fled Boston to 
escape student loans and parking tickets 
and were afraid I had joined a collection 
agency to pay off my student loans and 
parking tickets. Maybe they were just 
afraid I’d show up for a visit. (Curiously, I 
had a much better response rate several 
months later, when I wrote to friends in 
search of job leads. If you’re just writing 
for networking purposes, it’s best to be 
upfront about it.) 
Along the same lines, 
don’t try too hard to 
strengthen out-of- 
state friendships. 
When I wrote to one 
recently relocated ac- 
quaintance to say 
how sorry I was that 
we hadn’t spent more 
time together, he 
wrote back, “Why 
didn’t you tell me that 
when I was there?” 
¢ Christmas cards 
are meant to be dis- 
played — on the 
mantel, on the refrig- 
erator — where any- 


So don’t use your 
card as an opportuni- 
ty to make some 
long-overdue apology 
that should be kept 
private. (“Merry Christ- 
mas. I am really, real- 
ly sorry for the way I 
acted at your party. 
I’ve never lost control 
like that, and I prom- 
ise to pay your dry- 
cleaning bills.”) And 
don’t send any “letter 
bombs” — cards writ- 
ten on some cold, 
lonely night after 
you’ve had a few hits 
of eggnog and you 
need to spew out 
your problems to a 
captive audience. 
That’s what a tele- 
phone is for. 

¢ Buy just one copy 
of the tackiest, most 
tasteless Christmas 
card around — say, 
Santa pissing his 
pants while singing 
“Tinkle Bells” — and 
put it on your mantel 
or your desk at work. 
Watching people groan 
when they read it is fun. Sending it out to 
75 people means you’ve got too much time 
on your hands. 

¢ Sending separate cards for someone’s 
multiple personalities could be misinter- 
preted as sarcasm. 

¢ Single urban folk may find it hard to 
compete with those family newsletters 
from aunts and cousins in the hinterlands. 
They’re full of news about wedding en- 
gagements, freak boating accidents, and 
mysterious ailments that seem to be con- 
nected to the local smelting plant — while 
the biggest thing to happen to you in the 
past year was finding a good Guatemalan 
restaurant in Cambridge. To keep up with 
the relatives, turn to the experts. The Na- 
tional Enquirer and the Weekly World 
News have plenty of news you can appro- 


priate as your own. Just clip a few head- _ 


lines that could conceivably refer to you: 
MAN CHEWS OFF OWN LEG TO ESCAPE POS- 
SESSED STAIRMASTER Or WOMAN WEDS JFK 
ON LOVE BOAT IN BERMUDA TRIANGLE. The 
blurred photographs could also be handy. 
Slip them into your envelope, and scribble 
a note on the card: “Remind me to tell you 
all about this sometime.” That should get 
you off a few mailing lists — though 
cousin Lester in Idaho may still be able to 

top you. 
¢ Spread some cheer to subscription de- 
partments all over America. Write “Merry 
Christmas” across all those cards that fall 
out of your magazines and send them 
back. The magazines have to pay for the 
postage no matter what’s written on the 
cards, so you can bring joy to Pueblo, Col- 
orado, or Fargo, North Dakota, and it

After 

filling a four-wheeled cart with snack-size 

chocolate bars for the neighborhood kids, 

I fell victim to the store’s Halloween dis- 

play — an eerie autumnal scene complete 

with an oversize plastic pumpkin that lit 

up and yelled “Happy Halloween!” Per- 
fect, I thought. 

Wrong! The T-ride home was a disaster. 
Rush-hour professionals were not the least 
bit amused by my pumpkin, which stole their 
elbow room and accidentally bumped them 
during short stops. By the time I got home 
and introduced the pumpkin to its new rest- 
ing spot, I had made a vow: never take any- 
thing of unmanageable size on the T. 

Now, with the holiday gift-buying sea- 
son upon us, I’ve taken my vow a step fur- 
ther. Everything I buy on a holiday-shop- 
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and copper ($6.25 and $7.25, depending 
on color). Gift-shopping is great here be- 
cause you can find a suitable stamp for ev- 
eryone on your gift list and turn it into a 
one-stop shop. Or, choose a couple of 
unique stamps for avid stampers and con- 
tinue on. I chose the latter and went to the 
store next door, Elements. 

Elements bills itself as “the ultimate fac- 
tory-outlet store.” What caught my eye 
here was a Tweeds catalogue overstock — 
a fabulous line of tote-able products aptly 
named “Pocket Accessories.” These dainty 
pewter cases, imprinted with tapestry de- 
signs or star patterns, hold contact lenses

condoms, or lipsticks. The cases cost less 
than $20 and make appealingly personal 
gifts. 

In Central Square, Carberry’s Bakery & 
Coffee House (74 Prospect Street) makes 
it easy to give the gift of bread without 
loading down your shopping bag.

Next destination: the Museum Shop, at 
the Museum of Fine Arts (465 Huntington 
Avenue). This shop contains so many 
great small gifts that it’s hard to know 
where to begin. I limited my selections to 
two items that fit easily into my shopping 
bag — playing cards and tea towels. The 
back of the cards feature famed paintings 
by the masters. Choose from the Monet 
gallery (lilies or parasols), enigmatic M.C. 
Escher designs, and stunning Klimt com- 
positions, to name a few. The decks, sold 
in pairs, cost $12.95. 

The museum’s colorful tea towels are 
perfect for anyone’s kitchen, and offer a 
nice assortment of designs, including iris- 
es, botanica, and hummingbirds.

he Lemme catch my breath and get back into declarative mode. Yeah, it’s that time of year again, when we dress up our holiday sentiments in the musical zeitgeist and 
parody on, dude. Mercy, it’s been 19 years since the birth of this tradition — which kind of makes it an X-er itself. It’s about time it put its hat on backwards and got alienated, 
wouldn't you say? (That wasn’t a rising slacker inflection; that was a sincere rhetorical question.) 

So if we're gonna salute the late adolescence of our tradition, we gotta do it in a musical genre that’s both hot and cool (which is to say, age-appropriate). And for Generation 
X, that means either grunge or Tony Bennett. And nothing against Tony, but we've sort of done him — back when he was less cool than he is now. 

Besides, we'd better pay homage to grunge before all its major exponents kill themselves. 

| suppose it’s tough for older folks to appreciate grunge because there’s practically nothing drearier than warmed-up nihilism. Though it boasts a certain freshness the first time 
around, complete abnegation loses its thrill in rerun. | suspect the division reflects not so much a generational rift, per se, as it does a post-literacy phenomenon. See, | can re- 
member when adolescent disaffirmation was at its most attractive. Nihilism wasn’t well represented in music back in those days, unless you count Bobby Sherman, so | had to 
turn to literature. | read Sartre’s Nausea, and by the time | was taking solid food again, | was cured of the old langueur monotone once and for all. That thing just sucked all the 
glamour right out of self-loathing and general Vernichtung. 

But consider when, say, Soundgarden floats the listener a notion on the order of: “Sitting here like uninvited company wallowing in my own obscenities/| share a cigarette with 
negativity/Sitting here like wet ashes with X’s in my eyes and drawing flies.” It’s certainly well-put, and, in bite-size chunks, between trips to the mall, | can see where it would 
tend to keep the romance alive. 

If the previous generation’s sensibilities were fashioned by books and movies and other long-ass artistic modalities, it shouldn’t be surprising that a generation raised on 
Sesame Street and music videos should be so protean in its assumption of identities. | mean, | was Lash LaRue for three whole months following a fateful Saturday matinee in 
1957. But on MTV, each occasion for identification, each heroic pose, is shortly replaced by another. Every three minutes and 52 seconds, you start a new life. Though there’s no 
way of knowing for sure, | can’t help but speculate that Kurt was surprised and disconcerted to find himself permanently dead. (Incidentally, it’s easy to see why the grunge world 
view, though perhaps universal in appeal and application, was first articulated in Seattle — all that sogginess and light deprivation had to take its toll.) 

As far as the music itself goes, it’s not much different in kind, volume, or cacophony from that of the bands who used to entertain Gen X-ers’ parents, with names like the Elec- 
tric Underpants. So lighten up, Boomers. 

Let’s face it. The teen musical archetypes were born long ago, back in the ‘50s, and thoroughly and exhaustively defined for all time. Rock and roll celebrated discrete aspects 
of teen life, in iconic fashion. The teen-born-to-suffer icon. The young hell-raiser icon. The rhythm-is-all-and-the-hell-with-everything-else icon. And each archetype sired an entire 
line, a distinct genre of latter-day music. Grunge is in direct thematic descent from “Summertime Blues” and “Lonely Teenager.” Just like heavy metal is descended from “Rip It 
Up.” And hip-hop ultimately begotten, | think, by “Rubber Biscuit.” And, of course, “Louie Lovie” fathered — well, Louie Lovie music. 

So we'll respect the oeuvre here, make sure to observe its conventions, and abide by its aesthetic imperatives. The music needs to be loud and chordy, but often alternating 
with plaintive acoustic laments. Then we should strive for deeply opaque lyrics, stuff that makes David Byrne seem like a model of lucidity. What else? Well, you can search the 
grunge canon pretty much in vain for a love song. It may be the closest you get to true romance is when Nine Inch Nails is “covered with hope and Vaseline” (but in the end, 
things don’t work out anyway). 

You need lots of self-torment, Dostoevskian style. Unlike that of the more declassé metal and gangsta rap, grunge aggression is directed inward. And you gétta haye utter 
alienation. | mean punks were alienated, but even they had other punks. Grunge folks got nobody, not even themselves. It’s also essential to assert that you don’t like sex. But en- 
gage in it anyway — solely for the purpose of rubbing the world’s nose in the futility of human endeavor. And above all, the lyrics must reflect the view that everything sucks and 
everybody's stupid. It has its appeal. Given the outcome of this year’s elections, that perspective certainly gets a sympathetic hearing from me. 

Put them all together, and they spell “Smells Like Christmas Spirit,” which we expect will become the title cut on the soon-to-be-released Smashing Ornaments CD, on the igor 
Plum Puke label. Picture Rudolph as a disaffected young ungulate (actually, in keeping with the times, he’s going by the name of RuDolph), oppressed by expectation, mired in 
ennui, dazed and confused — and disgusted with himself, his elders, and the state of things generally. Eat your hearts out, Moody Blues. 

So turn your hat around, rip your jeans to rags, grab your Strat, crank the amp up to 11, and abandon all hope. Get down and get bummed. Do your utmost, for Tony Ben-

Mogul skis 
Mogul skis seem like a 
contradiction in terms. 
For quick, precise turns, 
any ski must be stiff and 
have a narrow middle, 
but to navigate the in- 
consistent terrain, the 
mogul ski must also be 
very flexible. Here are 
some of this season’s 
choices for opening up 
your abilities to this 
jagged horizon. Retail 
prices for these skis 
range from $350 to 
$525. 
The Volkl P10 
SLC features a 
wood core and, be- 
cause of its double 
torsion box, is a 
stiffer ski requiring 
more strength and 
agility from the 
skier. This ski’s 
good-sized sweet 
spot is for the ag- 
gressive, quick 
turner, and its 
segmented edges 
perform well at 
slow to moder- 
ate speeds. Or 
there’s the 
Volkl P9 SLC 
or SL, for the

K2’s MX 8.1 is 
lightweight, durable, and quick, 
capable of handling the tightest 
bumps using its torsion box for 
flex and absorption around a 
spruce wood core. 

Rossignol’s 5sm competition 
mogul skis are constructed with 
a double torsion box — one box 
inside the other — made of 
lightweight fiberglass for stiff- 
ness and quick turns, Kevlar for 
strength, and graphite for flex 
and forgiveness in variable ter- 
rain. This is a more advanced 
mogul ski. 

From Dynastar come the As- 
sault and the Assault V6 skis. 
The Assault turns quickly for 
more expert skiers; for an im- 
proving bump skier, the Assault 
V6 provides a carbon-cell core 
for a larger sweet spot, and a 
less extreme sidecut for looser 
turns. 

Kastle’s Rage ski has a unique 
split base that provides for rapid 
acceleration. If you can’t handle 
a ski that dives down the slope, 
forget it and pick up the Rage-S. 
Otherwise, if you can control 
speed on the moguls, this ski 
provides turning ease with its 
sidecut and edge-to-edge quick- 
ness. Both skis are for interme- 
diate-to-advanced mogul skiers 
because of their stiff composi- 
tion, but the Rage-S is easier to 
handle and is a more versatile 
ski. The Rage will be aggressive 
even on the days when you’re 
not. 


Backcountry and telemark 

Telemark skiing is a compli- 
cated skill, foreign to down- 
hillers who own only alpine 
equipment. Last year, Fischer, 
the leading seller of cross-coun- 
try skis, came out with the aptly 
named Revolution ski. Its brief 
length (147 cm) was unheard of, 
and, at 1000 grams, its weight 
was one-third that of a Nordic 
ski. The Revolution’s low-resis- 
tance turns and its lightness and 
speed in tracked trails helped it 
become widely popular as an in- 
troductory ski for telemarking 
and cross-country skiing. This 
year, Fischer is back with three 
versions of the original Revolu- 
tion, and four longer versions 
with lengths ranging from 157 
to 177 cm. 


Karhu is 
giving Nordic 
backcountry skis the 
same treatment. Backcountry 
skis have always been wide, for 
greater flotation in heavy pow- 
der or choppy, crusted crud, but 
now Karhu has shortened its 
Nordic backcountry ski by as 
much as 20 cm, and widened it 
by at least 20 mm. The shorter 
edge enhances turning ability, 
whether telemarking or blazing 
the backcountry. Karhu’s new 
line includes the Catamount, a 
waxless ski with a foam core, 
fiberglass torsion box, carbon 
steel edges, and a prominent 
sidecut for turning ease; the 
Pathfinder, also a waxless ski, 
but with a wood core, fiberglass 
wrap, and a subtle sidecut for 
both backcountry and in-track 
use; and the Outbound, a wood- 
core-and-fiberglass waxable ski 
with an extreme sidecut that less 
experienced telemarkers will find 
to be a blessing. 

For alpine skis that are the 
choice of heli-skiers, moun- 
taineers, and backcountry pow- 
der seekers, check out Volkl’s 
Explosiv and K2’s Big Kahuna. 
The Explosiv’s sidecut is ex- 
treme even for powder skis: 119 
mm tips, 89 mm middles, and 
112 mm tails. It features a wood 
core and a single torsion wrap 
designed for flexibility in deep 
powder. The Big Kahuna is a fat 
ski as well, engineered for sharp 
turns — because when you’re 
contending with cliffs, boulder 
fields, and other wilderness 
monsters, you need all the help 
you can get. Retail prices for 
these skis range from $300 to 
$550. 


Boots 

For many women, fitting a 
downhill ski boot can be an ex- 
ercise in finding the least un- 
comfortable junior’s boot, or in 
slipping your foot into a cav- 
ernous chasm of hard plastic. 
The Tecnica boot company has 
developed a ladies’ liner that fea- 
tures a higher and narrower 
heel, increased calf and instep 
volume, and an adjustable arch. 
The Centric 60 and 100 ($180 
and $300) are all compatible 
with this liner. 

Rossignol’s R750L ($229) 
and Course L women’s boots 
($330) are designed to be lower 
in height, softer flexing, and 
with a skinnier inner boot. 

Salomon’s women’s boot 
models come 


in Inte- 
gral Equipe, the 
Optima EXP, the Evo- 
lution 7 and 8, and the SX. 
Women’s fits feature adapted 
cuff and liner heights for a 
thicker and shorter calf. The SX 
models are rear-entry boots, 
more for comfort than perfor- 
mance. All inner boots contain 
polar fleece for extra warmth, 
and, because women have lower 
centers of gravity, the footbed is 
angled in the heel to help them 
lean forward and initiate turns. 
Retail prices range from $180 
through $330. 


Doodads 

They are the warriors that 
carry you down the slopes, that 
freeze all day long just to do it, 
and that cramp you in the car on 
the way up to the mountain. 
They are your skis, and, your 
wallet willing, they can ride in 
comfort and so can you. Thule 
makes a weatherproof Recre- 
ation Box, aerodynamically 
shaped like a bobsled, that fits 
on top of your car. It is made of 
hard plastic, locks with a key, 
and clamps with U-bolts onto 
the standard Thule base rack. At 
10 cubic feet, the Alpine model 
is large enough for four pairs of 
skis and poles; at 16 cubic feet, 
the Adventurer model can han- 
dle luggage or mountaineering 
gear in addition to four pairs of 
skis and poles. Thule Recreation 
Boxes retail from $315 to $415. 

Jeans skiing? Yes, thank you, 
and hold the neon nylon and 
Gore-Tex. Outdoor Research, a 
Seattle company known for 
rainy-weather innovations, 
makes three types of boot gaiters 
to cut the icy crust that bejewels 
the cuffs of cotton ski pants. 
The most basic is a 10-inch, 
calf-high nylon and elastic ver- 
sion. One step up is an 18-inch, 
knee-high nylon version with 
elastic and pull strings. The 18- 
inch gaiter comes with or with- 
out a Gore-Tex lining for guar- 
anteed waterproofing. The 
Crocodile is the best: a knee- 
high gaiter featuring tough Cor- 
dura nylon lowers to resist cut- 
ting on ski edges, and a Gore- 
Tex lining that’s, yep, guaran- 
teed waterproof. Retail prices 
are $23 to $45. 

Those who wear cotton army 
coats or wool sweaters as their 
outer layer know well the icy 
ring that gathers between mitten 
and sleeve. Outdoor Research 
makes a glove shell out of nylon, 
with a Gore-Tex lining. The 
glove has a tightening strap at 
the wrist and at the upper fore- 
arm, where it 


Toughtek, a rugged rub- 
ber, for grip. This shell does 
not insulate; it must be worn 
over a flexible glove of either 
wool or fleece. Retail price is 
$50. 

For the home ski-tuner, 
Swix makes a citrus wax sol- 
vent. Old wax remover was 
extremely harmful to the en- 
vironment, and the vapors 
left an unpleasant, chalk-like 
lining in the mouth. Citrus 
solvent is made from 100 
percent orange-peel extract, 
is completely bio-degrad- 
able, and even smells better 
than your average room 
deodorizer. However, it is 
extremely flammable, as 
most high-school kids 
know. Citrus solvent re- 
tails for $15. 

How much was your 
last ski tune-up? $30? 
$40? After you clean the 
bases of your skis with 
citrus solvent, pick up 
some P-tex from the Ski 
Accessories Company of 
Waterford, Michigan, 
light it on fire, and drip 
it into the latest gouges 
and pockmarks on 
your bases. Three 
sticks of it sell for $3. 

Carrera ski goggles 
have made the latest 
advancements in the 
war against fogging. 

Instead of a spray-on 
anti-fog finish, Car- 
rera has developed a 
baked-on finish that 
promises to be more 
durable than a spray, 
which inevitably 
wears off. Retail 
price is $65. For a 
leaner weapon 
against clouded vi- 
sion, Oakley and 
Smith both make 
air-flow goggles. 
An eyebrow-level 
row of holes in 
the eye shield 
makes this possi- 
ble. Retail price 

is $40. Q 
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a. Carrera’s durable ski goggles, at $65, lead 
the Fight against Foggy vision.

$30. Glasses arrive clean, in industrial dishwasher racks, and you don’t have to wash 
them afterward; just stack them in the racks. Champagne flutes and martini glasses 
rent for 40 to 60 cents apiece; highballs are less. 

A word of advice, though: rent twice as many glasses as you think you'll need. 
People tend to deposit them all over the place, picking up new ones when they refill. 
Also, breakage is inevitable, so make sure you ask about fees when you place your 
order. 

A bar and tablecloth rent for $16 at the AA Rental Center (locations in Watertown 
and Belmont). At Party World, also in Watertown, a punch bowl goes for $10, and 
polished silver trays for $8 apiece. For a fee, most places will deliver and pick up in 
the Boston area. 

Similarly, cast a stern eye over your CD shelf: if Green Day is your idea of mood 
music, this is the time to invest in a little Cole Porter, some Gershwin tunes, or big- 
band collections (see below). 


The garb 


And what are you going to wear? Vintage shops are sporting dinner jackets and 
tuxes with the narrow shawl lapels that 007 loved in the Sean Connery days. There 
are flapper dresses and ’50s gowns for women; those off-the-shoulder necklines and 
cinched waists are still the epitome of sexiness. Silk charmeuse and velvet are every- 
where this season — rich, glamorous, seductive. 

Think ahead, too, about how you want your place to look. A fire in the fireplace, if 
you have one, and a Christmas tree are musts. Lay boughs of juniper and holly on 
the mantel entwined with gold metallic ribbons or white Italian lights. Tuck more 
greens and ribbons above picture frames. A dozen red roses in a vase will light up the 
drabbest corner. Think about lighting, too: tone down the wattage and supplement 
with candles, which cast a soft, sparkling glow. 


The grub 


Cocktail food is tricky. You don’t want to spend all night in the kitchen manufac- 
turing last-minute masterpieces, so resist the temptation to try all those gems that 
are appearing in magazines these days. Chefs — not ordinary mortals — make 
those little wonders. Unless you have a caterer, you'll also want to minimize the 
number of dishes that need passing. Better to set out a lavish buffet, allowing your 
guests to serve themselves and you to have a good time (see recipes on next page). 
Pass just a few hot or really special hors d’oeuvres. You'll have plenty to do just mak- 
ing sure buffet platters get refilled and empty glasses get removed from tables. 

If you can afford it, nothing dresses up a buffet like a side of smoked salmon, and 
it takes less effort to present than anything else on earth. For convenience with ele- 
gance, Ducktrap Farms of Maine sells a side of fish-farm salmon presliced on a fish- 
shaped cherry board. (Find Ducktrap fish at Bread and Circus, Marty’s liquor stores, 
and some Roche Bros. outlets.) Accompany salmon with a basket of thinly sliced 
pumpernickel bread, a crock of sweet butter, and bowls of capers and finely chopped 
Spanish or red onion. Less expensive, but equally welcome, is smoked bluefish, 
which you can serve either as a fillet, like the salmon, or whipped into a paté. With 
bluefish, serve dill sauce and water crackers or slices of toasted farm-style bread. 

Another extravagant centerpiece is a big bowl of soused shrimp. If you have a rich 
uncle in Virginia who sends you a Smithfield ham, let it be the star of the buffet 
table, served with a basket of buttery old-fashioned biscuits. The ham is dry and salty 
— like prosciutto on steroids. Or, you can pick up a Honey of a Ham at the store of 
the same name on Route 1, in Saugus. An eight- to 10-pound ham, serving 25 or so 
people, goes for $40; call 233-9000 to order. 

Slip thin slivers of ham inside quarter-sized baking-powder biscuits. You can bake 
the biscuits a day ahead, then reheat them in the oven before filling with ham. (Any 
biscuit recipe will do — just roll the dough a quarter-inch thin and use a tiny cutter 
to pop them out, or with a knife slice them into one-inch squares; brush with melted 
butter before baking.) Serve the biscuits on a platter. Though not traditional, honey 
mustard is outstanding with this. 

A platter of red and yellow cherry tomatoes adds color; stuff them with herbed 
goat cheese or smoked trout spread. And round out the buffet with fruit: bunches of 
diminutive champagne grapes, quartered figs, a hefty wedge of Stilton cheese, a bowl 
of walnuts. 

And when you have a minute for cruising the room, carry a silver platter of hot, 
crisp potato skins topped with sour cream and a dollop of caviar. Your guests will 
thank you. It beats the heck out of pizza and beer. Q

The Ritz-Carlton martini 


3 parts Finlandia vodka

Rinse the inside of a martini glass with the vermouth, then pour off the remainder. Pour the 
vodka over ice, then strain into the glass. Serve with either a Spanish olive or a lemon twist. 


French 75 


This Champagne cocktail earned its name from a long-range World War II gun — reportedly 
because drinkers woke up feeling as though they'd spent the night next to artillery fire. Served in a 
wide martini glass, it sends bubbles cascading up from a sugar cube. Drinking more than one is not 
recommended. 


1 miniature sugar cube 
1 scant teaspoon (just enough to soak the sugar cube) of Cognac 
Good Champagne to fill 


In the center of a martini glass, place 1 small sugar cube. Pour over it just enough Cognac to 
soak it. Then fill the glass with Champagne. 


Purple martini 


This is the specialty of the house at Biba, in Boston’s Back Bay. 


Bombay Sapphire gin 
Elysium wine (or Chambord as a substitute) 


Combine gin with a dash of wine (or Chambord) over ice, shake, and strain. Serve with lemon 
twist. 


Grape crush 


This concoction was passed on by the Atrium Lounge, at the Bostonian Hotel, in Boston.

Potato skins with caviar 


This is a good way to use inexpensive American black caviar or red salmon roe; save costly 
Beluga for a more purist approach (and a smaller crowd). The salty roe is a great foii to the but- 
tery sour cream and the hot potato skins. You can also serve the skins plain, like potato chips. 


They’re fantastic. 


Russet potatoes 

Unsalted butter, melted 

Salt and pepper to taste 

1 cup sour cream, chilled 

4 ounces black American caviar or salmon roe 


Bake the potatoes. When cool enough to handle, scoop out the insides (use for mashed pota- 
toes, if you like). Drizzle the skins with melted butter and use kitchen shears to cut into bite- 
size strips. (These can be made ahead up to this point and refrigerated.) When ready to serve, 
bake until crisp in a 450-degree oven, about 15 minutes, and season with salt and pepper. Top 
each potato skin with a spoonful of cold sour cream and a half-teaspoon of caviar. Serve im- 
mediately. Serves 25. Cost: about $2 for potatoes and seasoning, plus $10 for black caviar or 
$18 for salmon roe. 


Stuffed cherry tomatoes 


2 pounds cherry tomatoes (both red and yellow if available) 
Smoked-trout paté or herbed goat-cheese spread (see below) 
Finely snipped fresh dill, chives, or parsley for garnish 


Slice off the top of each tomato with a sharp knife and use a small spoon to scoop out the seeds 
and pulp. Drain upside-down on paper towels. Fill with smoked trout paté or goat-cheese spread 
(this is easier if you use a pastry bag). You can make these early the day of the party — just cover 
tightly and refrigerate. Garnish with fresh herbs before serving. Serves 25. 


Smoked trout spread 


You can substitute smoked salmon or bluefish if you are not using them elsewhere in the menu. 
This spread is also great on red peppers, crackers, or toast. 


'/, pound smoked trout fillets 

1 pound cream cheese, softened 

2 tablespoons sour cream 

2 tablespoons minced Spanish onion 

2 tablespoons minced fresh dill 

1 tablespoon horseradish, or more, to taste 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper to taste 
Lemon juice to taste (optional) 


Remove the skin from the trout and break it into smaller pieces. Cream the cream cheese and 
sour cream in either a food processor or a bowl, adding the rest of the ingredients. Thin with 
lemon juice, if necessary. Refrigerate. Pipe into cherry tomatoes with a pastry bag, or spoon in 
carefully. Serves 25. Cost: about $12. 


Herbed goat-cheese spread 


This is an excellent filling for cherry tomatoes; it’s also lovely served with vegetables or crackers. 


'/, pound goat cheese 

4 ounces cream cheese 

2 tablespoons sour cream 

2 garlic cloves 

'/, cup fresh parsley, chives, and tarragon 
black pepper to taste 


soused shrimp 


These must be made several days ahead of time and require 
no last-minute preparation, so they're a bonanza for the 
cook. Plus, the shrimp are addictive. Buy a large block of 
prozen shrimp — they're less expensive that way, and theres 


no loss in quality (almost all shrimp are flash-frozen on the 


fishing boat these days; the raw ones you see in the market 


have just been thawed). 


5 pounds large shrimp, cooked, peeled, and deveined 
3 red onions, halved lengthwise and then thinly sliced 
3 lemons thinly sliced (organic if possible) 

1 teaspoon dried red pepper Flakes (optional) 

3 teaspoons finely chopped Fresh rosemary 

3 cloves Finely chopped garlic 


Virgin olive oil to cover 


Layer the shrimp, onions, lemons, garlic, and herbs in a 
glass or ceramic bowl. Pour olive oil over the shrimp to cover. 
Tightly seal with plastic wrap and reprigerate for several days. 
Serve these out of a bowl if your friends aren't pigs. Pass 
them on trays with toothpick, if you want the shrimp to last a 
while. Serves 20-25. Cost: about $64 for the shrimp, and $6 


por the seasonings. 


Toss the garlic cloves into a running food processor that has been fitted with the metal blade; then add 
the herbs, then the cream cheese, sour cream, and goat cheese, processing between additions. (Or you can 
mince the garlic and herbs by hand and hand-mix them into the other ingredients.) You can make this a 


day ahead. Serves 25. Cost: about $10.

least one lame song. If you want your 
New Year’s Eve party to really rock, it 
helps to do your deejaying in advance. 

There’s an art to making a killer party 
tape. You have to gauge the mood of the 
crowd, keep it moving, throw in some 
new and interesting things and a few fa- 
miliar favorites. But you don’t want to 
get too sentimental, and you'll probably 
want to leave out really obvious selec- 
tions, like U2’s “New Year’s Day,” which 
has replaced “Auld Lang Syne” as the 
most-heard song at this time of 
year. 

What follows is a mod- 
est example of a tape 
guaranteed to get the 
party hopping. Since 
it’s New Year’s, 
we've grouped the

The 
band’s trademark mix of psycho-rockabilly 
guitar and lecherous howls serves notice 
that there’s a party going on, and the lyrics 
set the tone for the evening. So would you 
rather be at the party where they’re reflect- 
ing intensely about their experiences of the 
past year, or the one where they’re playing 
a song called “Let’s Get Fucked Up”? 
Thought so. 

Prince, “1999” (1999, Warner Broth- 
ers). Just think, only five more years and 
we'll have to retire this one for good. 

Aerosmith, “Fever” (Get a Grip, Gef- 
fen). You’re throwing a party and you’re 
in Boston, so you gotta have some Aero- 
smith. Chosen from their many party- 
oriented songs because it’s a re- 
cent hit, and because the senti- 
ments (“We're all here ’cause 
we ain’t all there tonight”) 
sound like New Year’s 
Eve to us. Since Aero- 
smith’s famous as a 
cleaned-up band, you 
can use their example 
to remind the non-in- 
dulgers in your 
crowd that being 
sober is no excuse 
not to get crazy. 

Buster Poindex- 
ter, “Who Drank 
My Beer (While I 
Was in the Rear?)”

One of England’s 
great soul-rockers, Parker is also a musical 
cynic of the first order, so it’s a surprise to 
find his first willfully uplifting song on his 
new holiday EP. Calling for a “New Year’s 
revolution of love,” he offers such warm 
thoughts as “Let’s stretch our arms 
around this entire world/And give a ray of 
hope to every boy and girl.”

tions can pit parent against child, spouse 
against spouse, and spark family feuds that 
would make Richard Dawson blush and 
seek refuge in the offstage soundproof 
booth.

is to invite both sets of in-laws to your 
home for the holiday. This entails more 
work for you and your partner, but it has a 
number of advantages. First, the parents 
are on your turf, so you can set the ground 
rules. Second, all of the parents are guests, 
and being of a generation when such 
things mattered, they will therefore be on 
their best behavior. 


Arrival and 
introductions 


As nerve-wracking as the holiday plan- 
ning can be, the butterflies really start 
slam-dancing in your stomach when you 
actually show up at the enemy camp. 

If not for my standards of journalistic 
responsibility, I would recommend any 
number of calming drugs in the Valium 
family. In lieu of this option, however, I 
can suggest a simple practice that can 
serve to ease one’s nerves: when entering 
the in-laws’ house, check immediately for 
auxiliary exits. You never know when an 
emergency escape may be necessary. 

For the returning child — that is, the 
person bringing a partner home to his or 
her parents — it’s important to keep in 
mind that you’re shooting for a balance. 
You may have a Brady Bunch fantasy that 
your parents will fall in love with your 
partner and adopt him or her as a surro- 
gate child, but you will soon realize that 
this is far from the ideal situation. 

As my friend DeMorge puts it, reflecting 
on his first trip home with his girlfriend 
Vicki: “You go into it thinking you want 
everybody to like each other. But then you 
realize you don’t want people liking each 
other too much, because then you become 
the butt of everything.” 

DeMorge’s advice if things start to go 
too smoothly? “If [your partner] gets along 
really well with your family, you should just 
leave. You don’t want to still be there when 
they start teaming up against you.” 

For the newly introduced partner, on 
the other hand, you should try to be as 
friendly as possible. Make sure you act 
natural, though. Be polite, but not too po- 
lite. Nobody puts up with an Eddie 
Haskell (except Mrs. Cleaver, and she ex- 
ists only in reruns). 


The family dinner is the ritual around 
which many a holiday revolves. For first- 
time in-lawyers, this can be the worst of 
the worst. It’s like being cross-examined 
on the witness stand, and the sentence if 
convicted is a matter of love or death.

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Finessing the meal is all a matter of atti- 
tude. See the meal as an opportunity, 
rather than a trial. It’s a chance to display 
your skill at nonverbal communication, an 
avant-garde performance piece. (If its 
budget isn’t completely demolished by the 
Republican Congress, maybe the NEA will 
fund you.) 

When DeMorge brought Connecticut- 
born Vicki to his grandparents’ house jn 
deepest Arkansas, it was clear that what 
Vicki said or didn’t say during the getting- 
acquainted period made little difference. 
Everything rested on her performance at 
the dinner table. 

“They just shoved a plate of corn bread 
and collard greens and chicken in front of 
her,” DeMorge remembers. “And then 
something like 20 of my relatives watched 
to see if she would eat it. My grandfather 
was sitting in the back of the room, and 
you could hear him asking, ‘Did she put it 
in her mouth? Did she eat it?’ ” 

Vicki secured her lasting place in the 
family, DeMorge says, when she tapped 
him on the shoulder and asked for a sec- 
ond helping. 

A few holiday meal guidelines: 

¢ The salad course is not the time to an- 
nounce that you are an ovo-lacto vegetari- 
an or that you eat only glatt-kosher foods. 
If you have special dietary restrictions, ask 
your partner to notify his or her parents at 
least two weeks ahead of time. 

¢ Always take at least what my friend 
Beth calls a “No, thank you” helping of ev- 
ery dish — enough of a taste so that when 
it comes around the table a second time, 
you can say without causing offense, “No, 
thank you. It was delicious, but I’m just so 
full.” 

¢ Never, ever, not in a trillion years, 
compare the in-laws’ food with that of 
your own parents — favorably or unfavor- 
ably. It’s not very polite to say, “My moth- 
er’s creamed onions are much tastier than 
these.” On the other hand, if you say, 
“These are much better than my mother’s 
onions,” the in-laws will wonder at what 
an ungrateful child you are. 


Dishes 


Doing the dishes could technically be 
considered part of the meal, but it deserves 
a special mention. Every friend I spoke to, 
without prompting and without fail, assert- 
ed that aiter-dinner clean-up is the make- 
or-break moment of the holiday visit. It all 
comes down to suds and scrubbing. 

The bottom line is: always offer to help 
with the dishes. And whenever possible, do 
more than offer. 

Men have a particular advantage in this 
department. Parents who are still used to 
rigid gender roles will, in most cases, be

| pleasantly surprised by a “nice young 

| man” who doesn’t mind getting his fingers 
wrinkled. (The exception is a family in 
which the Archie Bunker-like father insists 
that all the men retire to the family room 
after dinner to watch television while the 
womenfolk clean up. In this case, guys 
have to decide which is more important, 
family unity or their commitment to gen- 
der equality. Tough call.) 

Two cautionary notes: 

¢ Watch out if the host or hostess is of 
the “my kitchen is my castle” school. If 
they seem particularly protective of their 

| space, don’t invade. In this case, perhaps 
| just helping to carry the dirty dishes into 
the kitchen is best. 

* Don’t let the eager-beaver behavior be- 
come a wedge between you and your part- 
ner. My friend Ron describes what hap- 
pened when he brought his boyfriend Wolf- 
gang home for the first time, after they’d 
been a happy couple for almost a year: “He 
sucked up to my mother and grandmother 

| and aunts by doing the dishes and got ma- 
jor brownie points. Then he put this major 
guilt trip on me because I wasn’t helping. It 

| just made me want to sit and scratch my 
crotch and watch the football game, which | 
normally don’t do, but he brought out all 
this nasty macho stuff in me.” 


Gifts 


Exchanging gifts is always fraught with 
emotional peril, and the stakes are that 
much higher when it’s the in-laws 

| you’re dealing with. 
| It’s always a nice touch for 
you and your partner to 
| bring a present to the 
| parents, and joint gifts 
| are recommended. 
Both of you should 
| sign the card, and 
| the son- or daugh- 
| ter-in-law should 
hand over the 
gift, saying “It’s 
from [son/daugh- 
ter’s name] and 
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me.” If the parents hate it, they can’t criti- 
cize it without criticizing their own flesh 
and blood. If they love it, you get half the 
credit. 

The classic gift is a nicely framed photo- 
graph of the two of you as the happy cou- 
ple. The in-laws have no choice but to dis- 
play it, and the more they see it through- 
out the year, the more they'll get used to 

ou. 

‘ Gifts from the in-laws are fun because 
they’re usually so easy to psychoanalyze. If 
they give you a set of towels mono- 
grammed with your and your lover’s ini- 
tials, you know you're in. If they give you 
a subscription to Singles magazine, you 
can figure out the hint. 

The first time I brought my lover Chris 
home to my mother’s house for 
Chanukah, she gave us matching flannel 
shirts from L.L. Bean. Chris got the Mac- 
Gregor plaid and I got the Royal Stewart. 
The next year, we got Bean rugby shirts: 
mine forest green, his navy blue. 

Most people — especially most gay men 
— would be thrilled to have their mother 
treat their partner with such kindness, es- 
pecially on the awkward occasion of a first 
holiday visit. My mother was trying in her 
own sweet way to tell Chris that he was 
part of the family, that she took his rela- 
tionship with me seriously. 

That’s what made it all the more painful 
when we had to cut her off. But we did. 
No more shirts, we told her the next year. 
As the great Roberto Duran once said, 
“No mas.” 

It’s one thing to have your spousal rela- 
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tionship honored by your parents; it’s an- 
other to be dressed like the Bobbsey 
Twins. 


Staying over 

When = first brought the wom- 
an who would eventually become his sec- 
ond wife home to his parents for the holi- 
days, my ever-blunt grandfather asked 
loudly at the end of dinner: “What are the 
sleeping arrangements?” 

Most in-laws are not so bold or tactless, 
and it’s best not to force them to be. To 
avoid putting everybody in an awkward 
position, the “sleeping arrangements” 
should be made well in advance of the ac- 
tual visit. Here are a few things to keep in 
mind. 

The EconoLodge can be your best friend. 
If you can spare the money, consider stay- 
ing in a motel near your parents’ house. 
Most parents have a tendency to treat their 
adult children like children, and, likewise, 
many adults returning to their childhood 
homes regress to younger modes. Staying 
in a hotel or motel is de facto adult behav- 
ior and creates a healthy separation. 

If you do stay in the parental home, you 
should insist on being treated the same way 
they would treat any couple of their friends 
who came to visit. If this means the guest 
room with the double bed, you should set- 
tle for no less. If this means the pull-out 
couch in the family room, live with it. 

Sometimes the logistical arrangements 
will provide an automatic answer to the 
$64,000 question of holiday visits: should 
you or shouldn’t you, you know. . .

knows that family holidays are among the 
most stressful occasions in one’s life, and 
sex is the ultimate stress reliever. 

If you must proceed, all I can say is: test 
the thinness of the walls, figure out whose 
room is directly below or above yours, and 
check for heating grates connecting you to | 
the master bedroom. Sound travels much | 
farther than you’d think. 

And if you do manage (or dare) to have | 
sex in the parental house, never attempt to | 
flush a condom down the toilet. They | 
rarely flush on the first try, and, even if | 
they do, they clog up the pipes. Try ex- | 
plaining that when the Roto-Rooter man 
comes. 


Assessing your success — 
When DeMorge brought Vicki home, 
she kept pulling him aside and asking if he | 
thought his parents liked her.

Vicki’s having a good time?’ Finally, on | 
the last night, my mother called me into

Such direct signs of success are always | 
welcome. But if the in-laws’ or parents’ | 
seal of approval is not immediately forth- 
coming, don’t push it. If they like you or 
your partner, chances are you'll hear about 
it down the road. If it’s not, you don’t 
want to know. 

This is the time to make use of Bill Clin- 
ton’s otherwise misguided advice: don’t 
ask, don’t tell.

Always send a thank-you note. For some 
unfathomable reason, manners still mean 
something to the parental generation.

Cardullo’s Gourmet Shop (6 Brattle Street, in Cambridge), 
carries a holiday gift box of Lake Champlain Chocolates. The gold box with a 
sprig of holly contains four chocolates. It retails for $4.99. All the boxes 
can be hung from the tree with red ribbons. The best thing 
about these ornaments is that you don’t have to store 
them year-in and year-out. Just eat them.

tree If you want to 
make your Christmas tree look 
as natural as it possibly can in your 
living room, you might want to adorn it 
with flowers and berries from the great 
outdoors. Winston Flowers (553 Boylston 
Street) has a great selection of dried flow- 
ers, such as roses, carnations, and ama- 
ranth. They also carry red, green and teal 
eucalyptus branches and sprigs of holly 
and berries. You can also track down 
some twigs, acorns, and chestnuts 
underneath the biggest tree in 
your neighbor-

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o you wake up this year on Sun- 

day, December 25. You don’t 

have family to share the day with, 

or you don’t want to share the 

day with the family you do have. 
You’re not Christian. Or you’re a non-be- 
lieving Christian. 

For whatever reason, you want alterna- 
tives to typical Christmas fare. What is 
there to do in Boston on Christmas be- 
sides go to church? 

If you’ve never been out and about on 
Christmas Day, maybe you don’t know 
how strange it can be. After months of 
Muzak carols, bleating traffic, and fren- 
zied crowds, Boston shuts down. The si- 
lence can be disconcerting — and de- 
pressing. Everyone knows that suicides in- 
crease during the holidays. 

Perhaps because of the pressure, even 
Jews, Hindus, and agnostics celebrate 
Christmas in some way. Chinese restau- 
rants (among the few places open) are 
jammed on Christmas night, and there 
must be some reason other than a commu- 
nal hankering for kung pao chicken. For 
me, it helps stave off a certain loneliness 
that’s related to not being a part of the 
majority. 

But what if you hate Chinese food, or 
you want something to do during the 
rest of the day? Take heart. There 
are places open around the city, 
even though Christmas in Massa- 
chusetts is what’s known as a “re- 
stricted holiday,” falling under 
Chapter 136, Section 5 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws — 
in other words, the much-ma- 
ligned blue laws. That means it’s 
illegal to open any “shop, ware- 
house, factory or other place of busi- 
ness” on the high holidays of Christ- 
mas and Thanksgiving. (Last month, 
voters removed Memorial Day, Labor 
Day, and the Fourth of July from this cate- 
gory.) 

Of course, the purity of blue laws has 
been eroding for some time. The state has 
exempted 54 kinds of activity from such 
restrictions as of 1994. These include: 

* “The operation of public bathhouses.” 
Aren’t those illegal yet? 

¢ “The transport or processing of fresh 
meat, fresh poultry . . . bees, or Irish 
moss.” 

¢ “The carrying on of the business of 
bootblack before eleven o’clock in the 
morning.” 

Some of the exemptions are actually 
helpful for finding things to do on Christ- 
mas Day. You might have to make a few 
calls to find out which particular business- 
es will be open. Given that, consider the 
following list of Christmas-relevant ex- 
emptions: 

¢ “Any manner of labor, business or 
work not performed for material compen- 
sation; provided, no public nuisance is cre- 
ated thereby.” In other words, it’s a great 
day to volunteer. To find out about help- 
ing at meal programs, shelters, nursing 
homes, and hospitals, call the United Way 
Voluntary Action Center (426-6775), Pro- 
ject Ezra at the Synagogue Council of 
Massachusetts (244-6506), the Emergen- 
cy Shelter Commission (635-4507), or the 
Little Brothers Friends of the Elderly 
(451-2404). 

¢ “The operation of radio and television 
stations.” Thank God, because a day with- 
out TV is like a day without sun, or orange

juice. Listening to the radio or watching TV 
are viable options for an hour or two. Two 
maximum. There’s too much else to do. 

¢ “The operation of telephone and tele- 
graph systems; or the preparation, print- 
ing, publication, sale and delivery of news- 
papers, or the taking of pictures.” Movie 
theaters also fall under this exemption, and 
they’re usually packed on Christmas. The 
suburban multiplexes are likely to be over- 
run with kids clutching new toys, so you 
might want to check out the artsy movie 
houses closer to town, such as the 
Coolidge Corner Theatre, in Brookline 
(734-2500); the Nickelodeon, in Boston 
(424-1500); and the Capitol, in Arlington 
(648-4340). The Brattle, in Cambridge 
(876-6837), is premiering the decidedly 
non-Yuletide To Live, a Chinese epic that 
follows one family from the 1940s to the 
Cultural Revolution. 

¢ “The opening and operation of any sec- 
ular place of business not 
otherwise prohib- 
ited by law 
if the 


natu- 
ral person 
in control of the 
business conscientiously be- 
lieves that the seventh day of the week . . . 
should be observed as the Sabbath.” This 
was a long-winded, politically correct (in a 
dogmatic, Puritanical way) effort to excuse 
Jews from the blue laws when they covered 
each and every Sunday. It also means Jewish 
and kosher delis and restaurants are open 
on Christmas. So toast the day over a sus- 
taining brunch of lox, bagels, and knishes. 
Choose from the offerings at the B&D Deli 
(232-3727), Rubin’s Kosher Restaurant and 
Delicatessen (731-8787), Beacon Kosher 
(734-5300), or Ruth’s Kitchen (734-9810), 
all in Brookline. There’s nothing quite like 
looking out at the cold, deserted streets 
through the steamy windows of a crowded 
deli. The smell of coffee and the sounds of 
food cooking and people talking can’t be 
found many places on this morning. 

¢ “The sale, for consumption off the 
premises, of food prepared by a common 
victualler licensed under other provisions 
of law to serve on Sunday.” This is our 
Chinese restaurant exemption. (I’m not 
sure why, though, because it supposedly 
exempts consumption only “off the 
premises.” But the Executive Office of La- 
bor said it exempts Chinese restaurants, 
and I believe them. Maybe they mean off 
the customer’s premises.) Most restaurants 
serving Asian food are open on Christmas, 
including Mimi’s Oriental Grill, in Cam- 
bridge (354-1665); Noble House (232- 
9580) and Angkor Wat (232-2424), both 


in Brookline; and Eldo 
Restaurant (338-1252) 
and Buddha’s Delight 
(451-2395), both on 
Beach Street, in China- 
town. 
“Christmas is one of the 
biggest nights of the year,” 
says Peter Pang, co-owner of 
Noble House. Last year, it start- 
ed snowing during my dinner there, 
creating a beautiful backdrop to the meal 
— and adding an element of danger to the 
drive home. 
¢ “The sale and delivery of ice.” Real- 
world translation: convenience stores are 
open. Go on a shopping spree. Read every 
magazine on the rack. Buy a year’s worth 
of birthday cards. Nuke a burrito (if 
you’re still hungry after that huge deli 
breakfast). 
¢ “The sale of tickets or shares for the 
state lottery.” Yes, Vir- 
ginia, the state 
really is 
look- 


ing 
out for 
our best inter- 
ests. In lottery we trust. 
¢ “The operation of a lodging place, 
including the letting of rooms and all ser- 
vices necessary and incidental to the let- 
ting of rooms.” In other words, spend the 
night in a hotel, or bed-and-breakfast, 
just for fun. Some rooms in downtown 
Boston’s Lenox Hotel (536-5300) have 
fireplaces. The Bostonian Hotel (523- 
3600), near Faneuil Hall, is a short walk 
from all those open restaurants in China- 
town. The Hawthorne Inn (508-369- 
5610), in Concord, is just a few minutes 
away from Walden Pond. A walk around 
Walden on December 25 provides a rare 
glimpse of the peace and solitude that 
drew Thoreau to the pond’s shore. 
Another option for escape: head out to a 
beautiful inn by the ocean. You'll be pretty 
isolated on December 25, so take a good 
book and maybe even provisions. My hus- 
band and I once ate a Christmas picnic in 
front of the fireplace in our room at a wa- 
terfront inn. Many of the seaside inns 
close for the winter or on Christmas, but 
some that will be open include Cobb’s 
Cove (508-362-9356), in Barnstable Vil- 
lage; the Wedgewood Inn (508-362- 
9178), in Yarmouth Port; and Mostly Hall 
(508-548-3786), in Falmouth. 
¢ “The operation of a coin-operated 
self-service laundry.” It’s a terrific day to 
get laundry done. Why not clean the whole 
apartment or house while you’re at it? It 
feels good to get things in order. 


Finally, 
this is an 
attractive option as 
long as it’s used in moderation: 

¢ “Bars.” (The longest clause in the 
bunch, so I condensed it.) Dress up and 
head to the Four Seasons’ Bristol 
Lounge (338-4400), or to the Ritz’s Tea 
Lounge (536-5700), both in Boston. The 
Bristol Lounge has a fireplace, and both 
of them have comfortable couches. Or- 
der a coffee drink and pretend you’re a 
guest at the hotel. Or go down-and-dirty 
at a neighborhood bar with a bottle of 
beer and a game of darts, or even pool. 
Jillian’s (437-0300), on Lansdowne 
Street, in Boston, will be open, and jeans 
are welcome here. In years past, it’s 
seemed as if Christmas were just any old 

night at this hopping entertainment 

emporium. 
® 
There are other creative alterna- 
tives for Christmas that the blue 
laws can’t touch. For example, 
Winter Solstice, on December 
21, is the shortest day of the 
year. After that, sunlight increas- 
es a little each day. This year 
Christmas falls on a Sunday — a 
sun day. Why not acknowledge the 
rebirth of the solar year? 
Deborah Mutschler, who helps 
people create rituals and ceremonies, 
recommends celebrating the day with fire, 
either in front of a fireplace or with can- 
dles. 

“Imbue particular candles with the 
qualities that you want to see born in this 
new year, or ignited, or rekindled. Burn 
things that symbolize something you want 
to let go of before you enter the new 
year,” she says. Or: “Bake cookies or pre- 
pare other foods that have special symbol- 
ism for you, and then eat them to take 
those qualities into your body/mind.” 

Other non-regulated options include 
(weather-permitting) cross-country ski- 
ing, sledding, and ice skating on local 
ponds. 

Finally, since George Harrison’s direst 
predictions about “taxing your feet” 
haven’t come true (yet), take a walk. 
Most parks are free and open to the pub- 
lic. Check out the Arboretum — it should 
be soothingly beautiful in its silence. Or 
meander along the edge of the Atlantic, 
thinking great thoughts. 

“Use the emptiness of the streets as a 
time to connect to the rejuvenating bene- 
fits of quiet and rest,” Mutschler says. 
“People who are celebrating the holiday 
alone will have a distinct advantage in 
carving out peaceful time.” 

Though Christmas probably will always 
be a time when most of the city shuts 
down, there are definitely ways to spend 
the day that are fun, different, and even 
meaningful. Most important, regardless of 
what you do or where you go (even if you 
spend the day in your apartment), know 
that you’re not alone. Though you won’t 
hear much about it, lots of us will be wan- 
dering through Boston’s streets on Christ- 
mas Day. Q

ertain immensely respected holi- 
day-shopping experts (i.e., my 
mother) insist that shopping and 
eating must go hand in hand. 
Must go hand in hand. Not may. 

The reason is simple. What is holiday 
shopping, after all, if not a hunt, a 
marathon, a test of one’s creative and 
physical endurance? In order to survive 
intact, you need energy. Raw caloric fuel. 
Go without it, the experts (Mommy) 
maintain, and you’ll grow hungry, weak, 
and susceptible to the flus and colds 
borne by fellow shoppers. In which case 
you'll end up giving friends and family 
more than just a gift this year. 
Gesundheit. 

Careless shoppers forget about nour- 
ishment until they’re half exhausted, at 
which point they reach for whatever cin- 
namon roll or corn dog happens to be at 
hand. That is no way to operate, no way 
at all. It doesn’t make sense. Consider: 
the proliferation of chain stores means 
that, in many cases, there is little differ- 
ence between the shops in Mall A and 
those in Mall B. Food courts, on the oth- 
er hand, differ widely in the Boston area. 
Thus, it’s wise to base holiday-shopping 
plans as much on the instincts of the 
stomach as on the capacity of the check- 
ing account. 

Below, an informal comparison-shop of 
mall foodstuffs and the settings in which 
they’re peddled and consumed. Sit down. 
Eat. The experts insist.

serpents gets Food: 


Most of Copley Place’s eating spots are 
located on its second floor, and offer am- 
ple seating far enough away from the pass- 
ing shoppers to allow for conversation in 
the normal decibel range. 

At the Kowloon Restaurant/Lounge, be- 
hind a row of planters, you can relax and 
refuel with Singapore noodles ($4.25), 
stir-fried vegetables ($3.75), or hot-and- 
sour soup ($2.25). Dishes can be pre- 
pared in Szechuan, Thai, or Cantonese 
styles. 

Café Sbarro has a surprisingly broad 
view of Boston from its back windows, 
plus a seating area that’s open and airy. 
Grab a spinach and cheese calzone 
($2.19) or a slice of stuffed pizza ($3.09). 
Nearby, Legal Sea Foods Oyster Bar and 
Restaurant looks downright elegant. You 
can order caesar salad with Cajun shrimp 
there ($11.95), a sun-dried-vegetable piz- 
za ($6.95), and even a bowl of “light” 
clam chowder, with no cream, butter, or 
flour ($3.95). 

The mall also has some less formal 
cafés: Au Bon Pain (on the lower level, 
near Neiman Marcus), and Café Coffee 
and the Double Rainbow Café (both of 
them upstairs, near Legal Sea Foods). 
Café Coffee carries fresh-roasted coffees 
and assorted pastries and bagels. The 
Double Rainbow Café offers very thick 
slices of quiche ($3.25), as well as salads, 
pita sandwiches, and baked potatoes. 


On the lower level of the mall, near the 
Loews Copley Place Cinema, you can dis- 
appear into the dimly lit but festive Chili’s 
Grill & Bar. Try the mushroom burger 
($5.75), or the country-fried steak with 
mashed potatoes, corn coblet, and garlic 
toast ($6.95). Or sample one of the “guilt- 
less” entrees, like the “guiltless veggie pas- 
ta” ($6.45). 

To remove yourself even further from 
the madding crowd, visit the restaurants in 
the attached Boston Marriott Copley Place 
(Bello Mondo, the Terrace Lounge, or 
Champions) or the Westin Hotel (the 
Brasserie, Turner Fisheries, or the Lobby 
Lounge).

The Prudential Center, which is wit- 
nessing its second holiday season since its 
remodeling, has a light-filled food court 
that looks as if it’s just been unwrapped. 
There are many, many tables and chairs 
arranged in its center, but they’re not 
pushed too close together, and the area’s 
often uncrowded. 

At Rebecca’s Café, you can order a 
turkey pesto salad ($4.95), or a slice of 
“Mile High” apple pie ($3.25). Or, if 
you’re out shopping early, go to the 
counter at Great Wraps, which serves but- 
termilk pancakes ($1.99). At the Cajun 
Big Easy, folks are lined up to try honey- 
glazed chicken or blackened fish with rice 
and one vegetable (each plate $4.65).

Try the Paul Revere Chili ($2.19 for a 
cup) at the Bay State Chowda Company. 
At the Steak Escape, get a grilled steak sal- 
ad ($3.69). There’s a Sbarro, and a 
Sakkio Japan here. The Panda Express, 
serving Chinese food, has shrimp in garlic 
sauce ($5.99), and two- and three-item 
combination plates. And the Everything 
Yogurt and Salad Café can hand you a 
cubed turkey salad ($4.49) or a baked 
potato stuffed with broccoli, cauliflower, 
and cheddar ($3). 

Elsewhere in the Prudential Center 
complex, you can dine at full-fledged, sit- 
down restaurants like Legal Sea Foods, 
the Ground Round, Dick’s Last Resort, 
the Steak in the Neighborhood, the Mass 
Bay Co. Restaurant, and California Pizza 
Kitchen, where you might want a taste of 
the grilled-eggplant cheeseless pizza with 
red onions, fresh spinach, sundried toma- 
toes, and cilantro ($7.50). You’ve shopped 
hard. You deserve it.

Anyone who’s ever walked through Fa- 
neuil Hall’s Quincy Market when hungry 
knows that the sights and smells of the 
food sold there are enough to make one 
drool. 

Among the food booths: Steve’s Ice 
Cream, the Carol Ann Bake Shop, the Fa- 
neuil Charcoal Grill, the Prime Shop, the 
E.N. West Company, Aris Eat Barbecue, 
the Walrus and Carpenter Food and Raw

Bar, the Brown Derby Deli, Philadelphia 
Steak and Hoagie, Boston Brownies, A La 
Carte, Au Bon Pain, the North End Bak-

Chowda Company, Pizzeria Regina, the 
| Monkey Bar, Mykonos Fair, the Boston 
| and Maine Fish Company, the Boston

Quincy Market is always stuffed with

| bridge, calls its food court the “Food Fes- 
tival,” and it’s easy to see why. From the 
third level of the mail, you can smell the 
aromas wafting up from the first. When 
you're finally drawn down to investigate 
(stopping on the second level, perhaps, for 
a $1.35 soft pretzel at Pretzel Time), you 
| find a vast seating area ringed by food 
| vendor after food vendor. 
| This is a fast-food cornucopia, featuring 
| the kind of cuisine that malls do best. Try 
a 59-cent oatmeal butterscotch cookie 
| from the Original Cookie Company. Or a 
| chili-cheese dog ($2.88) from Nathan’s 
Famous Restaurant. The Great Steak and 
| Potato Company makes extremely fra- 
| grant, fresh-cut fries (small order for 
$1.43). Great Wraps makes sandwiches 
| wrapped in pita, and also “Kurly ‘Q’ 
| Fries,” which are, you guessed it, curly 
(small order for $1.31). 

There’s an Arby’s, a Sbarro, a Burger 
King, a Haagen-Dazs, and an Au Bon 
Pain (chicken caesar salad, $4.95). 
There’s also Sakkio Japan, where you can 
get a side order of vegetable tempura 

| ($1.25) or maki rolls (89 cents). The Ca- 

jun Big Easy serves Cajun roast pork 
| ($4.65) and other main dishes with rice 
and choice of red beans, steamed vegeta- 

bles, corn, or green beans. Canton Ex- 

press will dish out an order of moo goo 
gai pan for $4.65. An order of egg-drop 
| soup goes for $2.50. 

The seating area has a little something 
| for everyone. In the center of the court, 
| there’s bustle and neon, tables and red 
metal chairs situated close together. At the 
| edge of the court you can sit by large win- 
| dows overlooking the waters of the Lech- 
| mere Canal. 

| To escape the food court setting alto- 

| gether, sneak down to the two restaurants 
at the CambridgeSide Place side of the 
| mall. Eat blackened chicken pasta ($6.99) 
| or Maryland crab cakes ($9.24) at Rayz, 
| or try any number of pizza and pasta dish- 
| es at Pappa Razzi. Both boast chic decor 
| and unfrenzied atmosphere. 


The works: Harvard Square 


You won’t find any mega-malls in Har- 
vard Square, Cambridge, but the Shops by 
Harvard Yard and the Garage are mallish 
conglomerations of stores, with restau- 
rants in which to graze or gorge. 

The giant Harvard Square Au Bon Pain 
marks the entrance to the Shops by Har- 
vard Yard. Inside, Barsamian’s offers a 
deli counter where you can order a Black 
Forest ham sandwich ($5) or a fresh fruit 
tart ($2.50). At J.J.’s Juice Works, a glass 
of wheatgrass juice (said to be energizing) 
goes for $2.50. To keep your Vitamin C 
levels high, indulge in a glass of fresh- 
squeezed orange juice there ($1.99). 
Down the corridor is Café Marino, a cafe- 

| teria-style restaurant serving fresh food 

| cultivated on its own farms. Plenty of seat- 
ing. A loud and happy atmosphere. Feast 
on a ham-and-cheese sandwich ($3.50), 
linguine with eggplant ($6.95), or tortelli- 
ni with chicken ($7.95). 

At the Garage, Formaggio delicatessen 
serves salads, sandwiches, and pastas. 
Vegetarians take note: there are six veggie 
sandwiches on this menu. Carnivores can

($4.55). Souper Salad has relatively se- 
cluded seating and, of course, a large salad 
bar ($5.99). The vegetarian fajita sand- 
wich ($4.99) or the focaccia pizza ($4.29) 
should keep you feeling strong. Visit Be- 
bop Burrito nearby, for a chicken and 
cheese quesadilla ($3.50) or a bean “super 
burrito” ($4.50). Also in the Garage is 
Sab’s Grille & Sushi, which serves fresh 
bluefish with vegetables and rice ($4.95) 
and a sushi combination with spicy tuna 
and a California roll ($3.50). The Café 
Avventura, upstairs, serves a slice of Sicil- 
ian pizza for $1.43, or a small cheese piz- 
za for $5. And if you’re still feeling under- 
energized, there’s always the Coffee Con- 
nection, steps away.

e Porter Square malls 
The Porter Arcade Shopping Mall has 

two eateries of note. Boston Chicken is 

tucked away at the back, and you can 

smell the roasting chicken as soon as you 


step into the mail’s- rear entrance. On the - 


menu are chicken pot pie ($2.49), cold 
deli salads, and other chicken meals. At 
Pizzeria Uno, eat a “plizzetta,” which is a 
“California style thin crust gourmet pizza 
for one.” A small lemon-lime chicken 
plizzetta ($6.95), or one of Pizzeria Uno’s 
pasta dishes, such as wild mushroom ravi- 
oli ($7.95), should please even the most 
depleted shopper. 

At the Porter Exchange, 1815 Mass Ave, 
you can lose yourself in the southwestern 
decor of the Cottonwood Café. Dinner en- 
trees include spicy chicken diablo 
($14.95) and Rocky Mountain lamb 
($22.50). And, if you’re in the mood for 
something lighter, try the “Snakebites,” 
jalapeno peppers stuffed with jack cheese 
and shrimp, then quick-fried ($4.45). 
Speaking of snakebites, Snakebites Canti- 
na, located next door, continues the west- 
ern theme. Sit at its bar stools, or along 
the wall decorated with a cowboy mural, 
and chomp into the “extra-jumbo” Hous- 
ton Hog Hot Dog (made from beef, 
$3.75), or the dessert pizza (olives, scal- 


lions, -and- grilled- chicken-on a-crisp-flour- 
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tortilla, $4.95). 

The Porter Exchange is perhaps best 
known for its Japanese restaurants, in an 
area called the Common Market. Diners 
sit together at big tables and spoon up ra- 
men soups from oversized bowls. Among 
the restaurants are Sapporo, Tampopo, It- 
tyo, Kotobukiya (a sushi bar: try the cu- 
cumber roll, 6 pieces for $1.99), and the 
Japanese Café Mami (which serves spicy 
chicken curry, $6.30). The Japonaise Bak- 
ery and Café serves American- and 
French-looking baked goods. Masao’s 
Kitchen specializes in macrobiotic vegetar- 
ian cuisine (baked tofu, $4). And Seki Tei, 
at the back of the mall, is a full, sit-down 
restaurant, rather elegant and dimly lit, 
where you can try a dish called Popeye’s 
eggs, pan-fried spinach topped with sun- 
ny-side eggs ($4.50). For dessert, stop by 
Hana, beside Masao’s Kitchen. A small 
cone of ice cream there ($1.50) could 
prove an introduction to a new favorite. 
Red-bean, ginger, and green-tea ice cream 
are on the menu.

In the calm interior, you 
can sit at one of the many tables and con- 
sume a char-grilled turkey burger ($6), a 
slice of Le Grand Cheesecake ($3.50), 
and just about any kind of coffee you de- 
sire. 

Next door, Bernard’s offers Asian cui- 
sine: broccoli sautéed with hot-pepper 
sauce ($5.50), soup with Peking ravioli 

($4.95), or grilled eel, Japanese-style 
($7.95). 

Pappa Razzi, across the way, has indoor 
seating as well as an area of seats under 
canvas umbrellas inside the mall. There, 
you can order lasagne ($7.99), a margari- 
ta pizza ($5.59 for a small), or one of the 
numerous antipasto, salad, or soup selec- 
tions. 

The best-smelling place to be in this 
mall, however, is often the entrance to 
Bloomingdale’s Home Furnishings, where 
demonstrators of new kitchen appliances 
hand out freshly cooked samples of food. 
Delectable — and free. 


LEP more: 


The Atrium mall in Chestnut Hill 
doesn’t have a food court per se, but it 
does have two restaurants, Mrs. Kay’s 
and Marco Solo. Between them, these 
eateries can provide just about anything 
you’re craving, from a bagel to baked 
scrod, from an apple to a regal chocolate 
torte. 

Mrs. Kay’s is the smaller and brighter of 
the two, with lavender and green décor 
and plenty of mothers-with-toddlers eat- 
ing at its tables. Many English-muffin- 
based snacks are available here: a pizza 
muffin ($4.20), a tomato melt ($4.10), or 
just a toasted gourmet English muffin 
($1.25). Sandwiches of other varieties are 
also available, as are kosher hot dogs. 

Marco Solo is the ritzier restaurant, 
with a host standing at the door. You 
could have dinner here to celebrate the 
culmination of your shopping quest, and | 
order grilled pork tenderloin ($14.95), or 
shrimp linguine in a plum-tomato-and- 
basil sauce ($10.95), followed by a pecan 
tart ($3.25). But there’s also an extensive 
take-out menu, and many inexpensive 
sandwiches. A grilled-eggplant sandwich 
($5.95) features roasted peppers and fresh 
spinach. An albacore-tuna sandwich 
($5.95) comes on an herb baguette. 

What the Atrium lacks in restaurant 
quantity, it makes up in courtyard space. 
Plush armchairs and substantial wooden 
chairs with padded seats are arranged 
around tables. Since both restaurants have 
take-out services, you can sit and eat 
here, if you like, while complaining about 
the length of your shopping list. There’s 
lots of room in which to set down your 
packages. - -
